“Hitchhiking with a guitar.” “Ap- 
plauding Madonna as a feminist.” 
“Teaching parrots cuss words.” 
These and a few thousand more 
things make up the cheese “that 
holds this country together,” ac- 
cording to Dave Eg- 
gers, CO-editor/pub- Frm 
lisher of Might mag- q 
azine and co-author | 
of the recently pub- 
lished For the Love 
of Cheese (Boule- 
vard Books). 

Cheese, as Eg- 
gers and the book's 
six other authors de- 
fine it, is “that happy = 
medium between be- 
ing fun and being an ¥ 
imbecile, the razor- | 
sharp line between be- — 
ing charmingly goofy 
and being someone 
you want to beat with a 
mailet.” 

From “At the opera cheese” to a 
cheese timeline to a comparison 
between “Meteor crashing into the 
earth cheese” and “Things to do if 
you're Canadian cheese,” the 
book’s 137 pages are filled with 
charts, diagrams, and lists. 

In its slim, glossy-paperback for- 
mat, For the Love of Cheese 
blends almost too well with the rest 
of the gimmicky lawyer-joke collec- 
tions and cat-lover guides in a 
bookstore’s humor section. 

But leave it to the makers of 
Might, a bimonthly satirical maga- 
zine based in San Francisco, to 
breathe life into a tired formula. 

You could say the Might edi- 
tors have already done that with 
their magazine. Combining con-

sistently funny material, intelli- 
gent writing, and a healthy dose 
of sarcasm, Might has distin- 
guished itself from the slew of 
other “hip” magazines. Most re- 
cently, Might gained notoriety for 
running a fake obituary for Adam 
Rich of Eight Is Enough fame, a 
stunt that had even series co- 
star Dick Van Patten believing 
the former child actor was dead. 
For the Love of Cheese is an ex- 
tension of Might's 
“Cheese” issue, 
published in June 

1995. 
“It's about 30 
times bigger than 
the original piece,” 
Eggers says. “It’s 
tons bigger and 
better. We took 
the idea a lot fur- 

ther.” 

Though Eg- 
gers admits that 
$12 is a little 
pricey for such 

a small book, he does a 
good job at rationalizing the cost. 

“It takes forever to read,” he 
says. “The type is small, and it’s 
densely packed. Think: if you had 
a piece of gold that big, it'd be a 
lot more expensive — at least 
hundreds of dollars. And the 
economy's so strong now. In ‘92, 
the book would've been $8.50, 
but now Americans are happy. 
The mood is buoyant.” 

Do Eggers and the rest of the 
Might staff ever worry about being 
too snide? 

“Of course we do, but not with 
this one,” he says. “We're talking 
about stuff that we all do. .. . It's 
where we all flip up, it’s all of the 
dorky things we're guilty of. 
Cheese crosses all races, creeds, 
and classes.”

The Phoenix and WFNX hatch new-music plans 


The concert series that almost wasn’t kicks off 
this Saturday afternoon at the Hatch Shell. The 
Phoenix/WFNX new-music series, a Hatch Shell 
tradition, was on, then off when the MDC, caving 
in to local pressure groups and politicians, reneged 
on its original agreement to let the newspaper and 
radio station produce free “new music” concerts. A 
subsequent radio and editorial campaign encour- 
aged readers and listeners to write, call, or e-mail 
Governor Weld’s office and ask him to intervene. 
An avalanche of protest messages later, he did, and 
the series was back on. “Arbitrating matters of musical 
taste isn’t one of the government’s core functions,” 
Weld said at the time. But, he continued, “The presen- 
tation of new music in public venues means a lot to 
keeping the music business alive. 

“Rock on,” Weld concluded. 

This Saturday’s show features an all-local line-up of 
acts: Machinery Hall, Guster, and Orbit. “Many of the 
loudest voices protesting the MDC’s ban of alternative 
music at the Hatch Shell were those of Boston-area 
musicians,” says WFNX Marketing Director Kelly 
Graml. “In recognition of that, and to celebrate the ef- 
forts of all our readers, listeners, and the people of 
Greater Boston who stood up for the right of 
alternative music to be played on public land, 
we have pursued a Boston line-up for our 
first event.” 

In fact, the Boston-band theme runs 
throughout the series. Letters to Cleo head- 
line the August 10 show (with openers Dig 
and Yum Yum), and sax/bass/drums phe- 
nomenon Morphine will headline the special 
“Welcome Back Weekend” show for area col- 
lege students on September 6, with They 
Might Be Giants scheduled as openers and ; i i 
other acts to be announced. Super 8 and a _ 
Johnny Bravo play the August 22 show. Addi- 
tional acts will be announced in the coming 
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weeks. 


A related Phoenix/ FNX jazz series is running on 
Sunday afternoons, emceed by WFNX Jazz Brunch 


host Jeff Turton. 


The series continues this Sunday with the excellent 
Puerto Rican—style local plena band Los Pleneros Del 
Coco. It continues on August 4 with New Orleans 
R&B great Allen Toussaint and his NYNO Records 
Review, including saxophonist Amadee Castenell and 
vocalist Wallace Johnson. Also scheduled are 
Latin-jazz vocalist/composer Mili Bermejo (Au- 
gust 11), saxophonist David Sanchez (August 18), 
and the Either/Orchestra (August 25). The per- 
formers for the September 8 jazz concert have yet 


to be announced. 


The jazz shows run from 5 to 7 p.m., and the 
alternative-rock shows from 5:30 to 9 p.m. Watch

Can Jim Fallows turn 
U.S. News around? 


It’s not every day that a media critic gets to 
put his ideas into action. When it’s one as 
thoughtful as James Fallows, that's cause for 
celebration. 

The news magazine Fallows has just been 
hired to edit, U.S. News & World Report, has 
long lagged behind Time and Newsweek in 
circulation, revenues, and prestige. And since 
the magazine is already criticized in some 
quarters for lacking the glitz of its less-stodgy 
rivals, it will be interesting to see whether the 
serious-minded Fallows will be the right per- 
son to turn it around. His response: “The cen- 
tral challenge of journalism is to make what's 
important interesting. | have no interest what- 
soever in contributing to dull journalism that 
makes readers doze.” 

Fallows, 46, a Harvard graduate, is the vet- 
eran Washington editor of the Atlantic Monthly. 
(Both the Atlantic and U.S. News, as well as 
the New York Daily News, are owned by real- 
estate magnate Mortimer Zuckerman, former- 
ly of Boston.) Fallows made a big splash earlier 
this year with the publication of Breaking the 
News: How the Media Undermine American 
Democracy (“Don't Quote Me,” News, January 
19). In particular, Fallows criticized journalism’s 
obsession with politics over policy, and lament- 
ed the emergence of a Washington media cul- 
ture in which reporters are obsessed with be- 
coming high-paid pundits on the talking-heads 
shows and the corporate lecture circuit. 

“People will be watching U.S. News to see 
how closely the magazine can come to his vi- 
sion of what journalism should be,” says Af- 
lantic senior writer Jack Beatty. “We're going 
to miss him, although we're glad he’s going to 
be staying within the Zuckerman empire.”

ceed. Responds Fallows: 
“Having worked for Mort f 
Zuckerman at the Atlantic 
for the last 16 years, | | 
have every expectation 
that this will work out well.” 

The celebrity pundits 
Fallows has criticized may 
be the first problem he has 
to deal with. U.S. News 
has several, including 
Gloria Borger, Steve 
Roberts, and editor-at- 
large David Gergen. Roberts and his wife, 
NPR and ABC reporter Cokie Roberts, are 
treated especially harshly in Breaking the 
News. Fallows told the Phoenix that he hasn't 
spoken to Steve Roberts yet, but adds that 
“my argument in the book was not meant to be 
a personal vendetta against anyone, including 
the Robertses.” 

Fallows says that Zuckerman and U.S. 
News CEO Fred Drasner approached him 
about the editor's job two weeks ago, when 
they told him that co-editors Michael Ruby and 
Merrill McLoughlin were stepping down after 
seven years. Fallows takes the helm in 
September. 

His new job will not be an easy one. Accord- 
ing to figures compiled by the Audit Bureau of 
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FALLOWS'’S intelligence may 
be just what U.S. News needs. 




























Circulations, U.S. News's paid circulation 
stands at 2.2 million, far behind those of mar- 
ket leaders Time (nearly 4.1 million) and 
Newsweek (nearly 3.2 million). Circulation for 
all three magazines is vir- 
tually unchanged from five 
years ago, although the 
trend is not in U.S. News's 
favor: Time has actually 
grown slightly, whereas 
vs ’ Newsweek and U.S. 
bin News have dropped a bit. 
Advertising numbers 
4 oS don't favor U.S. News, 

€ either. According to Me- 
dia Industry Newsletter, 
Time's $404 million in ad 
revenues in 1995 were 
nearly double U.S. 
News's $224 million; 
Newsweek earned $332 
million. What's more, the 
number of advertising 
pages in U.S. News rose 
just eight percent be- 
tween 1991 and 1995, 
compared to 10 percent 
for Time and nearly 18 
percent for Newsweek. 

Still, Fallows expresses optimism and en- 
thusiasm. 

“All magazines have been trying to work out 
their solutions to the problem of remaining use- 
ful, important, vital, interesting in an era when 
they cannot possibly be first with the news,” he 
says. “The three US newsmags have worked 
out their own answers to that problem, as has 
the Economist, with a different emphasis. The 
U.S. News formula has plainly involved less 
entertainment-related news and less immediate 
insider buzz and gossip. Without being any 
more specific, I'll suggest that U.S. News's an- 
swer could be to become even more distinct 
from the other magazines than it is now.”

How I unmasked Anonym 


ous. 


(No, not that Anonymous. ) 


by Dan Kennedy 


nonymous confessed. To me. 

This Monday. “I will not 

dény that,” he told me when 

I confronted him with the ev- 

idence. “I'd better not lie. It 
would get me into trouble. | would be dis- 
graced in the profession.” 

No, no, no. Not that Anonymous. That guy 
wrote about ancient history — the 1992 pres- 
idential campaign. I’m talking about the other 
Anonymous — the one who produced two 
pieces for the Nation on this year’s campaign 
in a prose style eerily similar to the one Joe 
“Anonymous” Klein used in Primary Colors. 

The Klein imitator, it turns out, is Nation 
senior editor Richard Lingeman, who had 
Anonymity thrust upon him by publisher 
and editorial director Victor Navasky as a 
stunt playing off the sensation caused by 
Primary Colors. 

What a relief. Klein, a neoliberal whose 
views on affirmative action and welfare deviate 
considerably from liberal orthodoxy, is anathe- 
ma‘in the pages of the left-liberal Nation. 

“That wasn't Joe Klein. We would never 
have Joe Klein write for us,” said Nation asso- 
ciate editor and columnist Katha Pollitt. Sev- 
eral minutes later, though, she confessed, “I 
wasn't paying too much attention. If we pub- 
lished Joe Klein, I'll eat my hat.” 

Pollitt needn't change her diet. 

“It seemed to me that Richard could be 
Anonymous and should be Anonymous and 
was Anonymous,” says Navasky, whose rela- 
tionship with Lingeman goes back to the 
1960s, when they were pulling pranks for the 
now-defunct humor magazine Monocle. 
“During the campaign, whenever people 
would ask, ‘Is this the real Anonymous?’, I'd 
say, ‘Hey, he’s anonymous.’ You don’t lie. 
You mislead strategically.” 

Indeed, the Nation presented Anonymous 
as someone who could be the genuine article, 
but left some wiggle room for plausible denia- 
bility. Among those playing along with 
Navasky’s game was the Boston Phoenix, 
which published the first piece in its February 
16 issue (“Primaries Colored,” News). 

“They were very circumspect,” recalls 
Phoenix editor Peter Kadzis of his negotiations 
with the Nation over reprint rights. “When | 
asked if there were going to be more articles, 
they were very careful not to overextend them- 
selves. At worst, | thought we would be en- 
gaged in the great game of guessing what was 
going on at the time, and that was okay with 
me. I don’t consider us misused in any way.” 

Not that the Nation gag generated any- 
where near as loud a public buzz as Klein's 
did, but the Newsweek columnist would have 
been a lot better served if he’d emulated 
Lingeman’s and Navasky’s puckish responses, 
when he vehemently denied last winter that he 
was the author of Primary Colors. 

Though the journalism-ethics cops are 
preparing to run Klein out of town on a rail, it 
seems to me that the real issue isn’t Klein's 
anonymously penning a juicy roman 4 clef 
about the Clintons, but rather the over-the- 
edge quality to his lying. That was compound- 
ed by Newsweek editor Maynard Parker's bad 
judgment in going well beyond the call of duty 
to protect one of his stars. 

After all, the anonymity of Primary Colors’ 
author is hardly unprecedented. Perhaps the 
most famous example is Henry Adams’s 
Democracy: An American Novel, the Primary 
Colors of 1880. Variously attributed to 
Adams, future Secretary of State John Hay, 
and a lesser-known government official 
named Clarence King, Adams's authorship re- 
mained in question for 40 years, until his pub- 
lisher confirmed it once and for all. 

Former Atlantic Monthly editor Robert 
Manning, for one, doesn’t accept the argu- 
ment that Klein has lost his credibility as a 
journalist.

Ten o'clock news war 


A full-fledged 10 p.m. news war will be declared 
on Monday, September 9, when WFXT-TV (Chan- 
nel 25) premiergs its hour-long newscast. As ex- 
pected, the station has decided to go with un- 
knowns (at least to Boston viewers) for its on-air tal- 
25 is thought likely to emulate the strategy that’s 
proven so successful for WHDH-TV (Channel 7) at 
11 p.m.: flashy graphics and a rapid pace. 

The Channel 25 newscast will compete directly 
with WLVI-TV (Channel 56), whose decade-old 
program is also an hour long. WSBK-TV (Channel 
38) carries a half-hour newscast at 10 p.m. that's 
produced by New England Cabie News (NECN). 

The question that Channel 25, owned by Ru- 
pert Murdoch's Fox network, must answer is 
whether a newscast will play as weil with its young 
viewers as Cops, the current 10 p.m. fare. indeed, 
Channel 25 dropped a NECN-produced newscast 
in 1995 because of disappointing ratings. 

The Channel 25 newscast was announced on 
Wednesday afternoon by Kathy Saunders, the sta- 
tion’s vice-president and general manager. The 
news operation will be headed by vice-president 
and news director Coleen Marren, who came to the 
station from WTIC-TV, Hartford's Fox affiliate, last 
February. The co-anchors will be Karen Adams, of 
WAVE-TV (NBC), in Louisville, Kentucky, and Dave 
Barker, of WOIO-TV (CBS), in Cleveland.

The ’96 GOP convention echoes 
the ’72 debacle that never was

ith the Democrats 
heading to Chica- 
go for their con- 
vention this Au- 
gust, you can ex- 
pect to hear plenty about the disas- 
trous 1968 convention, at which anti- 
war protesters faced the wrath of 
Mayor Daley’s riot police and Hubert 


| Humphrey realized that the Vietnam 


War was now his albatross to wear. 
But when the Republicans show up in 
San Diego two weeks from now, 
who’s going to recall the bizarre 1972 
convention disaster that almost was? 


| Or remember how the Nixon Admin- 
| istration’s flirtation with the far right 


advanced the cause of terrorism? 

San Diego was supposed to be 
Richard Nixon's “lucky city,” a Navy 
town with a world-famous zoo and a 
new mayor named Pete Wilson. Local 
boosters saw the planned Republican 
convention as the biggest thing to 
happen to San Diego since the Pacific 
International Expo in 1935. Then 
suddenly, in May of '72, fewer than 


some 30 members, soon emerged as 
the most active SAO chapter in the 
nation under the leadership of an un- 
employed contractor named Jerry 
Lynn Davis and a fireman named 
Howard Berry Godfrey. Godfrey was 
also an FBI informant. 

Godfrey, it turned out, had been 
working for the FBI as a Minuteman 
informant since 1967, when he’d 
been arrested for brandishing a gun 
during a traffic dispute and possess- 
ing explosives (which police found 
when they went to search his home). 
An SAO “state commander,” Godfrey 
recruited new members from the 
Mormon church, in which he and 
several of his FBI handlers were ac- 
tive. As the SAO’s intelligence officer, 
he also provided the terrorist group 
with FBI funds and information on 
San Diego’s antiwar organizers. 

In late 1971 and early 1972, ac- 
tivists organizing protests at the up- 
coming Republican convention be- 
came the target of death threats, tear- 
gas attacks, vandalism, and firebomb- 
ings. On the night of January 6, 
1972, Godfrey and fellow SAO mem- 
ber George “Mickey” Hoover cruised 


90 days before the opening ,apwipe WORLD 


gavel, Republican National 
Committee Chair Bob Dole an- 
nounced the convention would 
be relocating to Miami. 

At the time, the media point- 
ed to two reasons for the par- 


| ty’s sudden change of heart. 


One was the embarrassment 
caused by Dita Beard, an ITT 


| lobbyist who'd written a secret 
| memo (leaked to Jack Ander- 
| son) saying that the way to get 
| the Department of Justice to 
| drop an antitrust investigation 
| was for ITT to contribute 


(San Diego’s new ITT Shera- 


| ton was to be Nixon’s headquarters 


during the convention.) 

The other reason cited was fear 
that more than a quarter-million anti- 
war demonstrators would descend 
upon the city when the Republicans 
arrived in August. Certainly those or- 
ganizing the protests were confident 
that a combination of antiwar, anti- 
Nixon sentiment among young peo- 
ple and the lure of a summer week on 
the beaches of Southern California 
would guarantee a massive turnout. 
An internal Justice Department study 
claimed that the San Diego Police 
were not well-trained in the handling 


| of large demonstrations, and the 
| study predicted violence. 


Violence was, in fact, taking place 


| months before the convention was 


scheduled to arrive, inspired both by 
an FBI-directed right-wing terror 


| network and by Nixon’s own White 


House plumbers. In the 1960s, the 
Minutemen was a right-wing paramil- 


| itary outfit that believed the US gov- 


ernment was overrun by Communist 
infiltrators and that an underground 
patriot army had to form in order to 
fight a guerrilla war against the reds. 
When the Minutemen began to carry 
out bank robberies to finance their 
activities, they were infiltrated and 
broken up by the FBI. In 1970, veter- 
ans of the Minutemen met secretly in 
Arizona to form a new paramilitary 
outfit called the Secret Army Organi- 
zation. The Sen Diego branch, with

past the home of one of the activists 
in the Ocean Beach section of the 
city. Hoover fired two shots into the 
house with a stolen nine-millimeter 
pistol, seriously wounding a young 
woman named Paula Tharp. The next 
day, Godfrey gave the weapon to his 
FBI control agent, Steve Chris- 
tiansen, who hid it under his couch 
for the next six months. 

Meanwhile, the Republicans were 
getting nervous about the local intelli- 
gence they were receiving. On Febru- 
ary 18, 1972, the day Nixon left for 
his historic trip to China, Godfrey 
published a poster of Nixon headed 
WANTED FOR TREASON, which accused 
the president and Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger of conspiring with 
the Red Chinese to betray the United 
States. The SAO distributed the 
poster in 15 cities (the FBI reim- 
bursed Godfrey for the printing 
costs). The SAO members — who by 
now had begun warehousing rifles, 
mortar rounds, land mines, and ex- 
plosives in garages around the city — 
discussed how they might take turns 
mortaring the protesters outside and 
the Republicans inside the convention 
center. At the same time, White 
House plumber G. Gordon Liddy was 
developing his own plans involving 
the kidnapping of antiwar leaders in 
San Diego. In May, the Republican 
National Committee, worried about 
growing security issues, pulled the 
plug on San Diego as the site for 
their convention. 

A month later, William Yakopec, an 
SAO member who'd been recruited 
into the group by the FBI’s Godfrey, 


bombed the Guild, a local porno the- 
ater. The bomb blew out the screen, 
showering debris on theater patrons 
— including a deputy city attorney 
and two vice cops. 

Soon, more than a dozen SAO 
members had been rounded up and 
jailed. At that point, the SAO began 
plotting to assassinate San Diego’s 
police chief, local ATF agents, and 
other government officials they | 
thought had gone over to the side of 
the Communists. 

Godfrey’s testimony helped send 
several of his confederates to prison. 
Jerry Lynn Davis and other SAOers 
then began talking to local reporters 
about meetings at the “Gunsmoke 
Ranch,” a shooting range outside San 
Diego where Godfrey had introduced | 
them to a man named Donald | 
Simms, whom Davis later identified 
as Donald Segretti, Liddy’s White 
House operative. Segretti and the | 
SAO apparently discussed plans to | 
kidnap activists and take them to | 
Mexico, where they would be killed 
and their bodies would be dumped. 

The FBI instructed agent Chris- | 
tiansen not to answer grand-jury ques- 

tions relating to the Paula 
Tharp shooting and the gun 
he’d hidden; then it pensioned 
him off to Utah. Godfrey, 
whom the FBI shielded from 
any criminal charges, was even- | 
tually given a job in California 
as an arson investigator. Eigh- 
teen years later, he was arrested 
for planting and then disarming | 
pipe bombs in the rural town | 
where he worked. This time he 
was sentenced to 90 days of | 
psychiatric observation. 

Asked about his history of 


thwarted targeting antiwar activists at a 


Soldier of Fortune convention | 

in October 1995, convicted 
Watergate burglar turned radio talk- | 
show host G. Gordon Liddy told San 
Diego magazine, “I would have | 
grabbed them, doped ‘em up, taken 
them to Mexico, and then released | 
them none the worse for wear after 
the convention was over.” Or per- 
haps, as he’s suggested on his radio | 
show with regard to ATF agents, he | 
would have encouraged the SAO to | 
“shoot for the head.” 

Oddly,’ the Republican Party arriv- 
ing in San Diego this summer is not 
so different from the one that failed 
to make the show 24 years ago. San | 
Diego’s former mayor, Governor Pete 
Wilson, will greet his fellow delegates 
with warm welcomes and harsh at- 
tacks on affirmative action and illegal 
immigrants. Nixon speechwriter Pat 
Buchanan will be there to carry the | 
banner for the party’s hard right, 
while 1972 party chairman Bob Dole 
will exemplify the thwarted ambitions 
of his old friend and dead mentor 
Dick Nixon. 

And, with New Mexico Governor 
Gary Johnson, Idaho Representative 
Helen Chenoweth, and other party 
notables openly expressing support 
for today’s armed right-wing militias 
and anti-federal paranoids, it’s fair to 
ask if the lesson of ’72 has been for- 
gotten. One can’t help wondering 
whether the attempt to manipulate 
the paramilitary right to advance its 
own political agenda has again creat- 
ed something of a Frankenstein's 
monster for the GOP — and if we 
won’t be hearing the footfalls of that 
creature in the darker recesses of this 
year’s convention hall. Q

Delivering the demo 

Even in the beginning, of 
course, MTV wasn’t about 
music: it was a marketing 
venture. Advertisers had 
long been hungry for a 
way to reach 14- to 29- 
year-olds, a notoriously 
fickle demographic with 
plenty of untapped spend- 
ing money. MTV founder 
Robert Pittman’s great in- 
spiration was to use music 
videos to “deliver the 
demo.” The beauty of the 
plan was that the videos 
themselves were advertise- 
ments, and record compa- 
nies were happy to provide 
them free. In a sense, 
MTV was, according to 
Rutgers political thinker 
Benjamin Barber, “the first 
of the shopping networks.” 

The effects showed 
quickly. Record sales, 
which had been slumping since their 1978 
disco-era high, rebounded. Hawkers of 
pimple cream, orange soda, and boom 
boxes flocked to the station. The kids were 
watching, and those who weren't knew 
they wanted their MTV. 

MTV also pioneered a new visual world, 
as record labels poured more money into 
videos, and as MTV’s own producers be- 
came more ‘adept-at art-directing for their

demo. Now you can describe something 
simply by saying “it looks like MTV” — 
and everyone knows what you mean. 
Quick, almost strobelike cuts. Rich, exag- 
gerated colors. jiggling cameras. Blurs. 
Multiple images. Extreme camera angles. 
In short, sensory overload. 

As early as 1984, it was clear that MTV 
style was becoming mainstream. Miami 
Vice premiered that year, with a shiny, styl- 
ized look and long breaks in the action for 
moody rock reflections. (It was originally 
going to be called MTV Cops.) Even 
Ronald Reagan’s '84 re-election campaign 
ads were infused with MTV style: glossy 
fades from one image to another set to tri- 
umphant, patriotic music. 

“It really is a huge revolution,” says 
Mandy Grunwald, Clinton’s advertising 
director on the "92 campaign. “You actu- 
ally have to watch old newscasts, old com- 
mercials, to understand how much things 
have changed visually, because we're all so 
used to it.” 

The “revolution” has been more than vi- 
sual. MTV also popularized what might be 
called a montage sensibility. Instead of lin- 
ear storylines (think Michael Jackson’s 
“Thriller”), most videos offer an explosion 
of images that are thematically, but not 
logically, linked. With so much happening 
at once on the screen, it’s very common 
for the video to flash rapidly between sev- 
eral simultaneously developing storylines 
(or should we say “image lines”?). It’s a 
world of compression and speed, a world 
where ‘you' see''orily the highlights ——’and 
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often you see them all at once. 

That sensibility has spread. You see it in 
commercials all the time, and not just ads 
on MTV. You see it on even the most staid 
programming, like the Olympics: the 
opening graphics crackle and pop; some 
corporations sponsor a video short that 
fades in and out of the day’s most emo- 
tional highlights, set to music. And in Hol- 
lywood, the “summer blockbuster” has 
long been moving in the same direction. 
Audiences seem less and less to mind seri- 
ous storyline problems (/ndependence Day 
comes to mind) as long as they get big 
special effects; sharp, testosterone-driven 
one-liners; and no lulls in the action. It has 
developed into a kind of opera that jumps 
from aria to aria without any connecting 
narrative. 

But at 15, MTV seems 
much less radical now 
than it did during the 
80s. That’s not just be- 
cause so much of the rest 
of the media has adopted 
its style. MTV has also be- 
come much more like a 
traditional television sta- 
tion, evolving from music 
television into a “lifestyle 
channel” with all the tele- 
vision forms: sitcom, 
comedy, game show, 
sports, drama. Half of its 
programming between 7 
p.m. and midnight on a 
typical weekday has no 
music videos at all. “The 
story of MTV in the ’90s,” 
says Steve Stark, a Boston 
writer who is completing a 
book on television’s most 
influential shows, “is that 
it has been much more in- 
fluenced by the rest of 
television than the other 
way around.” 

Mostly, what this has 
meant is that MTV sucks. 
Given the station’s media 
savvy, it’s amazing how bad its program- 
ming has become. There was The State, 
MTV’s sorry attempt at sketch comedy. In 
Singled Out, MTV’s take on The Dating 
Game, contestants find their perfect match 
according to breast size (“Cranberries, Blind 
Melons, or Smashing Pumpkins?”) or com- 
mitment level (“just a fling” or “wants a 
ring”?). Then, of course, there’s The Real 
World, now in its fifth season of relentless 
voyeurism and gratingly literal-minded 
soundtracks. And every year, Spring Break 
proves that MTV’s imitations can be even 
more tired than the real thing.

For mind-numbing badness, though, it 
would be hard to beat a recent Saturday af- 
ternoon when the station aired episodes of 
Road Rules — essentially The Real World 
in a cross-country camper — for seven 
and a half hours straight. Perhaps the only 
hope for salvaging any entertainment from 
that marathon might have been a drinking 
game: everyone drinks when we learn a 
lesson about getting along with others. 


On the bright side... 
To be,sure,,MTV/s metamorphosis, has 
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not been all bad. MTV Unplugged (where 
artists play acoustic sets), Yo! MTV Raps 
(which brought entire genres of black mu- 
sic out of the underground), and, of 
course, Beavis and Butt-head have all had 
their moments. The days of overt racism 
— MTV featured virtually no black artists 
in its first two years, and it refused to play 
Michael Jackson’s Billie Jean — are over. 
And for those willing stay up past mid- 
night on a Sunday for “alternative” videos, 
120 Minutes breaks some new ground. 
MTV’s forays into politics have been 
mostly unobjectionable. Last election, they 
teamed up with the music-industry group 
Rock the Vote to register young voters and 
convince them to go to the polls. That year, 
after two decades of decline, the youth vote

actually increased, from 37 percent in 
1988 to 44 percent in 1992. MTV was one 
of the key “alternative media” venues 
(along with the likes of Arsenio Hall and 
Larry King Live) that candidate Clinton 
went to when he felt the mainstream media 
were not giving him enough attention. This 
year, though, MTV probably won't have 
that kind of pull, mostly because there’s no 
appealing insurgent candidate to rally the 
youth vote around. The station is still a 
presence, though, with its Choose or Lose 
bus zigzagging across the country; it also 
hopes to register half a million voters by 
September. 

But MTV has lost many 
of the fans who were tun- 
ing in primarily for the 
music. In spite of efforts 
like 120 Minutes, says 
Paul Carchidi, of Brock- 
ton-based Rage TV, “they 
just don’t break new 
bands.” Carchidi’s Fri- 
day-night video show, 
which airs locally on 
Channel 38, is a kind of 
backyard insurgency ded- 
icated to music, especially 
new music. And with so 
much less “M” at MTV, 
Rage is not the only out- 
let eyeing that territory. 
Recently, the Canadian- 
American partnership 
MuchMusic has been 
pushing into the US mar- 
ket. (See “Music Wars,” 
this page.) Then there’s 
the Box, a Miami-based 
cable station that plays 
only viewer requests. And 
the Nashville-based Z 
music channel, which 
plays only upbeat music. 
Indeed, in a tacit admis- 
sion of how much the 
mother station has transformed, MTV is 
launching M2, a channel that it promises 
will return it to its video roots. 

Perhaps the best way to understand 
MTV's changes is in evolutionary terms. 
The station has adapted to meet its driving 
goal: delivering the demographic to the 
advertisers. MTV executives discovered 
that more-traditional programming — 
dramas, soaps, and so forth — brought a 
stable and reliable audience that registered 
better in the Nielsen ratings. Advertisers

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MUSIC WAR 
MuchMudsic gets into 
the trenches with MIV 


_ After a little more than 18 months in the US market, MuchMusic USA, a spin-off 


of Canada’s 12-year-old MuchMusic channel, has scored 4.5 million American ca- 
ble and satellite viewers — people who, according to the MuchMusic party line, no 
longer want their MTV. (MuchMusic can be seen in Boston on cable channel 7B.) 
A partnership between the Rainbow Programming division of Long Island—based 
CableVision Systems and a Toronto group called Chum 
City, MuchMusic USA —— with its emphasis on rock and 
live performance — is the first viable competitor MTV 
has encountered, And MTV’s August 1 launch of a new 
all-music M2 channel seems a direct response. 

We spoke about the competition with Dennis E. Pat- 
ton, senior vice-president and general manager of Much- 
Music USA, when he visited Boston last week. 


Q: What differentiates MuchMusic from MTV? 

A: MuchMusic USA is all music all the time. No Beavis 
and Butt-head, no Real World, no grinding, no dating 
shows —— it’s music, music, music. Also worth mention- 
ing are the live, spontaneous, and interactive pieces of 
the channel. Anywhere between eight to 13 hours a day 
are broadcast live, which I think affords some really 
unique programming opportunities and, for the music 
lover, some great product they'll see nowhere else. We've 
had everyone play — from Melissa Etheridge to Ruby to 
Bush, to name a few. 

The other piece is the interactivity. We communicate 
with our viewers — our viewers are network partici- 
pants, really — via e-mail, via the Web, via fax, 
phone. . . . Our VJs may ask a question. We have a show 
where we look for viewers’ opinions on different videos, 
so we actively solicit input. 

Q: Are you reaching for a different audience than MTV, 
somewhat older than its teen market? 

A: We are competing, I believe, for the 18- to 34-year-old, primarily, and then, 
secondarily, for the 12- to 18-year-old. | think we are looking for the music lover, 
the person who has an eclectic taste, So, to that end, where MTV has really aban- 
doned the music lover, we fill that void. It is a more sophisticated audience, and it 
skews a little bit older than the MTV audience — I think they say their target is 12 
to 25 now, or that is what their research is showing. 

We did a little bit of research in the US. We asked people, if they could have an- 
other channel — for sports, classic movies, old TV series, whatever — what would 
they like to see, The number-one answer among this 18-to-34 group was music. 

Q: These days, that's a very cynical group. Have you encountered cynicism? You 
know: “Here's another corporation out to co-opt us and our music?” 

A: No. I think that there is a hungry audience for our product. MTV, I think, lost 
a lot of its viewers because it changed its course somewhat. It’s doing what it does 
in a terrific way, but it really did disenfranchise some of the music-fan viewers. The 
response that we get, via the Web, via letters, is overwhelmingly positive. 

Q: Where would you like MuchMusic USA to be in five years? 

A: We'd like to have more than 20 million viewers. We’re just now in the process 
of introducing our brand. We would like brand awareness and recognition, and we 
want to be a force in the hearts and souls of music lovers across this country. It’s 
more than business here; it's doing what we do in a way more passionately than 
anybody else and getting to the soul of it. You know how American Movie Classics 
takes its niche and does it really creatively and with more passion? When you turn 
on AMC you know you've got a feel of the golden years of Hollywood there. That's 
the premise that extends into MuchMusic: to do our niche, and do it more passion- 
ately than anybody else. 

Q: Do you think that M2, MTV's new all-music channel, is a direct response to 

u? 

A: Yeah. MTV is boasting about how inexpensive it is for distributors to do their 
M2. By doing live television for eight to 13 hours a day, we commit a tremendous 
amount of resources. Our goal is to get very involved with our distributors in pro- 
motion, so folks are aware that we are around. We want the music lover to know 
that we exist, but I think that was a competitive move on MTV’s behalf. At the end 
of the day, though, I think the product is what will speak for itself, and I feel very 
good about our product.

are willing to pay a premium, in other 
words, for prime placement in The Real 
World. 

In some sense, MTV has become the 
perfect beast for its media environment. 
In an age of the remote channel selector, 
competition is even fiercer: it’s easy to 
leave what you’re watching, and with the 
profusion of other channels, there are 
plenty of places to go. MTV’s flashy, 
compressed, sexy style puts everything 
up front, encouraging the wandering 
viewer at least to pause. Its longer, low- 
est-common-denominator television 
programs encourage a decent-sized 
crowd to stick around, and give it a 
presence in the TV listings. Add to this 
the still-lively MTV logo shorts, which 
remind viewers that the station is cool. 
And, finally, there is the occasional news 
item or public-service piece, providing 
the perfect veneer of credibility in a cyn- 
ical age. 

All this, and virtually every second is an 
advertisement for something — be it hair 
spray, a song, or MTV itself. “It’s televi- 
sion culminating in its natural ideal,” says 
Barber. 

“If MTV hadn’t done it,” adds TV critic 
Stark, “somebody else would have.” 





The hunger 

It’s a beast, at 15, with an ever-growing 
appetite for pop trends to sell its product. 
MTV has refined the art of hunting down 
fads — in fashion, music, or otherwise — 
chewing them up, and then spitting them 
out once they’ve been digested. There is a 
certain democratic spirit to the process; 
everyone from New York City to the lowa 
countryside can wear flannel, or a silver 
shirt, or whatever the latest thing may be. 
But there is also something claustrophobic 
about the MTV world, where so much of 
the environment has been vetted by the 
machine. 

The beast also devours raw image. 
Steven Daly, co-author of the pop-cul- 
ture compendium alt.culture, tells of a 
friend who was working for a music- 





video production company: one of her 
assignments was to rent videos of all of 
Peter Greenaway’s films and then fast- 
forward through them in search of im- 
ages to steal. That’s a perfect metaphor 
for MTV. It exhibits flashes of creativity, 
but mostly relies on a kind of cultural 
vampirism; images are cycled and recy- 
cled until they are exhausted. “Anything 
that moves gets used up,” says Daly. 
“It’s depressing.” 

And MTV’s hunger for new viewers has 
taken it across much of the planet. There 
is MTV Europe, MTV Latin America, 
MTV Brazil, MTV Asia, and MTV India. 
MTV now has more than 235 million 
viewers in some 70 countries. 

The New World Teen Study, a global 
survey of young people’s attitudes, found 
that television, not surprisingly, is one of 
the most important “leisure activities” 
among teens worldwide, and that “music 
television” is a key part of the phe- 
nomenon. Those who watch MTV videos, 
the study found, consume more “teen” 
commodities: more Walkmans, sodas, and 
“personal-care products.” And they all 
consume the same name brands: Levi's,

Nike, Sony, and so forth. 

But it’s difficult to assess the broader ef- 
fects of MTV. Now, it’s not as though a 
few music videos, or an episode or two of 
Hard Copy, will addle your brain for life. 
And there’s nothing wrong with a little he- 
donism. But there is good reason to think 
that this new, improved kind of television 
is not improving the culture. 

We all know that TV is inclined toward 
soundbites and superficial treatment. 
That’s why watching the news on televi- 
sion is more fun than reading your average 
paper. And television in general is edging 
out other, more thought-provoking media. 
Attention spans are dwindling. 

But there is a deeper, more disturbing 
problem. The montage sensibility that 
MTV perfected and let loose on the world 
is based on images, not words — on 
emotional reaction, not thought or the 
comprehension of logical narrative. 
There’s nothing wrong with this as an ap- 
proach to making art; indeed, it is ap- 
pealing. But it has become a dominant 
mode of communication. 

“That's not good for the kind of deliber- 
ative consensus-building and the arbitra- 
tion of differences that democracy is 
about,” says Barber, whose latest book, /i- 
had Vs. McWorld, will be issued in paper- 
back next month. “Democracy is about the 
word, about the objectivity of the word, 
about our capacity through communicat- 


| 
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ing in words to reach agreements about 
areas we disagree on, and to broker and 
adjudicate our differences where they can’t 
otherwise be resolved.” 

It doesn’t take a media maven to see 
that as a society — as a planet — we are 
moving away from the reasoned debate 
that the word encourages. Replacing it is 
a world with great production values and 
a snappy soundtrack, but less and less 
substance. It’s a world where Maureen 
Dowd can write in the New York Times 
without shame that Dick Lamm 
shouldn’t run for president because he is 
too earnest. 

Television in general, and MTV in 
particular, preaches a pathological self- 
absorption. Even MTV’s voter-registra- 
tion drive, admirable as it is, cannot sep- 
arate itself from the context in which it 
was created: if you don’t vote, you — 
not society — will lose out. The message 
is incessant: don’t think about the prob- 
lems society faces as a whole, because 
your needs are too important. You want 
bright colors, something new, something 
tasty. Be impatient. You have a right to 
be entertained. Now here’s something 
we think you'll really like, something 
sexy, brought to you by... 

And all you are left with is the power 
button, which seems a truly feeble defense 
against the bright world beyond. 

Choose or lose. Q 
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Journalism’s 
supermodel probler 


Newt Gingrich apparently was not news- 
worthy enough. Nor was Bill Clinton, or Colin Powell. 
No, in 1995, the year’s most prominent newsmaker was 
a British supermodel named Elizabeth Hurley. Or, at 
least, that’s who Newsweek's end-of-the-year “news- 
maker” edition featured — in black leather — on the 
cover. “Hurley is an odd sort of celebrity,” said the arti- 
cle inside. “The world spent a year in her company, 
pondering her deep chestnut hair, blue-green eyes and 
formidable figure . . . yet got to know her not at all. Her 
face, yes, and her forbearance, but little else.” 

Hurley certainly is an “odd sort of celebrity”: her pri- 
mary claim to fame is her “formidable figure” — fea- 
tured in Estée Lauder ads — and a movie-star 
boyfriend who took a spin with a prostitute on Sunset 
Boulevard. That didn’t stop one of the nation’s top 
newsmagazines from coronating her, with its cover 
spread, “newsmaker of the year.” O.]. Simpson and 
Courteney Cox, one presumes, were close runners-up. 

And so we draw near the end of the celebrity century. 
Eighty years ago, early filmmakers trying to sell their 
product came up with the strategy of turning actors into 
brand names. Television raised the stakes dramatically, 
prompting Daniel Boorstin in 1962 to define the 
celebrity as “a person who is well-known for his well- 
knownness.” 

Today — powered by a volatile mix of new communi- 
cations technology (cable TV, the Internet, and space 
satellites) — we seem to have reached the brightest mo- 
ment of the most recent celebrity explosion. Larry King 
plays celebrity sycophant and political kingmaker — all 
in the same night. Jackie O’s fake pearls draw big bucks

and big coverage. The novelty and nuance of Boorstin’s 
phrase have been lost entirely. What was once a revela- 
tion is now a cliché. 

Many of this era’s dismaying stories have been well- 
told: the capture of politics by made-for-TV candidates; 
the growth of tabloid gossip and its half-truths; the sea 
change in cultural values. Still largely untold, though, is 
what might be called the story of the storytellers — the 
men and women who breathe life into Hollywood icons, 
who decode, justify, and ultimately solidify their fame. 
And it’s not only tabloid hacks or publicists’ suckers 
who are drawn into the celebrity vortex; it’s also the 
best and the brightest. We've seen an upsurge in the 
number of supermarket gossip rags, People magazine 
imitators, and celebri-news TV shows. But as a cultural 
phenomenon, the importance of these second- and 
third-tier outlets pale in comparison to that of Vanity 
Fair, the New Yorker, Prime Time Live, and even the 
New York Times — quality publications that are in- 
creasingly consumed by the celebrity nonsense. 

To some, criticizing celebri-journalism might seem as 
irrelevant as criticizing fatty food — people want it; it 
tastes good; the market delivers. There will always be an 
appetite for celebrity gossip and glossy profiles — for 
Us and In Style and Entertainment Tonight, and even 
for the dubious “news” of the tabloids. But truly talent- 
ed writers are a rare quantity in this world. They have 
the ability to set priorities, to focus attention away from 
what’s easy, or sexy, or light, or irrelevant. But instead 
of blocking the celebrity steamroller, many of them are 
gleefully pushing it along. 


Talk of the town 

The roots of modern celebrity journalism can be 
traced to Walter Winchell, father of the gossip column. 
Winchell was a fierce talent, but also a coarse newspa- 
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perman with few pretensions to quality. “I wait until I 
can catch an ingrate with his fly open, and then I take a 
picture of it,” he once wrote. 

The early Hollywood fan magazines were even a 
notch below Winchell. It’s no surprise that few celebri- 
ty-beat writers from the "30s and *40s — like Hedda 
Hopper, Louella Parsons, and Sheilah Graham (re- 
membered less for her work than for being F. Scott 
Fitzgerald's mistress) — resonate today. Indeed, there 
were but a handful of celebrity-journalism “stars,” and 
their work was rigorously segregated — “presented 
rather sheepishly,” writes Richard Schickel in /ntimate 
Strangers, “if at all, in journals of any aspiration to 
quality, typically tucked around the movie ads.” 

Still, the celebrity culture had taken hold. In the ’40s, 
as Joe DiMaggio, Ernest Hemingway, Marlene Dietrich, 
and Joseph Kennedy Sr. all gathered at the Stork Club’s 
Cub Room to see and be seen, such intellectuals as Li- 
onel Trilling proclaimed ours the age of celebrity. Then 
came television, powerfully boosting the star power of 
assorted athletes, journalists, salesmen, actors, and po- 
litical figures. Anyone who appeared on the box found 
fame, and anyone with fame found celebration. 

The next phase of celebrity obsession began in the late 
60s, when assassinations and the lies of the Vietnam 
War and Watergate hastened a loss of faith in the public 
sphere. Andy Warhol became the era's icon of celebrity. 
His Interview magazine — which dressed up fashion 
designers, musicians, and politicians for glamorous 
photo shoots — paved the way for People, which debut- 
ed in 1974. But perhaps the more important arrival on 
the scene was Rolling Stone, a magazine “not just about 
music,” wrote founder Jann Wenner in the first issue in 
1967, “but also about the things and attitudes that mu- 
sic embraces.” With profiles marked by verve, style, and 
an intimate tone, the magazine sought to capture the

| edge of avant-garde musicians. At first, it 
covered Lennon and Jagger. Eventually, it 
| added the likes of Beatty and Letterman. 
| Rolling Stone was a landmark in Amer- 
| ican journalism, because it was the first 
| to marry the top-caliber reporter/essayist 
| with the celebrity subject. Esquire and 
| New York — other pioneers in the New 
| Journalism — soon followed. At first, the 
| magazines included a considerable 
| amount of more serious work. But 
gradually the proportion of celebrity 
| pieces grew, especially after Tina 
| Brown took over Vanity Fair in the 
early ‘80s. Brown produced slick 
celebrity covers — and profiles with 
edge at a frenetic pace, and her 
competitors raced to keep up. Rolling 
Stone by this point had moved from 
the countercultural bastion of San 
Francisco to New York City, where it 
fully embraced the world of corpo- 
rate entertainment. 
In 1993, when Brown crossed 
Manhattan to take hold of one of the 
magazine world’s most elegant 
| prizes, the New Yorker, the celebrity-jour- 
| nalism phenomenon had reached startling 
| new heights. As editor, Brown has drawn 
| heaps of scorn — and plenty of praise — 
| for making the magazine punchier, 
| glossier, and more focused on breaking 

news. But her editorial strategy for mak- 

ing the magazine “hot” again is to fixate 
| on celebrities. “Talk of the Town,” which 

once included quirky, gorgeously written 

portraits of ordinary life, now offers 
| celebrity news, gossip, and profiles. 
| “Fabio was in his golden Jaguar,” a May 
1993 piece begins, “gliding down Sunset 
Boulevard on his way to the Hotel Bel- 
Air. He’s powerful when he’s driving — 
even more powerful than he looks on the 
| covers of over fifty million romance nov- 
els.” The piece goes on to treat us to 
Fabio’s intimate thoughts and the details 
| of his tree-climbing, fish-loving child- 
hood. And if you’re hungry for more 
celebrity detail, the body of the magazine 
has featured pieces on Sharon Stone, 
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John Travolta, and Roseanne Barr. 

“The level of the writing is as high as 
it’s ever been,” Hendrik Hertzberg, the 
magazine’s executive editor, told the 
American Journalism Review. He’s not 
wrong — the celebrity pieces are sharp 
and intelligent. Sharon Stone must have 
been thrilled to have her character dis- 
sected by so skilled a wordsmith as the 
New Yorker’s John Lahr — especially be- 
cause her profile coincided with the 
opening of the remake of Diabolique. But 
what new ground could possibly be cov- 
ered after lengthy profiles of the actress 
appeared in GQ, Vanity Fair, and 
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that I’ve seen hers, too. ‘Who hasn’t?’ 
she said. ‘Anybody with seven bucks can 
see my ass, buddy.’ ” 

Unless you read a great many celebrity 
profiles back-to-back — something I 
don’t recommend — it’s easy to aie te 
repetition. Reading so many of these 
pieces at one time also reveals the ex- 
traordinary amount of effort behind 
them. You realize how much good these 
writers could do if only they told the sto- 
ries of people whose purpose in life lay 
beyond raising their per-film salary from 
$12 to $15 million. 

Remember the self-effacing character

Esquire? Reading all four profiles togeth- 
er produces a strange sense of déja vu. 

John Lahr, the New Yorker, March 25, 
1996: “Her detachment and her wit keep 
the public both engaged and at arm’s 
length. Recently, when she was auction- 
ing off Naomi Campbell's navel ring to 
movie panjandrums at a benefit in 
Cannes, a brash mogul offered Stone 
twelve thousand dollars if she tossed in 
her underwear. ‘Anyone with seven-fifty 
knows I don’t wear underwear,’ she 
said.” 

Gerri Hirshey, GQ, November 1995: 
“As a celebrity auctioneer at an AIDS 
fund-raiser . . . she parried one bidder’s 
suggestion that she auction a pair of her 
panties with Mae West-ian aplomb: ‘Any- 
one with $7.50 knows that I don’t wear 
underpants.’ ” 

Bill Zehme, Esquire, March 1995: 
“ ‘Heee-heee-heee,’ said Sharon, ‘I saw 
your butt!’ ‘You did not,’ I said. ‘I did 
so,’ she said. . . . Thinking fast, | said 


who wrote for People magazine in The 
Big Chill? He claimed his work was de- 
signed to hold people’s attention on the 
toilet — nothing more. That same sense 
of shamelessness pervades People’s 
celebrity coverage. There’s an obvious 
tone of worship that writers, subjects, 
and readers immediately recognize. 

But the celebrity-profiling elite wants 
more than that. Not surprisingly — given 
their considerable talent — its members 
aspire to quality. Consider Bill Zehme. 
He’s a marvelous writer, the rare sort 
who can avoid the squishy anecdote and 
cut straight to the heart of the matter. His 
piece about Warren Beatty in Rolling 
Stone was so dead-on that Madonna, 
Beatty’s girlfriend at the time, was over- 
heard reading the piece to guests in her 
limousine. When she later saw Zehme at 
a party, she gave him a high-five. 

Zehme says his goal is no less than to 
“climb inside a person’s mind” and “cap- 
ture their essence.” And so he remains 
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skeptical: “The one thing I’ve never had 
about any of these celebrities,” he says, 
“is this perpetual sense of awe. So much 
of the stuff, it’s like fans writing. I’m a 
fan to a point, but you have to leave that 
at the door if you want to write anything 
that approaches serious journalism.” 

But in the next breath, Zehme admits 
that he’s never very critical. “You tease, 
but don’t burn,” he explains. One exam- 
ple, he points out, would be his Rolling 
Stone piece on Arnold Schwarzenegger 
— a breezy, funny portrait of an actor's 
life. “I teased him relentlessly,” Zehme 
recalls. “And he didn’t like it. But it’s the 

least of my concerns whether or not 

Arnold Schwarzenegger will take me 

on a ride in his humvee.” To Zehme, 

Schwarzenegger’s displeasure proves 

he was sufficiently tough; it confirms 

his journalistic bona fides. But the 
light sarcasm of the piece is nothing 
compared with the facts Zehme left 
out — say, Schwarzenegger’s fond- 
ness for Kurt Waldheim, or his politi- 
cal exploits, or his intimidation cam- 
paigns against writers. 

Zehme’s use of the word “tease” is | 

instructive. Friends, certain of a 

shared understanding and mutual 

trust, tease. Celebrities and their pro- 
file writers share a similar understanding. 
Zehme calls his recent Esquire profile of | 
Jay Leno “a hard piece, a tough piece.” 
Indeed, the first line asks: “Is he man or 
machine? Is he good or evil?” We learn a 
dark detail — that Leno has erased the 
first four months of Tonight Show tapes 
and that “in this way, he has erased much 
of his life story.” But the last line of the 
first paragraph — “Jay Leno cannot be 
stopped” — is a better prediction of how 
the story will proceed. “I helped [Leno] 
exorcise a lot of the demons that had 
built up over time,” Zehme says. 

Is glossy celebrity journalism about 
serving the purpose of art — or about 
providing free therapy and fawning bio- 
graphical services? Writers and editors at 
these top magazines claim the former. 
They would be embarrassed to write the 
syrupy, superficial pieces that the stars 
love and that make publicists swoon. “I 
do not see GQ as fulfilling [publicists’] 
wishes for marketing,” says Arthur Coop-

er, editor of that magazine. “What they 
would love is a positive story, a rave, how 
wonderful this person is, how wonderful 
the movie is. That’s not part of the deal.” 

But when was the last time you read a 
critical celebrity piece in GQ, or one that 
panned an upcoming film release (not a 
movie that had already bombed)? Cooper 
told me he thought GQ’s December 1995 
cover story on Antonio Banderas was 
“tough.” Did I read the same story? “At 
35, Banderas couldn’t be better situated. 
Fresh from a fast-action movie 
(Assassins), a romantic comedy (Two 
Much), a creepy little thriller (Never Talk 
to Strangers), and a much-hyped study in 
hipness (Four Rooms), he’s proved him- 
self to be as versatile as he is ubiquitous 
... inches shy of superstardom.” The ar- 
ticle continues with this tone throughout, 
pausing only to chart with painstaking 
detail the public display of affection be- 
tween Banderas and his girlfriend, 
Melanie Griffith. 

The conceit is that this is “serious jour- 
nalism.” These celebrity profilers see 
themselves as 
counterparts to 
the hard-nosed 
political re- 
porters, speaking 
truth to power. 
They ask the 
tough question,

Brad Pitt, you think, Brad Pitt is a happy 
man.” In other words, she starts with 
vinegar, then smothers Pitt with honey. 
Lloyd Grove, a Washington Post writer 
who doubles as celebrity profiler for Vani- 
ty Fair, has this pitch down perfectly. In 
his recent piece on Sharon Stone, he goes 
out of his way to embarrass her; he in- 
cludes the prices she pays for Persian 
rugs, even as he quotes her asking him 
not to. Discussing Ireland, she “gush[es] 


| about one of her favorite ‘Irish’ authors: ‘I 


have to say, Dylan Thomas just cuts me to 
the bone.’ ” (Get it? Thomas is Welsh!) 
But these are mere pinpricks in the 
portrait of a stunning, winsome movie 
star. The overall effect is less accurately 


| represented by expensive rugs and 





misidentified poets than by a scene to- 
ward the end of the piece: 


A beautiful woman driving a jet-black 
Jeep has pulled up to a curb in West 
Hollywood, 20 feet from where I’m 
using a pay phone. . . . I hang up the 
phone mid-conversation, without say- 
ing good-bye. Her windblown curls 
dangle at lovely angles. She leans over 
to open the passenger door, and play- 
fully slaps the empty seat. She is smil- 
ing a luscious, lip-glossed smile. Feel- 
ing giddy, I obediently climb in next to 
her. It’s Sharon Stone. 


Of course, a piece with honest criticism 
— one that burned, or even singed — 
would be devastating for a magazine that 


| depends on access to stars. And it would 


be no good for the writers, either. Con- 


| sider this: after Bill Zehme’s Esquire pro- 
| file appeared, Jay Leno received a $4 mil- 


lion advance to write his autobiography 
and the opportunity to choose a ghost- 
writer, who would be paid at least six fig- 
ures. He chose Bill Zehme. 


Profiles in cowardice 
At times, journalists are ordered to 
produce a pleasant piece so as not to 


Consider this: 
after Bill Zehme’s 
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alienate a star, an agent, or a studio. 
“It’s this complicated, ambiguous situa- 
tion,” says New York editor Kurt Ander- 
sen. “Bargains are struck, implicitly and 
explicitly. . . . There is some complicat- 
ed PR algorithm that operates in each 
instance.” 

All the writers and editors I spoke to 
denied making such deals. But, as An- 
dersen suggests, the deals need not be 
spoken. The biggest deal of all is this: 
stars agree to be interviewed, and writ- 
ers agree to certain assumptions about 
celebrity. As one celebrity profiler for a 
top New York magazine puts it, “My 
job is to explain why this person is on 
the cover of a magazine.” The subject 
must be portrayed as complicated and 
interesting, worthy of the honor of, say, 
Esquire’s cover. 

And so excellent writers spend count- 
less hours and spill gallons of ink striving 
to give synthetic idols a human gloss. 
The cast of the TV show Friends has ap- 
peared on dozens of magazine covers 
since the series became a hit. Each story 
carries an im- 
plicit argument: 
these people do 
more than read 
lines well and 
look good in 
makeup; they are 
interesting as 
people. 

Rolling Stone 
was quick out of 
the gate with a 
piece on the cast. 
Then in March, 
Jennifer Aniston 
got the cover. 
The image shows 
the actress lying 
on her stomach, 
facing the cam- 
era, entirely 
naked. But inside 
we’re told that 
it’s not Jennifer 
Aniston’s body 
we should be in- 
terested in — it’s 
her mind: “When 
she was 12 years 
old,” the table of 
contents explains, 
“Jennifer Aniston 
was sent to her 
room for having 
nothing to say. 
Fifteen years lat- 
er, she’s not just 
the girl of the 
moment; she’s 
not just America’s First Hairdo; she’s in- 
teresting” (italics in original). In the piece, 
Rich Cohen writes, 


“Friends” did for Aniston just what 
she always knew such a hit would do 
— make her the most fascinating 
person at the table. Interesting is a 
word that seems to cling to her like a 
sweater... . “I’m just baffled,” she 
says. “I mean, you think you're just 
the most uninteresting person in the 
world, and then all this happens, and 
you have to wonder, ‘Is any of it 
real?’” 


Well, no, it’s not. No offense to Anis- 
ton, but the profile makes it pretty clear 
that she still has nothing much to say, 
even though Cohen argues the opposite. 
We hear about her parents’ divorce (“It 
was awful”), her former flab (“I ate too 
many mayonnaise sandwiches”), and 
her circle of friends in LA (“Everybody 
watched out for everybody”). Aniston is 
pleased with her success and annoyed at 
the photographers who stalk her. In 
other words, she’s a perfectly ordinary 
Hollywood actress. Oh, yes — and 
she’s very good-looking. The last line of 
the article reads: “Then she stands up 
and walks off and looks terrific going 
away.” 

The ethos pervading this type of piece 
can be reduced to a simple tautology: 
celebrities deserve our attention because 
they’re celebrities. The Aniston article fell 
flat, but sometimes the pieces are pretty 
convincing. After Newsweek's “newsmak- 
er” cover story on Elizabeth Hurley, writ- 
ten by senior editor Jon Meacham, we fi- 
nally know something of Hurley’s elusive 
personality. In the hands of such a capa- 
ble writer, the model is made to be in- 
triguing. We learn that she reads 
Nabokov, Graham Greene, and Evelyn 
Waugh; that “there is about her an air of 
controlled bohemianism, a witty, self-

Models, these women don’t even own 
shares in the venture; Time — and other 
august news organizations that have re- 
ported the supermodels’ “ownership” — 
apparently bought into a publicity stunt. 
Even when celebrity stories are accu- 
rate, they are often of dubious value. Sara 
Rimer, a national correspondent for the 
New York Times, was dispatched recently 
to cover the wedding of Ted Danson and 
Mary Steenburgen, which was run as the 
top story on the national page. The 
Washington Post has put its reporters on 
the British royalty beat — playing the 
Charles-Diana drama on its front page 
three times in recent months. Just as 
NBC News lifted tabloid material from 
Geraldo, reporters at the O.]. Simpson 
trial scoured each issue of the National 
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prise. As the best publications capitulate 
to PR hype, it makes sense that the peo- 
ple with the biggest star power, regard- 
less of their individual merit, would get 
the most acclaim. 

The focus on personality at the expense 
of substance has also crept into coverage 
of business, culture, and politics. The 
New York Times just published yet anoth- 
er psycho-historical profile of Bob Dole. 
When is someone going to take a serious 
look at his record? 

If such pieces move towards filtering 
the substance out of politics, George, a 
new political magazine with supermodels 
and movie stars on its cover, is trying to 
finish the job. George is a lot of fun, and 
it’s done a few good, serious pieces. But 
for the most part, it covers Washington 


These are writers who could move worlds

Enquirer for tips and leads. “I don’t think 
there is a person here who is not reading 
it religiously,” Washington Post reporter 
Christine Spolar said during the trial. 

Of course, many hands have been 
wrung over the O.]. coverage. But, as the 
saying goes, past is prologue. Now that 
the country’s best papers see the National 
Enquirer as competition, how far will the 
chase go? Linda Mathews, the New York 
Times’s national editor during the O.]. 
trial, sums up the problem: “If you put 
your resources into covering celebrities, 
then you don’t cover ordinary people,” 
she says. “You ignore stories that ulti- 
mately are probably more important to 
your readers.” 

In recent years, Gallup’s lists of the 
people Americans most admire have in- 
cluded Cher, Donald Trump, Princess 
Di, and Elizabeth Taylor. That may be 
unnerving, but it shouldn't come as a sur- 

















the way Vanity Fair covers Hollywood — 
which is to say, the best writers, the 
shiniest celebrities, the reduction of ev- 
erything possible to the gloss of personal- 
ity. Each issue closes with a celebrity de- 
scribing what he or she would do “If I 
Were President.” As if we should care. 
Of course, John F. Kennedy Jr. is 
building on a family tradition here; his fa- 
ther brilliantly packaged himself as a 
politician-star and used that glamour to 
win in 1960. There are few elements of 
our present celebrity culture that cannot 
be traced to something in the past. But 
the culture today is a different creature. 
Yes, Edward R. Murrow did interviews 
with movie stars, but his serious friends 
were embarrassed. In the 50s, a new 
magazine devoted exclusively to celeb- 
gossip called Confidential sputtered out. 
No imitators followed. q 
Today, such magazines abound, and so 
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do writers to fill their pages. Celebrity 
coverage remains one of journalism’s few 
guaranteed growth sectors. Metro staffs 
are slimming; most political magazines 
lose money or barely break even. But a 
new site on the World-Wide Web called 
Mr. Showbiz, run by the former editor of 
the New York Post’s Page Six gossip col- 
umn, already employs 22 people. And at 
the top of the food chain, writers for GQ, 
Vanity Fair, and the New Yorker are ply- 
ing a very similar trade. Even as you read 
this,.they are hard at work producing the 
next groundbreaking inquiry into the 
character of Tom Cruise, or Antonio 
Banderas, or Sharon Stone, making sure 
that this generation of celebrities will be 
more ably chronicled than any in history. 

These are writers who could move 
worlds with their words. They are 
masters of narrative and language, 
of irony and pathos. And they're 
squandering that tremendous pow- 
er. The work of such writers as

is a reminder of what good writing 
can do. His work is maddening, 
gripping, sad — and very real.

he job of a Boston Trans- 
portation Department 
parking-enforcement offi- 
cial is simple: ticket people 
who are parked illegally.

Fair enough. That is, until the BTD 
was ordered at an appeals hearing to take 
the employee back.

| timatum: take me back or I'll go over your head. 

More infuriating than the breadth of choices that 
strengthen employees’ power to appeal is the amount of 
time the process cansumes. According to Jim Canavan, 
director of the city’s Office of Labor Relations, an appeal 
can take up to two years. First, an employee has 21 days 
to file a complaint. Then the employer has 10 to 15 days 
to decide whether to uphold the decision or to reverse it. 
If the decision is upheld, the city department has 21 days 
| to inform the Office of Labor Relations. After that, the 
employee’s union has 30 days to file a counter-grievance. 
Once both parties have decided to take action, it can take 
up to six months to choose an arbitrator. Then both par- 
| ties need to agree on a hearing date; sometimes that date 
is almost a year away. The final step is the hearings, 
which can last as long as 15 days. All the while, the clock 
ticks: if the employee wins, she'll get paid for all that time 
even though she didn’t work a day of it. 

The rules determining whether a city worker was justi- 
fiably fired are just as maddening. The rules governing 
discipline, for example, are vague and easily overridden. 
Each department is required to inform its employees of 
| its particular codes of conduct. Canavan says most de- 
| partments have their own regulations, which are handed 
| Out at orientation, and some are so obvious that they of- 
ten don’t get written down — basics such as wearing a 
uniform, being on time, and performing all responsibili- 
ties. But if these aren’t in writing, they can provide the 
excuse that saves an employee from being fired. 

Take the Inspectional Services employee who fudged 





and skimping on building-code inspections or skipping 
them entirely. When his work habits came to light, he was 
suspended for 90 days. Not so fast, said the arbitrator in 
the hearing. The employee couldn't be expected to have 
| kept completely accurate timetables. The reason? He'd 
| never been instructed by his superiors to wear a watch.

duces a 38-page booklet of arbitration rules. “I can’t

Is it true cats always land unharmed on their feet, no 
matter how far they fall?

I love this question. I love it because /) it seems com- 
pletely wild, 2) it nonetheless appears to have some sci- 
entific basis, 3) on examination, the scientific basis is 
open to serious question, and — this is the best part — 
4) the Teeming Millions figured this all out by them- 
selves. | may be able to retire from this job yet. 

Here’s the EP version of the story you heard, related 
to me by AOL user BMaffitt: 


There was a Discovery Channel special on this a 
while back. The truth is, after a few floors it doesn’t 
really matter [how far the cat falls], as long as the 
oxygen holds out. Cats have a nonfatal terminal 
velocity (sounds like a contradiction in terms, but 
most small animals have this advantage). Once they 
orient themselves, they spread out like a parachute. 
There are cats on record that have fallen 20 stories 
or more without ill effects. As long as the cat doesn’t 
land on something pointy, it’s likely to walk away. 


You're thinking: no freaking way. But the believers 
trot out a 1987 study from the Journal of the American 
Veterinary Medical Association. Two vets examined 132 
cases of cats that had fallen out of high-rise windows 
and were brought for treatment to the Animal Medical 
Center, a New York veterinary hospital. On average, the 
cats fell 5.5 stories, yet 90 percent survived. (Many did 
suffer serious injuries.) 

Well, we know cats have exceptional coordination and bal- 
ance, so maybe that contributed to the high survival rate. 
One cat, for example, is known to have survived a 46-story 
fall. (It apparently bounced off a canopy and into a planter.) 

But here’s the weird part. When the vets analyzed the 
data, they found that, as one would expect, the number of 
broken bones and other injuries increased with the num- 
ber of stories the cat had fallen — up to seven stories. 
From the eighth story on, however, the number of injuries 
per cat sharply declined. In other words, the farther the 
cat fell, the better its chances of escaping serious injury. 

The authors explained this seemingly miraculous 
result by saying that after falling five stories or so the 
cats reached a terminal velocity — that is, maximum 
downward speed — of 60 miles per hour. Thereafter, 
they hypothesized, the cats relaxed and spread them- 
selves out like flying squirrels, minimizing injuries. This 
speculation is now widely accepted as fact. 

But there’s a potential fatal flaw in this argument, which 
emerged from a discussion on — I can’t suppress a grin — 
alt.fan.cecil-adams on the Usenet. (In fairness, the objec- 
tion may have originally been raised on alt.folklore.urban.) 

The potential flaw is this: the study was based only on 
cats that were brought into the hospital. Clearly a dead 
cat, your basic fell-20-stories-and-looks-like-it-came- 
out-of-a-can-of-Spam cat, goes to the dumpster, not 
the emergency room. This may skew the statistics and 
make falls from great distances look safer than they are. 

I called the Animal Medical Center to see if this possibility 
had been considered. The original authors were long gone, 
so I spoke to Dr. Michael Garvey, head of the medical 
department and current expert on “high-rise syndrome.” 

Dr. Garvey was adamant that the omission of nonre- 
ported fatalities didn’t skew the statistics. He pointed 
out that cats that had fallen from great heights typically 
had injuries suggesting they'd landed on their chests, 
which supports the “flying squirrel” hypothesis. 

I suggested this merely meant that a cat landing in this 
position had a chance of surviving long enough to be 
brought into the hospital, whereas cats landing in other 
positions were so manifestly dead that the hospital was 
never notified. Dr. Garvey didn’t buy it, but said this was 
a matter about which reasonable people might disagree. 

We await the formation of a committee of doormen from 
New York high-rises to compile truly global statistics on 
the fate of falling cats. Meanwhile don’t believe something 
just because it was on the Discovery Channel, in the New 
York Times, or for that matter in the “Straight Dope.”

at a snack machine, deciding what to 
have for breakfast: Oreos, Doritos, or Rice 
Krispies Treats.

now, there will be even more. They are kids 
drawn to Boston by the charm of expatriate life 
and the promise of American higher education; 
they are also, many of them, kids whose parents 
don’t mind footing the bill for expensive schools 
and often exorbitant lifestyles. They have 
flocked to the city in growing numbers since 
the late ’80s, and as much as Bostonians pur- 
port to be annoyed by them, the city has been, if 
not quite collaborating with its occupiers, at 
least accommodating them with quiet enthusi- 
asm. Private bankers set up practices just to in- 
vest their money; new clubs and cafés geared to 
their tastes open all the time; local mechanics 
make an excellent living improving their cars. 
However reluctantly, Bostonians have permitted 
foreign students to exert a more-than-decora- 
tive influence on the city, and complaints about 
their ostentation or their vanity or their extrava- 
gance are not only clichéd by now; they are, for 
many, downright hypocritical. 

Cooperation between the shifting internation- 
al scene and the city has been possible in part 
because, in spite of their prodigious spending, 
the foreign students are not especially ram- 
bunctious. In novels, the “international set” — 
cliques formed at schools in Switzerland and 
sustained in places like Biarritz and Gstaad — 
always seems outlandish and theatrical and 
somewhat crazy. (One of the globetrotting 
characters in Fitzgerald’s Tender Is the Night, 
for example, is known for having “kidnapped a 
waiter from a café in Cannes . . . in order to 
saw him in two.”) But Boston’s foreign scene is 
a good deal tamer: the students’ chief mode of 
expression seems to be consumerism. As the 
manager of one of the international nightclubs 
puts it: “They’re clean, they look good, they 
spend money.” No wonder, then, that local 
merchants want a piece of the international 18- 
to-24 demographic. And international students 


Dreaming of one world with the kids formerly known as Eurotrash 


have been enjoying this market-driven hospitali- 
ty, growing more and more comfortable here, 
feeling more and more at home. 

They come from everywhere: from France, 
Italy, and Brazil, but also from Egypt, India, and 
China; from so many different countries that it 
makes no sense to designate them as “Euro” 
anymore. Many freshmen and sophomores, in 
fact, have never even heard the term “Euro- 
trash.” (To one observer, the globalization of 
the Euro scene seemed to happen in a flash: 
“While I was dancing one night at the Roxy, I 
closed my eyes,” says Johnna Little, a longtime 
club kid. “When I opened them, everyone was 
Asian.”) This shift is not lost on nightclub own- 
ers, who now clamor to attract new students by 
holding Asian or Middle Eastern theme nights. 
In the meantime, the students’ tastes have also 
expanded beyond tony places like Biba and the 
Armani Café. They are becoming less aloof, in- 
spired by their lifelong exposure to America’s 
ubiquitous pop culture and, to some degree, by 
schools that encourage an appreciation for local 
customs (one university has a “Welcome to 
America” orientation, featuring pizza and base- 
ball). It’s difficult to say whether Boston has 
grown more international or the international 
set has grown more Bostonian.

Basil El Baz, Sourav Goswami, and Rono 
Ghosh represent just this new strain of gener- 
ously funded, well-adjusted international stu- 
dent. Basil is Egyptian; Sourav and Rono are 
Indian. Through their dedication to Boston’s 
nightlife, they have managed to style them- 
selves supreme club kids, authorized during 
the school year to throw an exclusive, dressy, 
and aggressively diverse party every Friday 
night in Avalon’s VIP balcony. This party, 
which they call the Nation, is meant to reflect 
their group’s cohesiveness and self-sufficiency. 











“It’s a unified thing,” Sourav says. 

While they are acutely aware of Avalon’s di- 
rective to find guests who will “boost the club’s 
image” (as Rono puts it), Basil, Sourav, and 
Rono have also set out to create an atmosphere 
where junior VIPs can get drunk on their own 
worldliness. To this end, they promote an al- 
luringly multinational — even post-national — 
sensibility. When the party works, the VIP 
room at Avalon is filled with young, buoyant 
expatriates who are at once hyper-aware of 
cultural distinctions and determined to prove 
them irrelevant. They pronounce each other’s 
names without faltering, and they take national 
differences as just one more occasion to play 
“do you know?” (as in, “Did you know Si- 
mona Reshamwala at the German School in 
Rabat?”). At the Nation, there are no traces of 
ethnic or religious friction; no xenophobia; 
none of the fretting over Orientalism that 
places like Harvard are routinely lampooned 
for. For those who make it into Avalon’s VIP 
room, any latent cultural antagonisms dissolve 
into that universal solvent, money — or into 
champagne, its favored stand-in. 

Sourav, the party’s most ardent promoter, sees 
the Nation as about more than just cosmopolitan 
lounge life. “The Nation is an all-encompassing 
night to pull everyone in,” he says. “It responds 
to politics well in the sense that all the groups as- 
similate into the setting.” For him, the party 
seems to satisfy a longing for a vaguely Bennet- 
tonish international community, one whose cam- 
era-readiness merely signifies a shared commit- 
ment to diligent personal advancement. 

Sourav, who graduated from Harvard last 
month, works exceptionally hard, and for a local 
impresario who spends his evenings fielding 
calls from young millionaires and his nights par- 
tying with them, he is surprisingly abstemious. 
He doesn’t drink, smoke, or have one-night 
stands. He’s even careful not to swear. His ver- 
sion of the international high life is one of a lav- 
ish, orderly utopia — one where a bright guy 
can do well by doing good. Sourav hopes his 
party can promote cultural tolerance; he also 
reasons that it can help him meet girls and make 
business contacts. At the Nation, his interests in 
world politics dovetail nicely with his profes- 
sional ambitions. “You never know who you’re 
going to meet,” he says. “Maybe you’re in a po- 
sition to help them, they’re in a position to help 
you.” Sourav seems to see no contradiction be- 
tween his egalitarian ideals and the fact that 
guests of the Nation are almost uniformly drawn 
from the upper levels of their respective soci- 
eties. “The club wants well-connected people, 
and the crowd we bring in raises the standard of 
the club,” he says. “A lot of people want to be 
rubbing elbows with them.” 

Sourav is a garrulous and extremely popular 
pre-med student whose parents came to Ameri- 
ca from Calcutta in 1970. Club life has been 
central to his four years at Harvard — but nei- 
ther his love of parties nor his cheery globalism 
means that he scorns tradition. He strongly 
identifies with the country his parents left: his 
dorm room is artfully draped in Indian silks, 
and he plays Indian music almost constantly on 
his stereo. It was only recently that he disabused 
his mother of the fantasy of arranging his mar- 
riage, and he continues to admire his parents’ 
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Rono and friends at Avalon 


arranged marriage. (As he points out, it’s a re- 
markably romantic relationship: recently, when 
his father was three minutes late to meet his 
mother, he sent her 36 roses — a dozen for 
each minute.) 

By contrast, Rono Ghosh feels very little con- 
nection to his Indian background. The year he 
spent in France at the Institut des Etudes Poli- 
tiques made a big impression on him: he left 
Paris having acquired three ex-girlfriends and a 
serious case of francophilia. When he returned 
to Harvard, he was struck by the excessive seri- 
ousness of the college’s Indian students; he 
missed the epicureanism and good living of 
Paris. In Cambridge, he seems to have cultivated 
the perpetual hospitality of a diplomat, always 
offering someone a drink or a seat or a taxi. On 
the day the three promoters stopped by Avalon, 
Rono got teased about his love of glamour: he 
was wearing a red metallic Versace vest and 
black Armani scarf. He talks about Paris with 
nostalgia as “a place where it’s considered im- 
polite, uncouth to be dressed badly.” 

At Harvard, Rono is a member of an exclu- 
sive finals club called the Phoenix, which is part 
of what he admits is, historically, “the most eli- 
tist white WASP society at Harvard.” When 
Sourav accuses Rono of knowing very few Indi- 
ans, he doesn’t protest. Years ago, he and his 
mother laughed off the idea that he’d ever mar- 
ry an Indian woman, much less submit to an 
arranged marriage. “I just go out with people 
whose personalities are similar to mine,” he 
says. “And I didn’t run across a whole lot of 
that in the Indian community.” 

* 

At Avalon, Basil finally settles on a Ramadan 
breakfast of crackers and Starbursts. He tells 
the manager he has “five or seven guys” who are 
interested in year-long memberships to the club. 
For $800, members gain access to their own en- 
trance and their own tables; they’ll also be treat- 
ed with particular deference by the club’s staff. 
The dues are almost pure profit for the club, 
and Michael McBride, the manager, is pleased. 
Sourav also has a promising client for Avalon, 
whose name he presents to Michael on a Post- 
It. The guy, Sourav says, is “worth billions” and 
he wants special treatment for himself and his 
two dates. “He goes by Kong,” Sourav offers. 
“Kong,” Michael repeats thoughtfully, pocketing 
the Post-It. “Kong. We'll look out for him.” 

And so the post-national scene takes shape. A 
buzz goes around about a new guy — a new 
rich guy — and the clubs vie for his patronage 
and, with any luck, his membership. People are 
very loyal to their clubs, and to their nights. In- 
deed, young club patrons are always happy to 
recite their weekly calendar: which clubs they 
go to on which nights. “Basically, this is how it 
is: everybody moves around every night with 
the same people,” Basil says. (The schedule 
isn’t exactly private; if you’ve forgotten which 
night at Il Panino is VIP-only, or when not to 
show up at M-80, have a look at the Web site 
“Lifestyles of the Rich and Clubgoing,” at 
http://web.mit.edu/agoyo 1/www/life. html.) 

The clubs have a stake in fostering this routine. 
They want to be able to count on a crowd’s com- 
ing back repeatedly and buying lots of drinks — 
expensive drinks, especially: Midori shots, gin

and tonics, Cape Codders, vodka gimlets, bottles 
of champagne. A promoter’s success is mea- 
sured in bar profits, and so far Basil, Sourav, 
and Rono have been bringing in the kind of 
guests who drink the right kind of drinks. 

Like many college students, these three envi- 
sion a future for themselves that sounds a lot like 
an extension of their current lives, with more 
girls, more cars, and more lavishly appointed 
dorm rooms. All three also aspire to start their 
own companies, but they don’t entirely agree 
about how to go about it. Sourav likes the idea of 
another three-way collaboration, like the one they 
have at Avalon. In this, as in most things, he’s an 
idealist. He thinks he might manage, with the 
help of Basil and Rono, to bring the Nation to the 
world somehow — springing the guys’ notion of 
multicultural revelry on the global marketplace in 
the form of a business. Rono likes Sourav’s ex- 
pansiveness, but his intentions seem to be else- 
where. He admits to identifying most with his 
friends from the finals club, although he is em- 
phatically against the career conformism he sees 
there. “People say ‘Banking is the way everyone 
else went, so I'll do that,’ ” he says. “I think it’s 
limiting.” (But he evidently finds it worth a look. 
“Two years in marketing or investment banking,” 
Rono says wearily, two weeks later. “And then 
law school.”) 

Basil, for his part, doesn’t see a future in the 
Nation’s brand of post-nationalism, nor does he 
crave assimilation into a WASPier order. In- 
stead, when he graduates, he wants to go back 
to Egypt. He is unwilling to leave his partnership 
with Selahaddin — they have a fledgling “im- 
port/export” business — and he admits he can’t 
imagine running a business with people who 
don’t speak Arabic. Part of what Basil seems 
most to enjoy about Boston, in fact, seems to be 
the opportunity to get to know other Arabs. 
“Even if I’m introduced to an Arab I don’t 
know, I talk to him as if he’s a best friend that 
I’ve known for years, because we have some- 
thing in common,” he says as the three head 
back to Harvard after the meeting. “And when 
we hear an Arab is fighting we all go running to 
help, no questions asked.” He doesn’t think his 
current friends will replace his older friends 
from Cairo. “I prefer being with Arabs,” he says. 
“That’s the way I am.” 

This confession seems slightly at odds with 
the philosophy of inclusiveness behind the Na- 
tion, and Sourav sometimes finds Basil’s attitude 
distressing. “It’s a little bit hard hanging out 
with him sometimes,” he says. But today Sourav 
and Rono are inclined to let it go, hoping, per- 
haps, that Basil’s clannishness will relax once the 
party starts. 

o 

On the drive back to Cambridge, Basil weaves 
through traffic at an immoderate speed. In be- 
tween conversations on his car phone, he says 
he’s looking forward to tomorrow night’s party 
— for the scene and for the music. He’s not re- 
ally interested in meeting girls. Like Sourav, 
Basil is unsure how girls perceive him: he is 
broad-shouldered and handsome, but he worries 
that he and his cellular-phone-toting friends give 
a misleading impression. “A lot of people would 
look at me who don’t know me and assume 
‘sleazebag’ immediately,” he says. “People are 
very cautious around us. We’re talking in Ara- 
bic. We’re loud. People don’t approach us.” 
When he does approach a woman, he’s circum- 
spect. “Let’s say I take a girl home. I'll never try 
anything, and I won’t try something for a very 
long period of time. Just because I want to get 
the message across that I’m not a sleazebag.” 

According to women who frequent the 
clubs, however, Basil’s fears are unfounded. 
“These guys have class,” says Anna Springer, a 
glamorous, loud 22-year-old patron of the 
clubs. “They have finesse. They know how to 
treat women.” She is sitting on a banquette in 
Avalon’s VIP balcony, looking down on the 
rest of the club as it fills to capacity. Anna 
graduated recently from Northeastern and 
works in investment banking. She’s German, 
but she lived for many years in Dorchester, a 
neighborhood she holds in low esteem. “A lot 
of pub people,” she says. “A lot of Bud. Boston 
is simply a very racist city. My friends from 
Dorchester say, “You hang out with niggers, 
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you hang out with gooks.’ But I say, ‘I don’t 
care, these are my friends.’ ” 

The clubs, it turns out, are filled with Ameri- 
can girls tentatively responding to the allure of 
foreign languages and fancy cars. Claire Knight, 
a student at Tufts, enjoys the scene from a be- 
mused distance. “There’s definitely a predatory 
element that comes out with the guys,” she says. 
“But to be a female in the clubs is to feel some 
sort of power from that, and make it come out 
in the way your body moves.” 

Jessica Abelson, a BU student, is a little closer 
to the fray. Recently she met a Thai law student 
who picked her up in a Mercedes for their first 
date (“it’s really low to the ground and it, like, 
purrs”) and spent a day with her at Betsey John- 
son, buying her nearly $500 worth of clothes. 

= 

At Avalon, a kiss on the cheek is pretty stan- 
dard when an international student and an 
American meet; what’s a little less clear is 
whether to kiss the other cheek. This anxious 
moment of decision-making points to a bigger 
weirdness: the fact that this exotic party is set in 
what has historically been such an unexotic city. 
The students and the city are still figuring out 
how to greet one another. Occasionally, there 
are still signs of exasperation, as at Zanzibar’s 
coat check, where, on a recent night, a young 
man yelled at the crowd: “This is America! We 
stand in line in America!” But at Club Nicole or 
Joy or M-80 — perhaps the highest-profile club 
on the circuit — club kids rarely discuss cultural 
differences or assimilation or the future. This is 
their night out. 

On Friday night, even though the weather’s 
bad and cabs are delayed by about an hour, Jes- 
sica, Claire, Rono, Sourav, and dozens of others 
find their way to the Nation. Rono insists that 
his friends are reserved — “we are admirably 
shy,” he says — but they flirt openly and ener- 
getically, enjoying the festive mood, and they 
give interviews as if anticipating a lifetime filled 
with many more. Rono glides through the club, 
shaking hands, and joining Jessica in a wild, 
mock-suggestive dance. Sourav makes sure ev- 
ery glass is full. Basil is harder to locate. He’s 
said to be on his way; somewhere, he is partying 
through another Ramadan night. 

The girls are chatting with Sourav, who 
flirts democratically with every girl who ap- 
proaches him. It turns out that even his admi- 
ration for women has an element of transna- 
tional largess: “Latin American women are 
very beautiful. So are Middle Eastern women, 
Asian women, Indian women, blonde women, 
tall, short —” He catches his breath. His eye is 
on the door to see how many of the people 
he’s invited are turning up. “I’m trying to be 
as PC as possible.” 

As the club kids drink and dance, distinctions 
within the crowd begin to blur. Under the strobe 
lights, it’s hard to make out cliques or national 
differences, and the music’s too loud for any 
kind of discussion, political or otherwise. As the 
night goes on, in fact, the club seems to be 
about nothing more than what Claire Knight 
calls “making it come out in the way your body 
moves.” The club itself is a single, giant body: 
there’s the great pounding heart of the sound 
system; the wild, winking eyes of the flashing 
lights; the life-giving circulation of alcoholic 
drinks. Suspended from the world’s affairs, the 
Nation’s guests can, like Sourav, imagine a 
world free of discrimination on any basis except, 
perhaps, the size of your checkbook. 

Earlier, Sourav has said that sometimes he 
looks around at the students in Boston with won- 
der, thinking, “I’m looking at future governors, 
future senators, future ambassadors, future prime 
ministers, presidents, scientists, doctors, lawyers, 
Fortune 500 CEOs.” These kids do indeed see 
the world as theirs. But as the Nation and the rest 
of the club starts to wind down, the world’s future 
leaders just want to get their coats. It’s 2 a.m., 
and blue laws mean that the club must politely 
shoo them into the street. 

This is Friday night. Avalon is still not sure 
what to do with Saturday, but it has come up 
with a new theme. On their way out of the 
club, young men and women who seem at a 
glance to represent dozens of countries pick 
up red, white, and blue invitations adorned 
with pictures of flags and baseball equipment. 
“It’s an American night,” the manager ex- 
plains. The kids nod politely, push their way 
out into the rainy night, and begin to tip the 
valets and hail their cabs. Q

o be in the Tuscan Grill is to 
be intoxicated. After just one 
minute, the smells floating 
through the air entice you to 
stay. Owner Jimmy Burke is 
widely known as one of Boston’s finest 
chefs, but few people realize that he is 
also an accomplished and ardent gar- 
dener, and that to eat at the Tuscan 
Grill is to eat the fruits of his labors — 
literally. 

Burke grew up in Abington, where his 
father, who also owned a restaurant, had 
a huge garden. About an acre and a half. 
The elder Burke endowed his son with a 
passion for growing produce. “I always 
vowed that when I had land, I’d have a 
garden,” says Burke. 

And he kept his promise. From the 
beginning, Burke’s plan was to supply 
his restaurants with fruit, vegetables, 
and herbs from his Scituate garden. 

“I try to grow things I can’t get, like 
little French strawberries. But I don’t 
use them at the restaurant — I eat them 
too fast,” he says. Strawberries notwith- 
standing, most of his crop goes to the 
Tuscan Grill. Burke does not plan the 
menu around the garden; instead, he 
uses it for special dishes, of which there 
are three or four daily. “You know, I’m 
like a little old Italian farmer,” he says. 
“I really enjoy it, I truly do. It’s like‘a 





child to me, changing and evolving. Ev- 
ery year I try something different.” 

On a recent trip to Italy, Burke 
searched for unusual seeds, settling on 
Italian varieties of swiss chard, cavolo 
nero (black cabbage), baby eggplants, 
arugula, melons, tomatoes, and fagioli. 
He worried about the viability of the 
seeds. “I was nervous about bugs and 
diseases. I didn’t know how the Italian 
seeds would react with American condi- 
tions, but my garden is off the charts 
this year,” he says proudly. “I can hardly 
keep up with it.” 

The bulk of his harvest is ready from 
August through October, but he’s al- 
ready had two crops of two kinds of 
arugula. “As soon as I pull ’em up, | 
plant more,” he says. In addition, he’s 
been picking peas, spinach, squash, 
eggplant, tomatoes, corn, and cucum- 
bers, which are the most profuse. He 
claims to be living on them — “plain, 
with a little salt or with red onion, a lit- 
tle dill, red-wine vinegar, and, of 
course, olive oil.” 

Burke can go on about his garden 
the way most parents go on about 
their children, and he takes it as seri- 
ously. He doesn’t use commercial 
sprays (“Even the organic sprays are 
toxic to humans,” he maintains) and,

instead, is experimenting with his own 
organic brew, which includes red 
cayenne pepper and garlic. He sub- 
scribes to every organic-gardening jour- 


| nal, reads all pest-control literature, and 
| writes away for anything pertinent from 
| the government. He weeds once a week. 


He waters by hand — no small feat in a 
garden so large, but he feels it’s impor- 
tant not to waste water. 

“If anyone [at the restaurant] noticed 
the little holes in the arugula,” Burke says, 
“I'd be overjoyed to explain that it’s from 
my garden — and that I don’t spray.”

Unlike Burke, Kristine Fayerman-Piatt, 
the owner of Cornucopia, in downtown 
Boston, entered the business with no gar- 


| dening experience, however informal. “I 


come from southwestern Pennsylvania, 
which is a big agricultural area,” Fayer- 
man-Piatt says. “I was raised going to 
farmers’ markets. Every day the Mennon- 
ite farmers would come and unload their 


| produce from the backs of their trucks. 


The concept of Cornucopia was just that

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Abington, has two lives as a gardener. 

He describes himself as “a very practi- 
cal and traditional farmer” at the restau- 
rant. “Every year we put up 50 gallons of 
chopped basil preserved in oil,” Travi 
says. “We use it in about 50 percent of 
our dishes. We haven’t purchased any for 
about seven years. I have to get-a good 
crop of basil. It’s very important for us to 
do that, otherwise we have to go out and 
buy it. Currently, we don’t pass along the 
cost to the customer. If we had to buy it, 
we'd have to increase prices.” In addition, 
Vin and Eddie’s grows oregano, sage, 
thyme, mint, and tomatoes. Because 
Travi’s garden is outside the back door, 
he can just step out and snip some herbs 
for garnishes. 

Travi also describes himself as a “very 
passionate and experimental gardener at 
home.” He keeps a kitchen garden of 
herbs, lots of perennials, roses, a couple 
of apple trees, plum trees, Big Boy and 
beefsteak tomatoes, purple cabbages, and 
beets — covering a little less than an 
acre. 

Travi’s father, Vin, opened Vin and Ed- 
die’s in 1955. The garden at the restau- 
rant is the original one he started back 
then. As Travi describes it, “Both sides of 
the family were gardeners/farmers/chefs, 
so it was just something natural for us to 
do. We’ve always had vegetable, herb, and 
flower gardens.”

copia in 1983, it was her intention to have 


| her own garden supply the restaurant: 


“One of the reasons I wanted a garden was 


| that I wanted to run the earth through my 


fingers. I wanted to feel as if I was return- 
ing to Pennsylvania in some way.” In fact, 


| she says, “I wanted to play Alice Waters 
| and grow everything on my own. I wanted 
| to be a Chez Panisse East.” 


Fayerman-Piatt started by growing a huge 
selection of herbs — including parsley, chive, 
several kinds of mint, lemon balm, four kinds 
of basil (lemon, mint, opal, and cinnamon), 
and four kinds of thyme (caraway, classic 
English, French, and lemon). Her herb gar- 
den was so abundant that she used the excess 
to make her own flavored vinegars. In addi- 
tion, Fayerman-Piatt grew an assortment of 
lettuces and squash. She tried to grow toma- 


| toes, but her dog, Picasso, ate them all before 


they got ripe: he thinks they’re tennis balls. 
She quickly discovered that with her limited 
space (her husband had claimed most of the 
garden for flowers) she was better off grow- 
ing what was rarer and often more expensive 
to purchase. 

Fayerman-Piatt found that, by letting 
arugula and cilantro go to seed (past the 
point at which the leaf is young and ten- 
der), she could produce edible flowers. 
This is extremely expensive for profes- 
sional growers because they cannot use 
the leaves after that point (hence, the 
astronomical price in markets). Fayer- 
man-Piatt now does it intentionally, but 
admits, “Originally some of it was a 
mistake. I just didn’t know what I was 
doing.” Today Cornucopia is too big to 
be supplied by her garden, but she con- 
tinues to use the flowers in the restau- 
rant’s garnishes and salads. 

The remainder of Fayerman-Piatt’s gar- 
den is devoted to unusual lettuces, all of 
which are used for home cooking and en- 
tertaining. She loves to grill. “There isn’t 
the pressure to come up with a perfectly 
timed meal,” she explains. “It’s always a 
three-part dinner: while one thing is mari- 
nating, I can step out into the garden and 
snip herbs and lettuces, and then make a 
grilled potato or pasta salad.”

Like Jimmy Burke, Travi learned from 
his father. Gardening was not really a 
choice, he explains. “It was just what we 
did.” He continues: “My first garden was 
probably when I was 13 or 14 — my fa- 
ther coerced me into digging a piece of the 
back lawn and planting some vegetables. 
And that was how I got my start.” What 
began as coercion has turned into what 
Travi calls “a great escape, a wonderful 
hobby, a lifelong passion.”

Paul Sussman, the co-owner and co- 
chef of Daddy-O’s, in Cambridge, was 
brought up with a healthy regard for gar- 
dening. But he hadn’t planned on grow- 
ing herbs until he opened the restaurant 
five years ago and inherited backyard 
seating and a garden from the previous 
tenants. He grows flowers and herbs to 
use in cooking. “We tend not to grow 
herbs that we use in large quantity, like 
basil, parsley, or cilantro — although we 
do have a few plants of each.” Instead, 
Sussman grows herbs that are used spar- 
ingly: oregano, variegated leaf oregano, 
thyme, wedgewood thyme (yellowish 
leaves), borage (for decorative rather than 
culinary use), marjoram, sage, chive, 
mint, and dill. 

Sussman grew up on one and a half 
acres in Lexington, with fruit trees and lots 
of grass. The family garden varied from 
year to year, depending on “how much en- 
ergy my parents had in the spring.” Both 
of Sussman’s parents are biologists. His 
father has retired to tend his collection of 
several hundred orchids, and his mother 
still has a garden that includes vegetables 
and herbs. It was never explicitly stated, 
Sussman recalls, but “it was important to 
understand how things grow and that there 
was nothing better than eating things fresh 
from the garden.” 

Although he has a small garden at home, 
where he grows tomatoes, yellow peppers, 
and basil, Sussman is not so much an avid 
gardener as a thoughtful one. He feels that 
it is important for a chef to know where his 
ingredients come from. “The more you 
know about an ingredient, the better you 
can use it,” he says. “It is too easy to de- 
tach yourself and forget that what you are 
eating was once living.”

Flora 


Elegant fare in an elegant 
setting comes to Arlington 


by Stephen Heuser 


or insiders of Boston’s 

close-knit restaurant 

community, the opening 

of Flora was about as sur- 

prising as the result of the 
next Olympic basketball final. You know 
what’s about to happen, but you’re still 
psyched to see it all work out. Bob Sar- 
gent, chef and co-owner, has worked in 
three of the best kitchens in town — 
Olives, the Blue Room, Providence — 
and if his recent stint as chef at Harvard 
Square’s nouvelle warhorse Harvest was, 
by all accounts, problematic, write it off 
to bad chemistry, kind of like a tough 
game against Croatia. But Flora is Sar- 
gent’s — and his wife Mary 
Jo’s — shot at the gold, 
and so far things look 


Flora occupies a terrific 
space, the tidy Greek Re- 
vival monument that once 
housed the Arlington Five 
Cents Savings Bank, and 
it's a minute’s walk from 
the town’s great cultural at- 
traction: the Arlington 
Capitol theater. Inside, Flo- 
ra has the languorous feel- 
ing, on a slow night, of a 
bar in an ex-colonial back- 
water, with fans turning 
slowly in the barrel arch 
high overhead, and a little 
balustraded catbird window 
up on the back wall. On 
weekends, the joint buzzes 
with the assurance that it’s 
the Place to Be in Arlington (I’m not 
damning with faint praise here), with all 
the tables full, and waitlisted parties 
crowded loosely around the five-seat bar 
near the entrance. 

Flora’s menu isn’t vegetarian, as you 
might expect from the name. But the 
dishes do have a light, fresh feel, with 
greens distributed throughout, some nice- 
ly done vegetable accompaniments to the 
meat dishes, and a menu that changes ev- 
ery few weeks to keep pace with the sea- 
son. Sargent was the grillmaster at Olives, 
so there’s also an emphasis on grillwork, 
with salmon, swordfish, and leg of lamb 
all coming off the coals. 

There isn’t really anything grilled on 
the appetizer side of the menu. A nice 
starter was the fennel and arugula with 
fried squid and saffron aioli ($6.25). The 
aioli worked more as coloring than as a 
meaningful component of the dish, but 
then fennel and arugula don’t need much 
flavor assistance. The dish’s little 
cephalopods came tender and lightly 
fried. We liked the cod cakes, too 
($4.75), which were both thick and light. 
Cod cakes seem to be everywhere on 
these new-American menus, probably be- 
cause a nice fresh fish cake is so Bostoni- 
an and so up-to-date. 

A couple of the appetizers would have 
made satisfactory little meals in them- 
selves, or even not-so-little meals. The 
sliced duck breast ($6.75) came with 
cubes of mango and an engaging sour- 
cherry vinaigrette. A bowl of “slow 
cooked” chicken thighs with green olives 
($6.50) could have been a winter meal: a 
bit rich and warm and stew-like for mid 
July. Advice: come December, mop up 
the sweet jus with a crusty, chewy slice 
from the breadbasket. 

Flora has the pleasant feel of a place 
where the whole crew pulls together. Not 
only is it a real partnership of the owners 
— Mary Jo runs the front of the house,

while Bob heads the kitchen — but among 
all staff and collaborators. One night, for 
instance, we watched our hostess help a 
busy waitress by bringing some appetizers 
to a table herself. And the menu even 
comes with a list of credits, Olives-style: 
Martin Berry is the name of the Tuesday 
barman; Neil Swanson gets credit for the 
sailfish mounted over the stove hood. | al- 
most expected to see a team doctor, or a 
dedication (“The furniture designer would 
like to thank her parents . . .”). 

Flora doesn’t succumb to the 
widespread temptation to put all its ener- 
gy into appetizers. Indeed, in an inter- 
view with the Phoenix not long after the 
restaurant opened, Bob Sargent de- 
scribed Flora’s philosophy: “It’s less 
thought about the integrity of the plate, 
and more about the in- 
tegrity of the meal.” Cut 
through the restaurantese 
and he’s onto something: a 
meal at Flora starts with a 
modest enticement and 
builds to the entree. 

The grilled leg of lamb 
($18) is an example of the 
way a main course can of- 
fer substance with zing. 
The tender lamb comes 
atop a bed of escarole that 
hides coins of explosively 
flavorful (read: near-raw) 
garlic beneath. Swordfish 
skewers ($16) were evoca- 
tive of backyard cookouts 
(rather well-heeled back- 
yard cookouts), and to- 
gether with their garlicky 
salad of cracked wheat 
and lentils, formed a mod- 
el of the health-conscious summery meal. 
The chunks of fish were moist inside, 
grill-striped outside, and alternated on 
their skewers with eggplant, summer 
squash, and red bell pepper. 

A seared maple-glazed chicken breast 
($15) came with giant, thick sweet-potato 
fries and a summery slaw of red bell pep- 
pers, and carrots. Beef sirloin ($17) was a 
bit less artery-friendly, expertly grilled 
rare with crunchy haricots verts, but with 
a redundant tomato sauce on top. 

With a menu as short as this one — 
eight starters, eight entrees, and a couple 
of specials — you expect a high level of 
focus on each dish, and a misstep stands 
out. In this case, that was the lemon- 
and-spinach risotto ($14), which was 
not only a bit pricey for a vegetable risot- 
to, but came plopped in a moat of bland 
veggie broth. 

Desserts were notably harder to resist. 
One was a flourless chocolate number 
called “cloud cake” ($4.50), with a 
crisp, meringuey crust, a pair of straw- 
berries, and a Pollockian splatter of 
chocolate and caramel. The thing | 
couldn't keep my spoon out of was the 
raspberry-rhubarb crisp ($4) with clove 
ice cream. Yes, | know — clove? But the 
ice cream was intriguing and quite mild, 
and the dueling pungencies of cloves and 
rhubarb went well together. 

One of the credits on the Flora menu 
is for Joe Antoun, the “winemaster,” 
who has done a yeoman’s job of select- 
ing solid, affordable wines (the most ex- 
pensive glass was $5.50). By the bottle, | 
the Flora list is hardly immune from the 
usual larcenous markup, but at least 
diners benefit from a page full of inex- 
pensive, satisfying wines. There are even 
some dessert wines, which makes it aw- 
fully tempting to linger into the begin- 
ning of the movie, and reflect on how 
nice it is there’s now something else to 
do in Arlington. Q

Tb traditional New England clambake is no simple meal. It’s an all-day process involving digging 
an eight-inch-deep fire pit, lining it with rocks, burning hardwood for several hours until the rocks are 
hot, then brushing away the embers, covering the pit with layers of rockweed alternating with clams, 
fish, corn, chicken, lobsters, hot dogs, and potatoes. Cover the food with wet sailcloth and let it 
steam for hours, keeping the sailcloth damp. Such elaborate clambakes are best left to caterers. 
More modern do-it-yourself cooking methods involve stacking and steaming the food in large tubs or 
steamers. But however you prepare it, a clambake is the classic Yankee picnic feast and a great 
excuse for spending an entire day at the beach. And the perfect complement to this grand array of 
summer foods is Libaio, the crisp and light wine with a taste of Tuscany from Ruffino. Enjoy Libaio at 
your beach party or at Donatello’s, Orzo in North Andover, Vin & Eddie’s in North Abington, and other 
fine restaurants throughout Greater Boston.

Purple Noon returns 


n July 3, a large portion of the filmgoing public lined up to 
CO witness one of the largest special-effects blockbusters of the 

summer as Independence Day began its box-office conquest. 
But for a smaller, perhaps more discreet segment of cinephiles, that alien 
invasion was overshadowed by the appearance of another exotic thriller 
— René Clément’s seductive French murder mystery Purple Noon 
(1959). The film, which had been out of circulation since the "60s, was 
licensed by Miramax and re-released in major markets. It drew large 
audiences in cities like Chicago, Philadelphia, and Washington and, as 
expected, was a big hit in New York. Locally, though, the box-office 
numbers weren't so good. After a little over a week at the Harvard 
Square cinema, and another at the Janus, Purple Noon closed. 

“If that had happened a month ago, it would have meant that Purple 
Noon was leaving town for good,” explains Connie White, who along 
with her Running Arts partner Marianne Lampke books and manages 
the Brattle Theatre in Harvard Square. But on Friday it’s re-opening at the Coolidge Corner Theatre in 
Brookline. That couldn't have happened a month ago, or even two weeks ago, because Miramax, like 
its parent company, Disney, reached a point a few years back where it was no longer willing to deal with 
the Coolidge. But all of that seems to be changing now that White, Lampke, and their Running Arts 
organization have taken over booking the theater. Last week Disney, which had publicly displayed its 
displeasure with the Coolidge in 1994 by yanking Aladdin, allowed Running Arts to bring two of its 
films, Toy Story and James and the Giant Peach, into the Coolidge. And from August 9 through 15 
Samuel Goldwyn, yet another company that had severed its relationship with the Coolidge, is giving 
Running Arts the exclusive area premiere of Anthony Hopkins’s directorial debut, August. 

“We're being given an opportunity to prove ourselves at the Coolidge sooner then I expected,” 
admits White. “We were going to bring August into the Brattle for a weekend in the fall, and that 
would have been fine. But I felt that it was called August so it really should open in the summer. I 
told them I could put it at the Coolidge in August and they went for it. That means three companies 
that a month ago wouldn't put pictures in there have already changed their minds. But what I'm real- 
ly pleased about is that Purple Noon is going to get a second chance in Boston. If we can turn this 
film around, then it will show the distributors what we're capable of accomplishing. And I think 
there’s a huge audience in Boston that hasn’t seen Purple Noon yet and wants to see it. If it’s doing 
well in Chicago or Philadelphia or DC, which. it is, then it has the potential to do well here, too.” 

Purple Noon opens this Friday, July 26, at the Coolidge Corner Theatre in Brookline. Daily show- 
times are 2, 5, 7:30, and 10 p.m., with Saturday and Sunday matinees at 11:45 a.m. Call 734-2500.

llen Toussaint is the prince of New 
Orleans music, a poised, elegant gen- 
tleman with a deeply funky soul. As a 
pianist, he’s the direct inheritor of the kings of 
Gumbo Nation’s roiling Afro-Caribbean style as 
perfected by Professor Longhair and Tuts 
Washington. As a pop composer, he’s got few 
peers. The author of R&B classics like “Mother 
in Law” and “Fortune Teller,” of megahits like 
“Southern Nights,” he stands somewhere 
between Doc Pomus and Lennon & 
McCartney. As a studio man, he produced a 
string of Southern soul-pop hits in the 60s and 
chartbusting albums like Dr. John’s Right 
Place/Wrong Time and LaBelle’s Nightbirds in 
the ’70s; he’s also written horn charts for every- 
one from Wings to Little Feat. As a man about 
town, Toussaint’s a New Orleans legend not 
only for his creative legacy and sartorial splen- 
dor but for the mint-condition gold Rolls Royce 
in which he’s often spotted tooling about the 
Crescent City. 

Until the mid ’90s, however, he spent little 
time performing outside of New Orleans — 
mostly for want of a record deal that would 
justify taking his 10-piece band on the road. 
Now, Toussaint and company are embarking 
on a 10-day mini-tour of the Northeast that 
stops at the Rockport Rhythm & Blues Festival 
— Newport this Sunday. Next weekend he 
comes to the Esplanade’s Hatch Shell for a 
free show sponsored by WFNX 101.7 FM and 
the Boston Phoenix. 

The tour follows the release of Toussaint’s 
first domestic CD of newly recorded material 
in more than a decade, Connected, on his own 
NYNO label (which also has new CDs by 
Boston-based New Orleans reedman Amadee 
Castenell and singer Wallace Johnson), a 
cooperative venture between himself and New 
Yorker Joshua Feigenbaum, head of radio pro- 
gramming syndication company MJI. 

“We wanted to develop a label that would 
produce and nurture the indigenous music of 
New Orleans,” explains Toussaint, whose most 
recent long-term deal with a major label was 
with Warner Bros. “Major labels do things on a 
grand scale — they can sell millions of copies 
of a very popular album. We're interested in 
working with artists who have potential and tal- 
ent but won’t turn platinum next week. But 
nonetheless, their music is worthy of documen- 
tation and presentation to people who love it.” 

File the silver-winged soul pop Toussaint’s 
making these days under that very same cate- 
gory — whether it’s the gently melancholy 
“Wrong Number,” previously cut by 
Toussaint’s favorite living vocalist, New 
Orleans soul queen Irma Thomas, or the con- 
temporary, gently funky “Do the Do,” which is 
loaded with the kind of harmonically charged 
horn charts Toussaint’s been writing for 
decades. Live or on records like Connected, 
Toussaint is an adept wordsmith, and his songs 
swell with memorable melodies, gracefully tex- 
tured arrangements — all the hallmarks of 
great pop. To hear his work is to hear the prod- 
uct of a lifelong affair with the muse. 

“When I first saw the piano as a boy . . . to 
walk up to that massive instrument and press 
a key and have it come out half-pleasing . . . 
I knew it was love,” Toussaint recollects. 
“Then hearing Professor Longhair and early 
Ray Charles solidified that. When I first saw 
Fess, he was playing a record hop. I'd already 
been coppin’ off every one of his records I 
could get my ears on. Sometimes, when I’m 
alone at the piano, I still play ’Fess, because 
playing his music just feels so good.” So does 
hearing Toussaint’s.

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High way to hell 


Trainspotting hurtles full 
throttle down the tracks

s it was for Jonathan Swift, 
“shite” is Scottish novelist 
Irvine Welsh’s essential 
metaphor in the junked- 
out, hopeless, and vicious- 
ly funny netherworld of Trainspotting. In 
this adaptation of the book by director 
Danny Boyle and screenwriter John 
Hodge, the shite hits the fan; it’s the cine- 
matic equivalent of a heroin rush. An ex- 
hilarating flurry of episodes in the lives of 
down-and-out Edinburgh junkies, 


NO CHOICE: re-creating the junkie’s agonies and ecstasies and the seductive high 


Trainspotting is bravely unapologetic and 
uncompromising in depicting the horrors 
and hilarity, the debasement and dementia 
of those, who, in the words of Renton (a 
decrepit and charismatic Ewan McGre- 
gor), the film’s nominal protagonist, 
“choose not to choose life.” 

One key to the film’s success is Boyle’s 
style, a breakneck-paced, black-humored 
social surrealism set to a surging rock 
soundtrack by gritty stars like Lou Reed, 
Elastica, Pulp and Blur. It brilliantly trans- 
lates to film the stream-of-semi-conscious- 
ness of Welsh’s prose, re-creating the 
junkie’s agonies and ecstasies and the even 
more seductive high of youthful transgres- 
sion and energy. The film has been com- 
pared to Stanley Kubrick’s A Clockwork 
Orange, but in spirit and grimly whimsical 
sensibility it’s more akin to Richard Lester’s 
A Hard Day’s Night. That’s most evident in 
the film’s rollicking opening, in which a pair 
of Trainspottings antiheroes run down a 
street, pursued by store detectives, to the 
dark, pulsing rhythms of Iggy Pop’s “Lust 
for Life.” The irony of the tune aside, the 
scene looks like the four mop-tops being 
pursued by Beatlemaniacs in Lester’s film. 

The world of Trainspotting, though, is 
far removed from the lighthearted sunni- 
ness of the Swinging London of the ’60s. 
Boyle makes a case for the fatal attrac- 
tions of the drug; he also limns with de- 
tachment and detail its perverse waste and 
brutality.

But what about Peoria? 


OS ANGELES — It’s either the best of times or 
q the worst of times for the release of Trainspot- 
ting, which director Danny Boyle and screen- 
writer John Hodge adapted from Irvine Welsh’s contro- 
versial, cult-classic novel. With football players and rock 
stars getting arrested for or dropping dead from heroin 
use, how will people respond to a film that describes the 
drug as infinitely more pleasurable than an orgasm? 
“What was genuinely subversive about the book is that 
it was about this landscape which is normally so de- 
pressing and yet Irvine dealt with it with this incredible 
sense of humor and vitality,” says Boyle. “So you finish 
the book and you feel exhilarated. I hope people finish 
the film and feel uplifted. And then it’s very bizarre be- 
cause you have to try and sort out, “Why do I feel like 
that in such a landscape?’ And-that’s when people kick 
in and say, ‘It’s irresponsible. It glorifies drugs.’ 
“But the reason the book is like that is because it’s not 
a documentary about what happens to you when you 
take heroin. What he’s trying to do, instead, is celebrate 
the spark of life. And that’s why it’s celebratory. People 
say, ‘Oh, it glamorizes.’ It does glamorize. Because the 
characters glamorize. They don’t take heroin because 
it’s going to kill them, or make them feel lousy. They 
take it because they aspire to it for those moments.” 
Part of the reason some feel the film glamorizes the 





junkie lifestyle and demi-monde is because it resorts to 
surreal flights of cinematic fancy that, given the sub- 
ject, can seem perversely lighthearted. An early scene 
in which a character trolls through a foul toilet to re- 
cover a lost heroin suppository becomes an almost 
blissful reverie as he plunges into the plumbing and 
into an underwater world. 

“Danny said the film needs to be cinematic and I 
agreed with that,” says screenwriter John Hodge. “If I 
just put in a literal translation of what Irvine has written 
in his book, then that scene is going to be unwatchable 
and it’s not going to match the kind of humor, the kind 
of imagery that Irvine has put in the prose. So I thought, 
we've got to use what’s available to cinema, which is vi- 
sual surprise and juxtaposition and so forth, and I 
thought, why not have him disappear down the toilet?” 

Like Boyle, Hodge thinks the seductive nature of the 
film does not make heroin attractive but rather allows 
audiences to confront its realities. 

“I think the first half-hour is quite enjoyable, in a con- 
ventional humorous sense, and then it turns darker. I’ve 
sat with audiences and I’ve seen that change in their 
moods as the film progresses and then you're talking to 
people at the end of the film and they feel strangely up- 
lifted. And I think it’s because there is a sense of vitality 
and of defiant assertion of life. It touches on so many 


complaints, has generally been positive, with support 
coming from unusual places. One of Trainspotting’s 
biggest fans was Virginia Bottomley, the Conservative 
Party’s Minister of Culture. 

“That was very bizarre,” says Boyle. “It was at the 
Cannes film festival. Noel Gallagher, who’s the guy from 
Oasis, the kind of cursing, hotel-smashing, cocaine-sniff- 
ing lead songwriter —- he watched it, and sitting in front 
of him is Virginia Bottomley. And afterwards they said to 
her, ‘Why did you go and watch this film?’ She said, ‘My 
daughter said Trainspotting would be fun.’ She said she 
liked it, and we thought, ‘Oh my God, there must be 
something wrong.’ But I think it’s because when you expe- 
rience the whole film, rather than the hype, the PR cam- 
paign, its message in the end is quite old-fashioned. Really. 
There’s a warning there to anybody who’s got any kind of 
open eyes at all. It’s just done in a different way.” 

Whether the same response will hold true in America 
remains to be seen. After driving cross-country check- 
ing out locations for a new film, Boyle was impressed 
by the sensibilities of people in the Heartland. 

“It was amazing driving across the Midwest and meet- 
ing people who are very big-hearted. It was an eye-open- 
er for me. There was a feeling of people who did belong 
and wanted to belong to something bigger than them- 


selves. And of course, the nature of this film is the oppo-- 


site. It’s about people who don’t want to belong. So | 
have to say, despite what Miramax would like me to say, 
I can’t see its appeal in Peoria or places like that.”

and, in his opinion, embodied sanity with 
his actions — to “give them an excuse for 
acquittal.” In other words, since Hailey’s 
homicidal rage mirrors what any decent 
person would feel in a similar situation, 
he’s above the law, and therefore it’s okay 
to employ a legal technicality to spring 
him. 

Much implausible, tedious, denigrating 
palaver follows from this fallacious 
premise. Brigance’s wife, Carla (Ashley

Judd), gets ticked off when he spends all 
his time preening for the TV cameras 
covering the case; she’s even more upset 
when the burning crosses and time 
bombs start sprouting on the front lawn. 
It seems Freddie Cobb (Kiefer Suther- 
land playing the same role as in An Eye 
for an Eye, except with an uglier hair- 
cut), the brother of one of the victims, 
has invited the KKK into town for re- 
venge. More pesky outside agitation 
comes from the NAACP people, who in- 
cite demonstrations and try to replace 
Brigance with a high-profile Dream 
Team. Finally, there’s nominal romantic 
temptation in Sandra Bullock as a law 
student who shows up now and then to 
hand Brigance a legal brief or bind a 
knife wound on his butt. 

Schumacher tries to clarify this moral 
and narrative swamp through crude car- 
icatures; every scene is a cartoon, and 
you can tell who’s right and who’s wrong 
because the bad people are subhuman 
and the good people are played by movie 
stars. He’s also adept at crude manipula- 
tion. He dispels the horror of Hailey’s 
act by making the rapists about as sym- 


pathetic as the aliens in Independence 
Day (true, a police officer gets maimed 
in the shooting, but he calls Hailey a 
hero and demands his release). He in- 
dulges an audience’s unwholesome ten- 
dencies, but not enough to creep them 


out — thus Bullock is tied to a tree by | 
the KKK and stripped, but only to her | 


bra and panties. Worst, he poses irra- 








tional action, vigilantism, and lawbreak- | 
ing as their opposite — reasonable and | 


decent behavior. 


Fortunately, the film is so boring and | 


convoluted that nobody’s going to stay 


awake long enough to care. It’s conceiv- | 
able, though, that some gun-toting ya- | 


hoos might take A Time To Kill as an en- 
dorsement of their own murderous agen- 
da and blow away someone they think is 
guilty. Since John Grisham is pushing to 
have Oliver Stone sued for inspiring 
murder with Natural Born Killers, it 
would be interesting to see how he’d re- 
spond if the same were done to him. 
That would at least be poetic justice.

EW YORK — A Time To Kill seemed destined 
Ad to be remembered as the film that made 

Matthew McConaughey famous even before 
most moviegoers had heard of the 26-year-old actor. 
Sure, his face is on Vanity Fair’s cover, and you may 
have seen him in small roles in this summer’s Lone Star 
or last year’s Boys on the Side. But last May, Mc- 
Conaughey (pronounced Mc-CON-a-hay) was an un- 
known who seemed a dubious prospect as the lead in a 
big-budget version of a John Grisham bestseller. 

Time director Joel Schumacher, who also helmed the 
film of Grisham’s The Client, recalls, “John and I could 
not agree on anyone. | thought Matthew would be great 
in the role, but I’d never brought his name up because it 
seemed impossible that the producers and the studios 
would make this movie with an unknown actor in the 
lead. But I had wanted to work with Matthew very badly, 
ever since | saw him in Dazed and Confused, and | gave 
him the role I eventually gave to Kiefer Sutherland, just to 
have him in the movie. Finally, 1 arranged for a very mod- 
est little screen test and didn’t tell John who he was be- 
cause if Matthew didn’t get the role, I didn’t want people 
in Hollywood to think that he'd failed. John loved him.” 

And after advance screenings of the film, so did the 
rest of Hollywood, which threw him offers like The Day 
of the Jackal and Speed 2. So far, he has accepted only a 
role opposite Jodie Foster in the adaptation of Carl 
Sagan’s Contact. Says Schumacher, “People are afraid

Eager and self-possessed, the Texan actor says the 
hardest things about carrying a movie for the first time 
“were my days off. I didn’t know what to do with myself. 
It was a pleasure to go to work. Every day | got to work 
with great people and learn something new, from the ac- 
tors, from Joel. I grew up a lot on that set.” 

The movie was shot on location in Canton, Mississip- 
pi, whose residents served as extras and didn’t mind the 
film’s depiction of the South as a race riot waiting to 
happen. Noting that the book was written by a Southern- 
er, Schumacher says his only worry came on the poten-

tially dangerous day of the race-riot scene. “I was afraid 
that someone would be hurt, that there was someone 
who wanted to be in the scene just to hurt another per- 
son. In fact, we had the reverse. A lot of the black and 
white people in that scene had lived in that town all their 
lives but had never talked to each other. In playing out 
this drama, they got to talk and to know each other. 

“The interesting thing is that the woman who con- 
fronts the head of the Klan and hits him is the daughter 
of a preacher and marched in many passive civil-rights 
marches, and in one of them, 2000 Klan arrived and 
started hitting them with bottles and beer cans, and her 
father would not allow them to react. So she got to hit 
the head of the Klan in the movie for the first time.” 

Actor Samuel L. Jackson was the first black man ever 
to play golf at the Canton country club. He says, “We 
changed a lot of people’s minds about a lot of things, not 
because of the film but because of who we were. Believe 
me, they'd never seen anybody like Joel in their lives, 
walking down the street with his shorts, his pony tail, his 
boots, and these floppy socks. | guarantee you, the first 
few weeks we were there, people who shook Joel’s hand 
went home and scalded them [their own hands]. They 
just knew they were going to catch AIDS, or Joel was go- 
ing to be seducing their young sons. He was not only this 
tall, New York ‘ho-mo,” he was [whispers] ‘a Jew!’ 

“But after spending time with us and seeing how much 
love we shared for each other, they became more en- 
meshed in who we were and what we were doing. I was 
hugging 75-year-old white men who would invite me to 
eat at their houses and play cards. They realized that, 
yes, we are from somewhere else, but we have the same 
hopes for our kids, the same attitudes about the justice 
system, the same hopes for their South.”

s basic as they seem, the 
functions of walking and 
talking seldom come 
across quite right in the 
movies.

ORTLAND, OREGON 
— Between rain clouds | 
saw the light: Portland, 
where the evergreens 
grow high, salmon swim 
upstream, and slackerdom is a guiltless 
way to go.

Bill Plympton and Will 
Vinton animate here quietly, and, away 
from LA, the firm of Weiden and Kennedy 
produce breathtaking commercials for 
Nike and Microsoft. Gus Van Sant resides 
in Portland, where he shot Drugstore Cow- 
boy and My Private Idaho. 

But all this artsy mellowness could 
change in a second, at the end of July.

boyfriend, Frank (Todd Field). Amelia, in 
recovery from the break-up of her obsessive 
affair with Andrew (a hilarious Liev 
Schreiber), sees Laura’s upcoming nuptials 
as a threat to their friendship. 

Such friendships are rarely explored in 
movies, and when they are they tend to fall 
into stereotype (witness the strident Wait- 
ing To Exhale). Laura and Amelia, though, 





says Shawn Levy, a film critic for the Ore- 
gonian, Portland’s newspaper. “He'll take a 
poke at me.” This former New Yorker, 
who moved with his family to Oregon four 
years ago, has just published, through St. 
Martin’s Press, a scathing, authoritative life 
of the shrill, nasty, venal comedian, and it’s 
among the finest, most show-business- 
savy screen biographies ever written: King 
of Comedy: The Life and Art of Jerry Lewis. 

I meet Levy, as one must in Portland, in 
the coffeehouse at the mythical Powell's, 
the best bookstore in America. Immediately 
he tells me how the Lewis bio got out of 
hand, out of size, three times 
longer than what was contract- 
ed. I say, “Don’t apologize.” I'd 
just read the 489-page book 
straight through, totally con- 
sumed. I’m that rare American 
who genuinely likes Jerry’s zany 
movies. But what a terrible, ter- 
rible human being: child beater, 
marital cheater, pill popper, on- 
the-set tyrant, and relentless 
egomaniac. 

Levy says of his creepy saga, “I did not 
debase myself reporting about him. The 
worst stuff in the book is from Jerry 
Lewis’s own mouth.” He loves the way the 
disreputable Screw characterized his bio as 
“a remarkably fair portrait of a great Amer- 
ican asshole.” 

Levy was the first biographer to rake 
through the Jerry Lewis research. His 
book is filled with curious discoveries, 
such as Lewis’s desperate chasing of Ju- 
dith Campbell (Exner), already the joint 
squeeze of JFK and mobster Sam Gian- 
cana. Or the screwy tale of how Jerry, in 
the 1960s, tried to buy The Catcher in the 
Rye so he could star (in his late 30s) as 
Holden. It’s not clear whether Lewis has 
actually read Salinger, or any author. 








Not that Holofcener’s acumen is limited 
to female relationships. She’s got a keen eye 
and ear for the subtle pathology and games- 
manship of couples that would put Woody 
Allen to shame. Laura’s passive-aggressive 
controlling of Frank (terminally good-na- 
tured, he works at designing junk jewelry, 
an example of the film’s offbeat and exact-

“He’s always talking about Saroyan.“

In the last chapter of King of Comedy, 
Levy reveals his personal dealings with 
Lewis on the book. Jerry met him and 
adored him and swore cooperation. The 
second time they met, Lewis turned on 
him, called him “an insensitive prick,” 
and severed all relationships. 

Levy has heard once from Jerry since 
publication: Lewis Fed-Exed to his home 
a xerox of a letter from an Indiana doctor 
telling the comedian what a wonderful 
entertainer and human being he is. At the 
bottom, Jerry typed: 

Dear Mr. Levy, 

Isn't life wonderful, how different 
people have different perceptions of 
one another? I’m truly blessed. What 
have you accomplished?

Lewis’s biographer shakes his head. 
“Can you imagine? Jerry's sitting out 
there in the Midwest thinking, ‘That 
fucking Shawn Levy. I'll show him!’ ” 

Fortunately, not all auteurs are like 
Jerry Lewis. “Gus Van Sant is a repre- 
sentative Portlander in that he has al- 
most no public profile,” says Levy. “He’s 
extremely sweet-natured and unassum- 
ing. I’ve never heard one bad word 
about the guy.” 

Unannounced, I knock on Van Sant’s 
door, at his home above the city. He 
doesn’t know me, but, graciously, he lets 
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| 
esty and tender understanding. Her cap- | 
tious faultfinding culminates with her hor- | 
rific vision of a mole.on his chest taking on 
mutant proportions as they make love. They 
break up; Frank’s gift upon their reconcil- 
ing — his excised mole in a jewelry box — | 
causes them to break up again. 

Amelia responds to this turn of events | 
with ambivalence.

Amelia’s answering machine by Amelia’s pet | 
nickname, “the ugly guy.” Bill leaves with- | 
out explanation, and it seems everybody’s | 
going to end up alone until Andrew breaks | 
up his phone-sex relationship with a woman | 
on the West Coast, gives up his porn addic- 
tion, and opens up the possibility that the 
love of Amelia’s life might return. 

Everything in Walking and Talking is fa- 
miliar and also utterly new and surprising, 
because it draws its characters and feelings 
from life and not from life’s semblance, as 
formula-ized in other movies. Even the 
tossaway minor characters are many- 
faceted gems. Laura, who regards herself as 
“the worst therapist in the world,” has as a 
patient a burly working-class guy who’s de- 
termined to be imbalanced. Thinking that 
Laura is unimpressed when he tells her his 
wife thinks he smells, he invents tiny devils 
that talk to him and are “small and red and 
mean.” Such wry and imagined eccentrics 
are the rule; only rarely does Holofcener 
lapse into sentiment or stereotype, as she 
does in the scenes with Andrew's 
Alzheimer’s-afflicted father (played by 
Holofcener’s own father, Lawrence). 

Will Amelia and Andrew find happiness 
together? Will Laura put Frank’s mole 
behind them and get married? The an- | 
swers to these questions are not nearly as 
interesting as the blind, determined, all- | 
too-human way the characters walk and 
talk their way toward them. With a de- 
ceptively plain style and a profoundly | 
deep and deliciously witty knowledge of 
the human heart and the human comedy, 
Holofcener has achieved a modest and | 
memorable triumph. Q

Drugstore Cowboy more than 100 times.’ ” 

Van Sant’s taxi arrives. Goodbye, 
Portland. 
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For Boston’s film community, flags are 
definitely at half mast because of the death 
in LA of BU film professor Mel Howard. 
The charismatic former actor (he’s the 
Yiddish-speaking lover in Hester Street) 
and NYU and AFI administrator was in- 
vited to BU to head the Broadcast and 
Film Division. During a short, energetic 
tenure as chairperson, he shifted the BU 
program away from documentary filming 
and toward sophisticated narrative film- 
making.

The human element missing in most of 
this summer’s blockbusters really does 
make a difference — just consider the 
pending invasion of Jackie Chan movies. 
As we saw earlier this year with the sur- 
prising commercial success of Rumble in 
the Bronx, people like stunt and special-ef- 
fects action movies to have a human face. 
Consequently, New Line studios is follow- 
ing up Rumble with the release of Super- 
cop, a Chan movie made a few years ago. 
Raucous, hilarious, and choreographed 
with breathtaking daring and subtlety, Su- 
percop kicks ass with charm and wit. 

Like his mentors Buster Keaton and 
Charlie Chaplin, Chan embodies the 
plucky but hapless underdog at the mercy 
of an indifferent but diabolically inventive 
universe of torments. Here he’s Kevin 
Chan, the happy-go-lucky “Supercop” of 
the Hong Kong police department, who’s 
enlisted to join forces with a beautiful but 
tough-as-nails Mainland Chinese officer 
(the amazing Michelle Khan) to capture a 
major Asian drug dealer. 

The story, though it makes more sense 
than that of Mission Impossible, is immate- 
rial. What matters is the Astaire-like ele- 
gance of Chan’s stunts (he does them all 
himself, as the funny and scary montage of 
outtakes during the closing credits proves) 
and the goofy, Stan Laurel—like stoicism 
with which he performs them. Wiping out 
a military compound largely with his 
hands and feet, he resembles not so much 
Rambo as some poor slob trying to avoid 


| falling down a flight of stairs. The movie’s 


centerpiece, which consists of Chan’s be- 


| ing suspended from a helicopter and 


swatted like a persistent fly against much 
of the skyline of Kuala Lumpur, makes 
you wonder why people look to Holly- 
wood for cinematic thrills and spills. At 
the Nickelodeon, the Harvard Square, and 
the Allston and in the suburbs.

It’s like choosing Superman as your 
favorite character on Superfriends. It’s a 
bit cheesy. 

This film did raise some questions. If I 
could have only one wish, what would it 
be?

THE ASTHENIC SYNDROME 


Shocking and controversial, Kira Murato- 
va’s 1989 study in suffering won the Silver 
Bear Award at the Berlin Film Festival. Mu- 
ratova has a way with women in pain; her 
melancholy and lyric Brief Encounters 
(1967) primed the canvas for this fable 
about the fragility of the psyche and the in- 
difference of humanity. The recently wid- 
owed Natasha (Olga Antonova) is full of 
grief and psychotic rage. She smashes 
strangers in the face with the same angry 
force she uses to smash crystal wine goblets: 
everything in her path is a target. She picks 
up a random drunk and takes him to bed; 
she kicks dogs into the gutter; she screams 
and pulls the hair of train passengers. 

But this black-and-white portrait of a 
woman gone off the deep end is merely a 
conceit: a film within a film. Soon we see 
the story as viewers in a theater, and the 
cinemagoers (now in full color) discuss 





what they have just seen. A riot of sorts 
breaks loose, and one man is left asleep in 
his seat: a depressed, apathetic 
schoolteacher (Sergei Popov, also one of 
the screenwriters). His response to dis- 
comfort or ugliness: narcolepsy. Where 
Natasha rages, Nikolai merely snores.

KINGPIN 


Kingpin attempts to do for bowling what 
Happy Gilmore attempted to do for golf 
— fast-cut the sport with some shots of 
big-breasted fans, put in some jokes 
about bald people and polyester shirts, set 
the action to some rockin’ music, and try 
to get audiences to sit through two hours 
of something they normally only channel- 
surf by. Throw in that Kingpin is at heart 
‘just a repackaging of the Farrelly broth- 
ers’ previous trial by celluloid, Dumb and 
Dumber (minus Jim Carrey), and you 
have movie that’s about five steps shy of 
being watchable. 

The story revolves around two social id- 
iots, Roy Munson (Woody Harrelson) and 
Ishmael (Randy Quaid, who looks suspi- 
ciously like Carrey’s lumbering sidekick in 
Dumb and Dumber), who become buddies 
and find love on a cross-country road trip. 
Roy was an up-and-coming bowler mak- 
ing his way to the Odor-Eaters Bowling 
Nationals until his competitor, “Big Earn” 
McCracken (Bill Murray), got him caught 
in a bowling hustle that turned Roy’s 
bowling hand into a hook. 

Seventeen years later, Roy, a depressed 
loser with a rubber hand and a potbelly, 
discovers the Amish prodigy Ishmael and 
takes him to a bowling competition in 
Reno to try and win a million dollars and 
some of his past glory. The toilet humor 
(revolving mostly around lost limbs, fe- 
male anatomy, and the naive Amish) in- 
spires a few uncomfortable chuckles, but 
apart from Murray’s 20-minute perfor- 
mance, the actors just aren’t funny enough 
to get Kingpin out of the gutter. At the 
Cheri, the Fresh Pond, and the Circle and 
in the suburbs.

BYE-BYE 


Never mind the frothy title; this slice of 
urban life from French director Karim 
Dridi (Pigalle) is a serious, sensitive tale 
about a young man’s guilt over a family 
tragedy set within the clash of cultures and 
generations in lively Marseilles. 

The film opens with a goodbye: Ismael 
(Sami Bouajila) bidding his handicapped 
little brother a loving goodnight. The en- 
suing events — a mystery for most of the 
film — drive a haunted Ismael from Paris 
with his other little brother in tow. On 
their way to their native Tunisia, the pair 
take refuge with their uncle’s family in a 
raucous section of Marseilles. It’s a vibrant 
place teeming with danger and racism: the 
French resent the influx of Arabs like Is- 
mael and young Mouloud (OQuassani Em- 
barek), and the mean streets threaten to 
swallow up the young. 

Director Dridi creates an absorbing 
world of urban life and strife, with kids 
playing soccer in the alleys and laundry 
hanging from tenement windows. Mar- 
seilles is beautifully photographed in all its 
majesty and squalor, matching Ismael’s in- 
ner conflict. The clash of generations — 
the older, traditional Arabs and their 
French-born children — is also nicely de- 
picted, with Ismael’s earthy, outspoken 
aunt battling his strict uncle, who still 
dreams of returning to North Africa. Yet it 
is the boys’ grandmother, silenced by ill- 
ness but a knowing presence nonetheless, 
to whom Ismael turns for absolution in a 
tender scene. 

And it is Ismael who must take respon- 
sibility when 14-year-old Mouloud, with 
his innocence and youthful bravado, is se- 
duced by the streets and starts going 
around with a slimy drug dealer. This har- 
rowing reality is Ismael’s wake-up call to 
love and responsibility. Fittingly, Bye-Bye 
does not end with another farewell. At the 
Coolidge Corner.

the Marvel Comies universe

t came as a great shock, at least to 
many in the comic-reading world, 
that the supervillain Onslaught — 
perhaps the greatest threat ever 
posed to such venerable Marvel 
Comics heroes as the X-Men, the Fantastic 
Four, and Captain America — was Marvel’s 
most revered hero, Professor Charles 
Xavier. The revelation, published in X-Men 
#54 in May, of this betrayal by the benevo- 
lent founder of the X-Men, would be akin to 
finding out that Walter Cronkite was a Sovi- 
et plant, or C. Everett Koop secretly plotted 
to poison America’s water supply, or O.]. 
Simpson killed his . . . well, you get the idea. 

Onslaught, a Nietzschean projection of 
the telepathic Xavier’s psyche, aims to un- 
leash the power of mutantkind to enslave 
the ordinary human race. Over the summer 
months, Onslaught will shake the Marvel 
universe to its foundations, hitting everyone 
from Spider-Man to the Hulk to Iron Man. 
But Onslaught represents a threat not just 
from mutant forces on the page, but from 
market forces in the real world as well. 

The Onslaught storyline will mark the 
return of two prodigal heroes, artists Jim 
Lee and Rob Liefeld. Lee, who had helped 
revitalize the X-Men in recent years, and 
Liefeld, who had done the same for the 
New Mutants, left to form their own im- 
print, Image Comics. But they’re coming 
back to wind up the Onslaught saga with a 
series called “Heroes Reborn,” in which 
they’ll relaunch some of Marvel’s oldest

Onslaught and “Heroes Reborn,” then, 
are expected to sell loads of comic books to 
old fans and neophytes alike. These events 
certainly smack of the hype five years ago, 
when Marvel’s relaunch of the X-Men title 
at Issue #1, along with the new X-Men Sat- 
urday-morning TV cartoon series, proved 
hugely successful. Five years before that,

In terms of Miller's distinguished ca- 
reer, The Ride Down Mount Morgan is 
neither a Death of a Salesman peak nor a 
deathly valley. It’s an entertaining work 
that, in Lyman, provides an engagingly 
outrageous stand-in for the rich, sexy, ra- 
tionalizing, unprincipled, and slightly 
goofy America of the 1980s (significantly, 
Lyman makes his bigamous plunge just as 
Reagan takes office and gets caught nine 
years later).

he exceptional production of 
Roger Waters’s The Wall 
that opened at the Lans- 
downe Street Playhouse last 
week is a good indication of

(95), shows at the Lansdowne were 
| sparsely attended and rarely worth seeing. 
This spring, things began to change with 
the Boston Rock Opera’s successful pro- 
duction of Jesus Christ Superstar. Now 
| some of Superstar’s cast and crew are back 
| for The Wall. 
| This particular extravaganza, two years in 
| the making, packed the house on press 
| night. As Waters might say, the tide has 
| turned — and rightly so. Leaving no one 
| comfortably numb, this Wall actually pre- 

sents a fiercer, more intense and bitter Mr. 
| Pink Floyd than Waters may have intended. 

Waters penned The Wall in 1979, back 
| when he was the chief creative force in 
Pink Floyd. The album proved to be his last 
collaboration with the band — The Final 
Cut was released a few years later, but no 
other band members were involved in its 
composition. It seems appropriate, then, 
that The Wall is a tale of a musician 
“Pink” — slipping into a deep yet creative 
isolation from the rest of the world. His fa- 
ther is killed in World War II, his mother is 
| an independence-leeching witch, his teach- 

ers publicly abuse him, and he marries a 
| woman who later cheats on him. Each ex- 
perience is “another brick in the wall” of 
intense solitude. 

The concept album became a movie in 
1982, with Bob Geldof in the lead role. It’s 
this cinematic rendition that directors Kei- 
th Grassette and Doug Thoms copied for 
their production, down to the most 
painstaking details (with minor deviations 
necessitated by space considerations within 
the theater). In fact, so little of their stag- 
ing diverges from the movie that one could 
condemn it as unoriginal — but the per- 
formers do such a damn good job, and the 
show is so well-executed, that it just 
doesn’t seem to matter.

aula Plum doesn’t have a 
lot to prove at this point in 
her career. Over the last 20 
years, she’s graced nearly 
every stage of note in the 
Greater Boston area, winning accolades for 
a wide range of roles. Last year she walked 
away from the Boston Theater Awards with 
a plaque proclaiming her “Outstanding Ac- 
tress” of 1995. And she’s long since 
demonstrated her ability to stand on her 





| own: before debuting her latest, she’d per- 


formed in a string of one-woman shows 


| ranging from Shirley Valentine to Beckett's 
| Happy Days. But now she’s shown she has 


guts as well as talent. The proof is in the 
risky third act of Plum Pudding, which she 
pulls off with aplomb. 

The first two monologues of the evening 
are of the sort one might expect from an 
ambitious actor of Plum’s age and appear- 
ance.

she “can’t bear” interruptions, she allows or 





initiates so many that she never gets beyond 
a single sentence in the Dante passage she’s 
supposed to be translating. She gossips with 
friends on the phone, gets a manicure, di- 
rects her cook and maid, arranges an 
evening at the opera and an assignation with 
her lover, gushes over her children and their 
new puppy, dresses for a funeral, and then 
sends out for a book called The Inner Life, 
which she intends to “glance through” be- 
fore she discusses it with her book club. Of 
course, she has no inner life, and the work’s 
humor derives from her strained efforts to 
appear a woman of substance when she’s 
nothing of the sort. Like the deluded woman 
it portrays, The Italian Lesson is amusing 
but weightless, and it could become tedious 
in the hands of a lesser actor. Plum, howev- 
er, milks its better moments and keeps the 
pace so sprightly that its insubstantiality 
hardly registers. 

Bed Among the Lentils is heartier fare, 
and Plum spices it to perfection, blending 
humor and pathos into a piquant mix. Set in 
a vicarage in present-day northern England, 
Alan Bennett’s play explores the sherry-be- 
sotted psyche of a sardonic vicar’s wife 
named Susan, a/k/a Mrs. Vicar, who de- 
spises her humdrum life of feigned holiness 
and grudging good deeds. Particularly irk- 
some are the sanctimonious and meddle- 
some women who make up her husband Jef- 
frey’s “fan club.” “They think they love 
God,” she says, “but they really just love Jef- 
frey.” Eventually, after her tippling becomes 
a parish-wide concern, she gives it up, a tri- 
umph generally credited to husband. In real- 
ity, however, she dries out at the behest of 
her young lover, a 26-year-old Indian shop- 


vanced Theatre Training and a former 
ART artistic associate, and many of the ac- 
tors are ART regulars or Institute students 
— so this production is, as you’d expect, 
idiosyncratic (but not mannered) in con- 
cept and professional in execution. The set 
is initially perplexing, two gray stone 
obelisks joined by blue gauze netting and a 
number of obtrusive light banks; once the 
“forest” — poles with bits of turquoise and 
lavender cloth to flutter in the wind — is 
brought in, though, everything looks right. 
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The Eastern-influenced incidental music is | 
meant to suggest to sensuousness of the | 
forest world, but like the costuming — | 
black for the Athenian contingent, suggest- | 
ing repressiveness; colors for everyone else | 
— it seems an artifice that straitjackets | 
rather than opens up the text. 

But Shakespeare is about acting, and the 
Commonwealth has actors. Delivery tends 
to be on the strident side — or is that the 
fault of the unavoidable microphones? 
Otherwise the quartet who play the lovers 
— Jason Fisher, D’metrius Conley- 
Williams, Kwana A.L. Martinez, Emma 
Roberts — bring an unusual degree of 
feeling to their roles; and Conley-Williams 
even gets some sit-com humor into his 
Lysander. They receive good support from 
Faran Tahir’s militant Theseus/Oberon, | 
Siobhan Brown’s sensuous Hippolyta/Tita- 
nia, and James Sobol’s A-is-for-attitude 
Puck. The show is stolen, though, by the 
Athenian rustics who put on Pyramus and 
Thisby for the wedding of Theseus and 
Hippolyta: Liam Sullivan’s Francis Flute, 
primping and preening outrageously when 
he gets the role of Thisby; Anthony Cis- | 
taro’s Robin Starveling, who goes “YES” 
when he gets the (apparently coveted) role 
of Thisby’s mother; John-Andrew Morri- 
son’s Snug the Joiner, a pussycat of a Lion; 
William Young’s Tom Stout, whose dead- 
pan Wall had the audience in stitches; vet- 
eran Boston actor Ed Yopchick’s authorita- 
tive-down-to-the-last-detail Nick Bottom; 
and ART Senior Actor Jeremy Geidt, 
whose hilarious Peter Quince is living 
proof that there are no small roles. 

Director Maler makes innumerable subtle 
contributions. When Theseus, after render- 
ing judgment on Hermia, orders Hippolyta 
to follow him, she remains rooted to her 
spot — her comment on the injustice of | 
what she’s just witnessed. And when | 
Oberon and Titania are quarreling over the | 
changeling page they both want, Maler has 
the men and women of their respective 
bands fraternize behind their backs. Best of | 
all, he’s pruned the play (you can hardly 
tell) down to two hours plus intermission, 
putting it in the range of everyone’s atten- 
tion span. When the fairies set up a May- 
pole (the play culminates on May Day) in 
the midst of the audience, it’s a not-so-sub- 
tle reminder that Shakespeare was, and 
should still be, for the people. Q 
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heartier fare of Alan Bennett’s Bed Among the Lentils to perfection. 


keeper who prefers that she be fully sentient 
when he beds her on the lentil-strewn floor 
of his storeroom. After he leaves town, she 
stays sober and attends AA but is more mis- 
erable than ever. “I never liked one church,” 
she moans, “and I ended up going to two.” 
If the evening wrapped up there, you 
might describe the part of Susan as the ul- 
timate Plum role, one that showcases her 
fine timing and draws on her ample talent 
for both comedy and drama. But in the fi- 
nal piece Plum proves that there’s no such 
thing as a Plum role: if she can play Louis 
in Keith Curren’s bizarre and moving The 
Sidekick, she can play almost anyone. The 
part could hardly be more rigorous: Louis, 
the surviving member of a pair of male 
Siamese twins joined at the hip, is both 
physically and mentally challenged, unable 
to hold himself erect or speak without con- 
stant slurring and stammering. Through- 


out the piece, he clings awkwardly to a set 
of parallel bars, struggling fiercely to stand 
on his feet for the first time. ‘His physical 
travails mirror his psychological ones. A 
lifelong sidekick to his recently deceased 
other half, an outgoing and more able 
wiseguy named Cliff, Louis is desperately 
trying to find the strength to continue on 
his own. 

In summary his story can sound ludi- 
crous, and it could easily play that way. But | 
Plum gives Louis a dignity that demands re- 
spect and allows the audience to laugh with- 
out laughing at him as he recalls Cliff's high 
jinks. When Plum doffs her cap during her 
curtain call, still wearing Louis’s baggy blue 
sweats and mannish make-up, the effect is 
almost shocking. The surprise at that point 
isn’t that Plum could so completely become 
the character. Rather, it’s that Louis could 
be anyone other than himself. Q

Joy to the world 


This guerrilla writer gives 
a unique voice to rock and roll

amden Joy is probably 

the freshest voice to 

write about rock and roll 

since the last gasps of 

Lester Bangs’s carbure- 

tor dung rantings. But I wouldn’t call him 

a rock critic (though he has written as a 

critic under various pseudonyms in alter- 

native publications like LA Reader, San 

Francisco’s BAM, and Puncture, in Port- 

land, Oregon). And even the freewheeling 

Bangs’s screeds — which have, for better 

and worse, influenced a generation of rock 

critics — don’t quite hint at what Camden 
Joy is about. 

Joy has Bangs’s Beat-era love of bop- 


| ping rhythmic prosody, wild rhetorical 








swings, and unapologetic subjectivity, 
but the shape of his work is closer to po- 
etry or fiction than journalism. Think of 
Nicholson Baker’s paean to John Updike, 
U and I (Random House), Frank 
O’Hara’s poem about Billie Holiday, 
“The Day Lady Died,” or Geoff Dyer’s 
recent book about jazz musicians, But 
Beautiful (North Point Press). These 
pieces aren’t exactly critical, or histori- 
cal, though they contain elements of crit- 
icism and history. As Updike supposedly 
said about U and I, they’re really about 
how we construct artists in our imagina- 
tion, how they live in our own lives. 
These days, rock criticism can go bad 
in a couple of ways. You can get super- 
serious overanalytic accounts of pop that 


| read like a review of the latest Robert 


Musil translation in the New York Times 
Book Review (not even book reviews 
should be that dull). Or you can get 


fanzine pap, all gossipy and impression- 
istic, where everything is assumed and 
nothing is described. (The worst Bangs 
disciples can make you very grateful for 
the straight musical descriptions in the 
daily Times.) 

Guerrilla writer Camden Joy is a 
unique voice — a weird amalgamation of 
social critics like Bangs and Greil Mar- 
cus who have used rock and roll as their 
lens, and writers like Dyer, Baker, and, 
yes, even O’Hara. Thus far, he has writ- 
ten several unpublished novels (one 
about Liz Phair, another about Camper 
Van Beethoven, another about the city of 
Trenton, New Jersey). But what brought 
him to light a few months back were 
three pamphlets that he published with 
two small press publishers in New York 
and Portland. There were two 8000- 
word pamphlets, one about Frank Black 
(The Greatest Record Album Ever Told) 
and another about Al Green (The Great- 
est Record Album Singer That Ever Was). 
The third, The Lost Manifestoes of Cam- 
den Joy, was a facsimile collection of wall 
posters, supposedly “collected” from 
New York neighborhoods during 1995. 
There’s also a spoken-word tape, Cam- 
den Joy Expresses Teachings and Advoca- 
tions (Rag & Bone Shop). 

Joy hardly bothers to describe music at 
all. (That’s okay, musical description 
isn’t the forte of Marcus, either.) He 
goes straight for the music’s inner life, 
its personality, its manifestations in the 
singers and lyrics, and how it translates 
into his own life. But Joy is at least as 
erudite as Marcus, and he favors parod- 
ic, Biblical cadences. If some critics can 
compare music only to other music or, 
worse, Manchester band’ to other 
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Manchester bands, Joy’s frame of refer- 
ence and imaginative leaps are limitless. 
In one of the manifestoes, he compares 
Helium lead singer Mary Timony to a 
Russian poet who committed suicide, 
castigating himself all the while. (“It is 
always imprecise, dreadful, wrong, evil, 
stupid and unjust and filled with sin to 
compare literature to music and quote 
one in the hopes of arguing the other, 
but here I am to do it.”) His ode to Al 
Green begins with a fanciful description 
of the origins of propaganda in Nazi 
Germany, then goes on to meditate on 
the contaminated connotations of the 
words black and white, and the fear of 
miscegenation. His Frank Black piece is 
couched as a protest at Frank’s being 
dropped by his label after the release of 
1994’s Teenager of the Year 
(Elektra/4AD). It refers to Nixon and 
Watergate, the Romanovs, the Bible, 
Herodotus, the Three Stooges, Gram 
Parsons, William Mulholland, Einstein, 
Stravinsky and Diaghilev, Thoreau, 
Edgar Allan Poe, and the CIA. 

Joy is willfully erroneous. He makes up 
Frank Black’s biography. He “quotes” 
non-existent reviews. He “forgets” album 
titles (“a record album called ROSA 
something”), and his autobiographical 
revelations are always suspect. In one 
manifesto, he introduces himself as a 
former heroin addict, a “confession” that 
sounds right off like a lie, in the sense 
that all fiction is a lie, and the heroin ad- 
dict a persona that allows him better ac- 
cess to the experience of a Son Volt al- 
bum. Or, at least, that persona is the 
only means by which he can explain the 
experience of the album. 

For Joy, context is all. That’s what 
aligns his work with poetry and fiction 
— or pop songs. His pieces are self- 
contained worlds that exist almost inde- 
pendently of the music and people they 
describe. In one manifesto he calls for 
the death of Freedy Johnston, “Bring 
me the (fat) head of Fred Fatzer.” In 
another, Joy grapples with the persona 
of Timony, one of those odd fixations 
that seems to have grasped.a few other 
male rock critics from time to time. “Of 
all of today’s tired bands of noise that 
nobody notices,” he asks, “why should 
your particular one compel me so utter- 
ly?” And he comes up with some pretty 
convincing answers, among them the 
link to the Russian poet Marina Tsve- 
tayeva. “You bear identical initials, the 
same bite and disinterest in theatrical 
falsity, the same self-destructive stub- 
bornness.” 

Like all first-person fictions, Joy’s es- 
says/stories are about subjectivity, in 
which the “I” is the protagonist. But the 
antagonist is not always clear: the rock- 
and-roll singer, the reader, the modern 
world as personified by the Romanovs, 
the Advertocracy, or the Western Exter- 
minator Co., which looms outside his 
apartment window in Southern Califor- 
nia as he writes 
The Greatest Rec- 
ord Album Ever 
Told. And he must 
convince us that 
Teenager of the 
Year is the greatest 
record album ever 
told. His story un- 
folds, the pressure 
increases with ev- 
ery turn in the nar- 
rative: he mourns 
for his lost girl- 
friend (“blossom- 
faced Shaleese”), 
writes all night as 
the dawn ap- 
proaches and he 
faces his shit job in 
a liquor store. But 
he persists in his 
argument.

t “loomed high

his back he hid a big tool and tiny neon 
mice blinked along the facade racing to 
get away but automatically they circled 
back to get squashed by that imperialist 
caricature, that cartoon capitalist with 
the oversized hammer.” 

The Western Exterminator Co. is a 
self-conscious parody of capitalist tyran- 
ny, but a convincing one. It’s anything 
that squashes the individual — crushing

Frank  Black’s contract 
individualist, the UFO-obsessed singer 
who steadfastly “does NOT the dictum 
follow: ‘Write What You Know’ but 
rather educates himself and proceeds to 
catalogue ALL THAT HE DID NOT 
KNOW.” In place of the autobiographi- 





cal mutterings of more conventional rock | 
singer-songwriters (“most record albums | 


make dull stories as they only star the 
singer and his feelings”),

disguises his face and limbs behind every | 
lyric, telling us nothing. From hearing | 


his records we learn no details of Frank 
Blank’s life, whether he is married or di- 
vorced, has some children or some par- 


ents or the blues, looks forward to the | 


weekend, likes sports.” Instead we hear 
rock songs about Pong (“Whatever Hap- 
pened to Pong”), the Three Stooges 
(“Two Reeler”), and Los Angeles Chief 


Engineer William Mulholland (“Ole Mul- | 


holland”). 


Desperate to prove his case, Joy un- 


knots the album’s references and weaves 
his own, on into the morning, even de- 
fending Black’s UFO jones by enumerat- 
ing his own vague evidence (“the air- 
borne things observed by Fain Cole in 
Anniston, Alabama 8 July, in Wheeling 
by Mrs. Jess Jarrell of 1313 Lind Street, 
in Indio by Mrs. Pauline Watts .. . ”). 
The dawn breaks,

But his moral serious- 
ness — which rarely deflects his sense 
of humor — ignites his lyric imagery 
and linguistic virtuosity.

And Boston bands heed 
the cry for the Mac fest

EW YORK — Some- 

times the line between 

New York and Boston 

can get pretty blurry. 

Consider this setting: 
we're hanging out in a two-story rock club 
in a neighborhood filled with students, bo- 
hos, and winos. There are Boston acoustic 
acts (Melissa Ferrick, Jennifer Jackson) 
playing upstairs, and Q Divi- 
sion-associated bands (Ex- 
panding Man, Talking to An- 
imals) downstairs. Booking 
agent Dana McDonald, late 
of T.T. the Bear’s Place, is 
running around looking hap- 
pily stressed as usual. But the 
local heroes who frequent 
this club aren't Peter Wolf or 
Mark Sandman; they’re Joey 
Ramone and the guys in D 
Generation. And we're not in Central 
Square; we're in the St. Mark’s Place 
hotspot Coney Island High. 

Visiting this club was the highlight of a 
New York visit last week to participate in 
Gig '96, a Macintosh mishmosh of an 
event. Despite the computer sponsorship 
and the event’s name (it stands for Global 
Internet Gathering), the week-long she- 
bang amounts to a much scaled-down ver- 


sion of the now-shamed (and deceased) 
New Music Seminar — without the end- 
less stream of self-serving panel discus- 
sions, and without a lot of big-name acts 
in the club showcases (Henry Rollins, who 
does a spoken-word show, is as big as it 
gets). Instead the shows are divided be- 
tween regional-level indie bands and as yet 
unestablished major-label acts. This makes 
for a fairly large Boston presence; about 
two dozen local bands are here, including 
many unsigned ones (Groovasaurus, Shiva 
Speedway, Sarah Greenwood). But the 
multimedia content is pretty much a bust, 
unless your idea of a technological future 


involves rock clubs setting up terminals ~ 


outside the bathroom. 

Actually, the.first Boston-area act I 
catch in New York is Kristin Hersh, 
who’s part of a Sweet Relief benefit Sun- 
day at the Bottom Line (a mid Village 
club that looks and feels like the pre- 
facelift Paradise). The organization, 
which pays the medical bills of musicians

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without health care (and has recently 
thrown some funds to our own Willie 
Alexander), is about to follow up its 
1993 Victoria Williams benefit/tribute 
with a volume devoted to Vic Chesnutt, 
the wry and irascible Athens singer/ 
songwriter who’s been confined to a 
wheelchair since a driving mishap several 
years ago. Both Vics are on stage for 
most of the night, which includes guest 
shots by Garbage, Cracker, Sparklehorse 
frontmen David Lowery and Mark Link- 
ous (singing each other’s 
songs), Giant Sand’s Howe 
Gelb, and a low-key Bob 
Mould (who plays rhythm 
guitar with Chesnutt and 
does some very tentative 
drumming on the group fi- 
nale). Hersh and Chesnutt 
also harmonize on “Cuck- 
00” while Williams plays 
harmonica. A charming, in- 
formal spirit rules the night 
— at least until the Counting Crows’ 


Adam Duritz shows up with his brand of 


long-suffering over-emoting. 

The audience seems at least half-Bosto- 
nian the following night, when Come share 
a Mercury Lounge bill with Steve Wynn, 
who plays his first gig with his new band 
including Rich Gilbert on lead guitar (they 
also play a short set at the Middle East the 
next night), doing mostly material from his

new Melting in the Dark (Zero Hour), 
which features Come on back-up. If any- 
thing, Gilbert’s playing is even flashier 
than it was at the Zulus reunion last 
month; after the night’s first solo Wynn 
announces, “I’m astounded too, and I’ve 
just met the guy.” The set closes with 
Come’s Thalia Zedek and Chris Brokaw 
joining Gilbert on guitars for a proudly ex- 
cessive version of the old Dream Syndicate 
number “Days of Wine and Roses,” with 
Wynn delivering this kicker: “Thanks; 
we’re the Outlaws.” 

Most of the Boston-related action takes 
place at Coney Island High, which is just 
a few blocks from Joey Ramone’s house 
and has been the site of a glam/garage/ 
early-punk circuit over the past few years 
— all likely to continue now that T.T.’s 
alumnus Dana McDonald has taken over 


booking. The club’s atmosphere is about 


right for such a scene. Taking a look at 
the dim red lights that serve for upstairs 
atmosphere, acoustic singer Jennifer 
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Jackson (who was a regular at the Middle 
East bakery before coming to New York; 
she’s since recorded a demo with noted 
UK eccentric Wreckless Eric) notes that, 
“It looks like a regular strip club in here.” 
One night sees a well-attended Orbit/ 
Scarce/Gigolo Aunts showcase spon- 
sored by A&M, which has signed the first 
two bands on that list and is apparently 
hoping to snag the third. 

Waiting for Talking to Animals to ar- 
rive at the club the next afternoon, | spot 
a familiar face soundchecking upstairs: 
Reid Paley, who used to front one of 
Boston’s more challenging bands, the 
Five (best remembered, perhaps, for their 
stickers that showed a foot being sliced 
off). After moving to New York and lying 
low for a few years, Paley has begun to 
re-emerge, with a. recent single on Sub 
Pop and a few opening dates with Frank 
Black last spring. 

Looking mellower these days, Paley is 
politely testing the mike, strumming some 
intro chords with his acoustic guitar; then 
he opens his mouth and a Beefheart/Tom 
Waits torrent comes spilling out. A while 
later I can still hear it halfway across the 
downstairs street. Later that night I catch 
him in the audience, where he’s nursing a 
whiskey and playing the town cynic. 

“Yes, it’s true — I’ve become one of 
those characters I used to write about 
when I was 19.” Where has he been since 
the late ’80s? “I was in-a bad mood for a 
few years. I used to sing shit for my cats, 
then all my cats died and I had to come 
out again.” Future plans include another 
Sub Pop single, “and | want to get a CD 
out before the millennium. With my luck, 
though, by the time I release a CD every- 
one will be listening to Billy Corgan’s kid. 
And he'll be doing yet another ripoff of the 
Pixies.” 

On the subject of hard-luck stories, 
perennial upstarts Talking to Animals are 
dealing with a sudden change of career 
schedules. Their show this week was 





meant to support Manhole — a moody, 
edgy and fine disc produced by Mike Den- 
neen — which had an early-August release 
date and has already been sent on CD to 
the press. But they're fresh from a label 
meeting where it’s been decided that the 
album needs time to be set up. The plan is 
to release an EP first; but Talking to Ani- 
mals don’t have any extra material in the 
can and don’t want to pull songs off the 
album. And they’re a bit dubious about 
recording new material before the album 
comes out (if they recorded an EP, it 
would feature new drummer Mike 
Levesque, rather than longtime member 
Jay Bellerose, who plays on the album). 
The good news is that Columbia seems de- 
voted to the band (singer Juliana Nash 
says the label envisions a slow, Jeff Buck- 
ley—type set-up), but now it’s uncertain 
whether Manhole will come out this year, 
and whether it will be released in its origi- 
nal form. 

Sounds like a case of paying dues, I 
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suggest. “Yeah, but we’ve got enough 
dues paid for 14 bands,” notes guitarist 
Thomas Juliano. Because the album 
shows a moodier side of the band than 
comes out on stage (“Kind of creepy for 
really nice people like us,” Nash sug- 
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gests), they’re proud of it and want to | 


leave it intact. Still, the advance CDs now 
circulating may be different from what 
eventually comes out. “That way they'll 
really go over big at Nuggets,” bassist 
Greg Porter adds. 

Talking to Animals draw a healthy 
crowd for an energetic set that night. 
But along with the Philadelphia-based 
all-teen band Trip 66 — who sound as 
if they should have been on a Simple 
Machines compilation three years ago 
— the night’s biggest industry buzz 
goes to Q Division/Columbia signees 
Expanding Man, who I'll maintain are 
the most blatant Pearl Jam bandwagon 
jumpers ever to come out of Boston. 
Which isn’t to say there aren’t some 
nice song hooks and guitar textures go- 
ing on. If you close your eyes and filter 
out the singer’s angst-ridden blue-jean- 
model presence, they also sound a little 
like recent, harmony-enhanced Aero- 
smith. Then again, the same thing can 
be said for Pearl Jam. 

Better to head upstairs, where Melissa 
Ferrick is playing a set of mostly new ma- 
terial. Ferrick’s material may not be as in- 


tensely angry as it once was — fair 
enough, since one song per career about 
your father’s alcoholism is plenty — but 


the twisted emotions still ring true, and 
her material’s taken on stronger rock lean- 
ings (as one wag in the audience notes, 
“she plays like a female Pete Towns- 
hend”). Although label-less at the moment, 
she'll be back. 

| wrap up the following night with a trip 
back to the Mercury Lounge, where Char- 
lie Chesterman is performing for nine peo- 
ple. It’s so quiet that you can héar it when 
he and the band decide to stop one song 
and whistle a chorus instead of playing it. 
Chesterman appears unflapped, however, 
doing heartfelt country rock for whoever 
happens to be around to hear it. Just like 
at home.

MORE BLUESTIME. For my money, 
there aren’t enough bands around nowa- 
days with theme songs. Remember, for ex- 
ample, the “Hello There” song that Cheap 
Trick used to open shows with — “Hello 
there, ladies and gentlenten, are you ready 
to rock”? The Jay Geils/Magic Dick band 
Bluestime have a song in that vein (written 
by bassist Mudcat Ward); it opens their 
new album (Little Car Blues, on Rounder), 
and it began their CD-release show at the 
House of Blues last week. “Hey brother, 
we're Bluestime, and it’s blues time now,” 
sings Magic Dick against a jolly shuffle 
beat, going on to call each band member 
out for solos. Borderline cheesy, perhaps, 
but I admit to being a sucker for this kind 
of thing. 

Both the show and the album demon- 
strate that these fellows are moving along 
toward their original goal of being a blues 
outfit that allows for jazz-inspired feel and 
improvisation. There's more fluidity in 
their step, more swing in their approach, 
and more diversity in their material (which 
now manages to leave Chicago every so 
often). And Dick’s lead vocals, which were 
the weak link on the band’s debut, are now 
quite passable; as a singer he still relies 
more on personality than vocal range, but 
he’s come a long way. Of course the band 
haven't totally shaken their arena-blooze 
roots, and it would be a mistake if they 
did. You go partly to hear Geils let rip with 
superflash guitar solos, and he’s more than 
happy to oblige. As for Magic Dick’s har- 
monica playing, I'll call up the words of 
the late Rich Cromonic: “For once | mean 
it as a true compliment when I say that 
this guy really blows.”

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DWIGHT YOAKAM: 
BIG BOSS MAN 


In today’s Nashville. scene, which is 
dominated by middle-of-the-road 
| styles and Middle American clichés, 
there is no more unexpected super- 
star than Dwight Yoakam, who 
played Great Woods last Saturday 
night. This Kentucky-born, Califor- 
nia-bred enigma started his career as 
a hard-ass hillbilly purist, but in the 
90s he has transformed himself into 
a far slyer and more imaginative for- 
malist; he’s moved from being an 
artist devoted to a particular style to 
one devoted to style itself. He started 
the transformation in 1990 with /f 
There Was a Way and proved its 
commercial potential in 1993 with 
the double-platinum breakthrough 
This Time. But on the subtle, com- 
pact, eclectic Gone (all on Reprise), 
he has completely melded surface and 
substance in a love-song exercise that 


| effortlessly shifts among R&B, pop, 


and country formulas. 

As you might expect from such a 
cross-pollination, the album luxuri- 
ates in the sound of the ’60s, a stan- 

| dard fixation among Nashville’s most 
adventurous Baby Boomers (Jim 
Lauderdale, the Mavericks, Rodney 
| Crowell, Stacy Dean Campbell). One 
song has a riff that recalls the Yard- 
birds, another boasts a chorus that 
sounds like prime Stax/Volt, a third 
trips along like a Bert Berns bubble- 
gum classic, and all of them twang 
with echoes of Buck Owens and 


| Merle Haggard. The overall effect is 


as expert and exuberant as Marshall 
Crenshaw’s debut, or the dBs’ Stands 
for Decibels, or maybe Nick Lowe's 
Labour of Lust — willful pop albums 


| in the thrall of a complex tradition 


once removed. 

Of course, Gone was made not for 
the cozy new-wave circuit circa 1980 
but for the messy fringes of today’s 
country market. At Great Woods, 
4500 fans showed up to hear him 
support the album in a one-night stop 
on an ambitious four-month tour. It 
was easy to rationalize why the atten- 


| dance was well below the venue’s 
| 20,000 capacity: New England is still 


country music’s weak spot. Still, the 
small, older-looking audience ap- 
peared to represent a wide range of.

dience, Boston Harbor Commuter 
Service “gallery girl” Sheila Santry 
and her postal-worker friend Jeanne 
Nhele like Yoakam simply because he 
has a good beat and crossover appeal. 
As Sheila put it, “You wouldn’t catch 
me at a Charlie Daniels concert.” 

A Charlie Daniels concert it wasn’t. 
On stage, Yoakam’s formalism trans- 
lated as raw sex. With his cowboy hat 
pulled low on his brow and his 
leather pants wrapped tight around 
his legs and groin, he signaled pure 
male virility as he bumped and 
ground, slid and shimmied to the 
music. (“Finally!” cried my date 
when, after 15 or 17 songs, Dwight 
shifted his guitar so she could briefly 
see everyone’s source of inspiration.) 
Yoakam was cool, professional, and 
unknowable as he strung the songs 
together with barely any pause or 
comment. But with the help of some 
funky videos projected on back 
screens and the bold, unusual leads 
of his longtime guitarist/ producer, 
Pete Anderson, the music took off 
anyway. By the end, the crowd were 
out of their seats and dancing, a cou- 
ple of girls had rushed the stage, and 
Dwight, for.a brief second, flashed a 
smile. He earned the evening’s two 
Elvis covers, no sweat.

THE AUTEURS: 
SICK BOY 
If you’re going to release an album 
called After Murder Park (Hut/Caro- 
line) and'include songs like “Un- 
solved Child Murder,” “Everything 
You Say Will Destroy You,” and 
“Child Bride,” you'd better have a 
good explanation. “I was pretty para- 
noid while writing the album,” recalls 
Auteurs singer and songwriter Luke 
Haines, downing a Guinness in a pub 
near his North London home. “It was 
born out of the situation,” he says 
about the band’s third release. 

The situation was this: in a bid to 
free himself from the band’s tour in 
Spain, Haines jumped from a 15-foot 
wall — “trying to duplicate the old- 
fashioned hobbling operation” — 
and broke both ankles. He stayed in a 
wheelchair for most of the writing of 
Murder Park, which might explain the 
intensely introspective, almost claus- 
trophobic feeling of the lyrics. On 
Murder Park, nothing escapes his 
roving eye, including religion. “Bud- 
dha,” a short, buzzsaw guitar tune, 
includes sarcastic birthday wishes to 
the god. “I hate Buddha,” he ex- 
plains. “I hate everything Buddha 


represents. Buddhism’s become 
chic.” 

“Unsolved Child Murder,” on the 
other hand, is tied closely to the song 
for which the album was named, a 
jangly, French-horn-layered, two- 
part tale of a child who disappeared 
from Haines’s neighborhood when he 
was younger, and the child convers- 
ing with the parents from the after- 
life: “Darling, I will always love you, 
lying in a shallow grave.” 

This is pop music? From the Au- 
teurs, yes, it is, with qualifications. “I 
don’t think we write regular pop 
Songs,” says Haines. “ ‘Unsolved 
Child Murder’ is not a regular pop 
song. We released it as our Christmas 
single. To me, it should have been a 
big hit. And it is skewed in a horrible 
English-provincial-reality way, about 
how to get out of this humdrum exis- 
tence. I thought there were a lot of 
records made recently with the atti- 
tude of ‘Ho ho, we're English,’ this 
Brit-pop exercise. We’ve got towards 
the end of the ’90s and we're still 
sold on the idea of four or five mop- 
top guys going over in a plane, ‘Hi, 
we’re Oasis.’ We are in the same po- 
sition we were 30 years ago. The 
bands that sound like Gerry and the 
Pacemakers.” 

The Auteurs (who include 
cellist/keyboardist James Banbury, 
bassist Alice Readman, and drummer 
Barney Crockford) have no fear of 
earning that description. Since the 
release of their debut, New Wave 
(Caroline), in 1993, they have fought 
pigeonholing with eclectic variety. 
They can sound like a rougher, an- 
grier Kinks (thanks to Steve Albini’s 
production on songs like After Mur- 
der Park’s feedback-heavy “Light Air- 
craft on Fire”) or a sweeter, more or- 
chestral T-Rex (“Married to a Lazy 
Lover”). And always their warped 
sense of humor adds an eccentric 
twist, whether they’re singing about 
showgirls on their debut or the “New 
Brat in Town” on their latest. 

But Hootie they’re not. The Au- 
teurs are about a more subtle pop 
performance, for in the end, though 
not mop-tops, they're still a pop 
band. Reconciling clever lyrics and 
difficult topics with pretty, complex 
melodies and harmony, however, is 
not the sort of thing that sells a lot of 
records; in the Auteurs’ case, it 
seems, that means 20,000, tops, in 
any country. 

“In any given culture there is this 


‘limited number of people who are in- 


terested in us,” says Haines dryly. 
But, he adds, it doesn’t bother him. 
“We're very much out on our own. 
The Auteurs feels like this kind of is- 
land off the island, and like a big 
wave we keep coming back again, 50 
yards offshore. Which is kind of the 
way | like it.”

More money 
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The Sex Pistols live up 
to their own live buzz

he Sex Pistols, as Gre Mar- 
cus observed in a review of 
their final show, in San 
Francisco on January 14, 
1978, made more history 
than music in their brief, explosive career. 
They left behind a provocative legacy of 
chaos that would take longer to sort 
through than their hopelessly tangled fi- 
nances, and a legend that would continue 
to grow and fester like an untreated sore 
on the backside of Western culture long 
after a disgusted Johnny Rotten asked the 
San Francisco crowd, “Ever feel like 
you've been cheated?” 

The Sex Pistols also made one of the 
best rock-and-roll albums of all time (Nev- 





| er Mind the Bollocks — Here's the Sex Pis- 


tols), but they’re remembered less for the 
songs they wrote than for the role they 
played as the renegade standard bearers of 
the international punk conspiracy that 
Never Mind the Bollocks seemed to ignite. 
All of which makes it difficult to take seri- 
ously Filthy Lucre Live (Virgin), the new, 
live Sex Pistols album that’s due out on 
July 30, or even the very concept of what's 
looking to be a well-orchestrated Sex Pis- 
tols reunion summer tour. 

But first, the dirty facts of the matter: 
Filthy Lucre Live was recorded just over a 
month ago, on June 23 at England’s Fins- 
bury Park in front of 30,000 spectators. It 
features the four original Pistols — gui- 
tarist Steve Jones, drummer Paul Cook, 
bassist Glen Matlock, and, of course, the 
artist formerly known as John Lydon — 
bashing out the same set of tunes they 
might have played on the ’78 tour if they'd 
been capable of playing a set at the time. 

The disc includes all of the 11 tracks 
from Never Mind the Bollocks; it’s round- 
ed out by two B-sides, “Did You No 
Wrong” and “Satellite,” and one cover, 
“(I’m Not Your) Steppin’ Stone.” It was 
produced by Never Mind the Bollocks pro- 


| ducer Chris Thomas. And it comes out on 


the eve of a Sex Pistols US tour that will 


| bring them to Great Woods on August 10. 


The good news, at least for anyone 


| who's planning on attending one of those 


shows, is that after all these years the Pis- 


| tols definitely do not suck. Even allowing 


for the technological advances of the past 
20 years, these are probably the best live 
recordings the band have ever made. They 


| also beat the hell out of the version of “An- 


archy in the UK” that Megadeth were do- 
ing circa 1988. Sure, the Pistols rhythm 
section feels a bit stiff on the first few 
tracks (“Bodies,” “Seventeen,” and “New 


York”). But with Matlock on board at least 
they’ve got a rhythm section, something 
they lacked after he was replaced by the 
late Sid Vicious, a guy known mainly to 
use his bass as either a prop or a weapon. 

Jones, who is quoted in the Lydon auto- 
biography Rotten: No Irish — No Blacks 
— No Dogs as admitting that he didn't 
know how to play guitar when the band 
formed, has spent the last decade honing 
his chops in LA, where he’s done session 
work with Iggy Pop and Guns N’ Roses. 
So he has little trouble re-creating the 
metallic, wall-of-guitar assault that but- 
tressed Never Mind the Bollocks. And 
though Cook was last spotted drumming 
behind Bananarama in 1992, he can still 
pick up the pace for the Pistols. But, as al- 
ways, a disproportionate share of the 
band’s obligation to shock, outrage, or 
otherwise offend falls on Rotten, and it’s 
really a hopeless mission. Although he 
half-heartedly baits the audience between 
songs, even he knows that using the word 
“fuck” in public or proclaiming oneself the 
“antichrist” doesn’t carry the weight it 
once did. 

Writing in 1989, in the book Lipstick 
Traces, Marcus could still reason that 
“rock ‘n’ roll has not yet caught up with” 
the song “Anarchy in the UK.” That’s a 
claim he couldn’t make three years later, 
when he wrote the introduction to Ranters 
& Crowd Pleasers, because Nirvana had 
just changed the face of popular music in 
America and the world and it seemed: the 
“no future” Rotten had predicted a decade 
and a half earlier was finally coming to 
pass. Rotten makes no effort to deny that 
the Sex Pistols are back to collect some 
royalties from an alternative nation that 
they planted the seeds for in '76. He's al- 
ways had a knack for pre-empting the crit- 
ics, with lyrics like “We're so pretty, oh so 
pretty, we’re vacant” and songs like “Sev- 
enteen” (“I'm a lazy sod”). And he’s done 
it again, by christening this the “Filthy Lu- 
cre” tour and taunting the audience at 
Finsbury Park with the refrain “Fat, 40, 
and back” on the intro to “No Feelings.” 

“The Sex Pistols,” as Marcus points out 
in Lipstick Traces, “were a commercial 
proposition . . . launched to change the 


music business and make money off the | 
change.” They were cheated out of most | 


of the cash. But Never Mind the Bollocks 
still gives me chills because it documents a 
sea change that has become ingrained, fic- 
tionalized, and sensationalized in the an- 
nals of our culture — and because it 
rocks. If Filthy Lucre is any indication, 
then the Sex Pistols are going to be mak- 
ing more music than history this time 
around — and more money, too. Q

Alice unplug 


Seattle’s heaviest band 


lighten up for MTV

here’s something inherently 
funny about the idea of Alice 
in Chains performing an un- 
plugged version of their epic 
“Sludge Factory.” And Alice 
in Chains are not a band who specialize in 
“funny.” Since 1992, when they released 
the bone-rattling, soul-crushing Dirt, 
they've settled in as perhaps the heaviest, 
darkest, most oppressively downcast 


mega-rock outfit to scale the heights of 


Mount St. Grunge. Their metallic archi- 
tecture of doom is usually fashioned from 
guitarist Jerry Cantrell’s molten, bottom- 
heavy riffs, thundering drums, rumbling 
bass, and lyrics that delve morbidly into 
the horrors of heroin addiction, moody 
self-loathing, and plain old death. On one 
of their catchiest songs, “Down in a 
Hole,” Layne Staley contemplates being 
buried alive. When he sings “Down in a 
hole and I don’t know if I can be 
saved/See my heart | decorate it like a 
grave” in a wrenching, nasal-inflected 
wail, there’s no trace of humor. 

“Down in a Hole” is one of 13 tracks 
featured on the whopping 71-minute-long, 
surprisingly effective Unplugged that 
Columbia is set to release on this Tuesday. 
And though it reportedly took six takes to 
get things right when the session was taped 
for an MTV special in front of a select au- 
dience at the Brooklyn Academy of Music’s 
Majestic Theatre back in January, “Sludge 
Factory” also made the cut. Bassist Mike 
Inez and drummer Sean Kinney slyly ac- 
knowledge the incongruity of performing 
one of their more densely churning num- 


bers sans overdrive by leading into the tune 
with a short snippet of another heavy-rock- 
er that’s hard to imagine unplugged, 
Metallica’s “Enter Sandman.” (The joke is 
a lot funnier once you're aware that Metal- 
lica’s James Hetfield, Lars Ulrich, and Kirk 
Hammett were all in the audience at the 
Majestic Theatre.) 

Unplugged isn’t the first time Alice in 
Chains have lightened their grunge-alloy 
payload. In fact, it’s sort of in keeping with 
an AIC tradition that started with Sap, a 
four-song, mostly acoustic disc that came 
out after 1990's Facelift finally went gold 
in 92, and continued with Jar of Flies, an 
eclectic, post-Dirt EP that featured the 
jangly radio-friendly unit seller “No Ex- 
cuses.” Ironically, “No Excuses” ends up 
as one of the least compelling tracks on 
Unplugged. It really doesn’t sound all that 
different from the original studio version 
— which only emphasizes the absence of 
Cantrell’s tasteful electric-guitar flourishes 
at the end of each verse. The same goes 
for Sap’s soulful “Brother” and brooding 
“Got Me Wrong.” Both were acoustically 
based from the get-go, so it’s no big deal 
to hear them played that way again, 
though they both show that time and tour- 
ing have taught Staley a great deal about 
how to use his powerfully clenched voiced 
in ways that don’t resemble Axl Rose. 

“Sludge Factory” and “Down in a 
Hole,” on the other hand, are the kind of 
songs that take on a whole new dimension 
when you take away the Marshall stacks. 
And that is, after all, the point of this 
whole goddamn unplugged business. 
There’s nothing special about Tracy Chap- 
man unplugged or even Cowboy Junkies 
unplugged. (They were barely “plugged” 
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decibel overload of grunge gets 


abandoned for the high discipline of genuine musicianship. 


to begin with.) But the massive howling 
bulk of Alice in Chains’ “Sludge Factory” 
reduced to a strum-along campfire tune? 
Now that’s something the alternative na- 
tion can sink its little teeth into. 

Actually, the tunes on Unplugged retain 
much of their original weight even without 
extra amplification. There’s just no way to 
diminish the gravity of those mournful 
baroque harmonies from Staley and 
Cantrell, which hang like a noose around 
the defiant hooks of “Down in a Hole” 
and “Rooster.” And the grim, foreboding 
mood of a song like “Angry Chair” doesn’t 
dissipate in the face of an acoustic guitar, 
so don’t count on hearing it on your local 
AAA radio station anytime soon. But un- 
plugging does accentuate the hymnlike 
quality and meditative tone of “Down in a 
Hole,” “Angry Chair,” and even “Sludge 
Factory,” which features Staley emitting 
his spine-tingling imitation of a muezzin’s 
wail over the slow-building intro. And if 


the test of a song’s elemental quality can, 
as many have said, best be judged by how 
well it translates to an acoustic setting, 
then only the haunting “Frogs” comes up 
short — though the electrified version of it 
on this year’s Alice in Chains (Columbia) 
isn’t all that compelling either. 

MTV's Unplugged series has become a 
rite of passage of sorts for platinum-level 
modern rockers in the past few years. It’s 
something we’ve come to expect from a 
band of Alice in Chains’ commercial 
stature (and from aging rockers like Eric 
Clapton and Rod Stewart, who are looking 
to reconnect with a younger audience). | 
For MTV, Unplugged is an opportunity to | 
flex some industry muscle, to show that it | 
can not only get the biggest bands to play | 
but even induce them to leave their amps 
at home. For a group like Alice in Chains, 
it’s an Opportunity to prove their musi- 
cianship, even if it does take a few tries to 
get “Sludge Factory” right. Q

Getting ready for

t a time when ticket prices 
are limited only by the ex- 
tent of a promoter’s greed 
and bookings are stacked 
together according to profit 
| margins, the second annual Vans Warped 
Tour (which swings into the Northampton 
Airport this Tuesday, then moves on to 
Falmouth next Saturday) is an anomaly. 
On its inaugural run last summer, the 
skate-punk music and sports festival actu- 
ally lost money, and this year the promot- 
| ers are just hoping to break even. But more 
important, the festival’s organizers cap- 
tured a slice of rock-and-roll utopia, a 
| place where for a day everyone from musi- 
| cians to athletes to audience seemed to set 
| aside their attitudes and differences. 

Only a handful of the bands playing this 
year have any wide name recognition; for 
every Fishbone, Pennywise, Rocket from 
the Crypt, and NOFX, there’s a Blink- 182, 
Red 5, Sexpod, or Sensefield just breaking 
out. But the Warped Tour transcends the 
sum of its parts — everyone who went to 
last year’s show in Northampton came 
away talking about the intangibles, the 
stark contrast between Lollapalooza’s tense 
and clunky authoritarian stratification and 
Warped’s laid-back, egalitarian vibe. 

And that’s no accident. The Warped 
Tour was created by Kevin Lyman, who 
worked on the first four Lollapaloozas and 
promoted a series of West Coast snow- 
boarding and skateboarding AIDS benefits 
that influenced the Warped Tour’s cross- 
pollination of skateboarding and punk 

| rock. “Basically the idea was to get back to

the original idea of Lollapalooza,” says Ly- 
man, “which was, to me, a break from the 
day-to-day grind of the music business, a 
communal atmosphere where everybody 
works hard to put on a fun show and a 
good day for the kids.” 

To accomplish that goal, Lyman looked to 
Southern California, where skateboarding 
and punk rock have long co-mingled in un- 
derground culture, and in the Transworld 
magazines — Skateboarding, Snowboarding, 
and Warp — that document the scene. At 
the Board-Aid benefit in March 1995, a 
Warp-sponsored benefit for Lifebeat where 
punk-rock bands blared on an outdoor stage 
overlooking a bevy of snowboarders as they 
attacked Big Bear Mountain, Lyman figured 
he'd found what he was looking for. “Sitting 
in the snow looking over the thing, | thought 
it was time to put one of these shows on the 
road before someone who's not part of the 
scene comes in and does it [just] for finan- 
cial gain.” 

“Initially they had hoped to call it “The 
Bomb Tour’ in the spring of °94,” says 
Warp managing editor Mark Woodlief. 
“but then there was that little incident in 
Oklahoma City. And since Warp magazine 
had kinda been the inspiration, they decid- 
ed to call it Warped.” By whatever name, 
it’s a good bet that had Lyman not run 
with the idea, someone else would have. 
For one thing, skatepunk culture — from 
baggy-jeans fashion to the close-knit, trib- 
al brotherhood of the scene — has been 
one of the main tributaries drawn on by 
the “alternative” mainstream as seen ev- 
erywhere from MTV to Kids. And skate- 
boarding itself, after reaching its peak in 
the late 1980s and falling in the early 
1990s, is again enjoying a resurgence. Ac- 
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cording to American Sports Data, Inc., a 
market-research company that monitors 
participation in various sports, there were 
some 6.2 million skaters active in 1995. 

Around the same time the Warped Tour 
came together, at least one other skate- 
board and punk-rock festival was being 
pitched around — by the Mighty Mighty 
Bosstones, who headline this year’s 
Warped shows in the Northeast. (“It was 
an honor to be asked to open [last year’s] 
Lollapalooza,” says Bosstones frontman 
Dickie Barrett, “but the Warped Tour is 
more our style — these are the bands we 
get excited about.”) And you can see the 
tour’s influence at events like ESPN’s trav- 
eling version of the X-Games, which added 
rock bands this year, or WBCN’s River 
Rave, which added a half-pipe populated 
with a Warped-inspired mix of skaters who 
performed while the bands played. 

This year’s edition of “punk-rock sum- 
mer camp,” as Woodlief calls it, promises 
to be even better than last year. They've 
added an amateur skate contest to supple- 
ment the BMX, in-line, and skateboard

Shirai and Holl, Maddalena 
and Ommerle in the Berkshires

he hills that were alive with 
the sound of music last 
weekend were surely the 
Berkshires. In their Tangle- 
wood debut, the extraordi- 
nary mezzo-soprano Mitsuko Shirai and 
her husband, pianist Hartmut H6ll, pre- 
sented an evening of Hugo Wolf songs 


'-and Robert Schumann cycles in the echo 
| chamber of Seiji Ozawa Hall. And down 
| the road, at Jacob’s Pil- 


low, Mark Morris — per- 
haps among all choreog- 
raphers the one most at- 
tracted to vocal music — 
offered four of his most 
appealing dances: Some- 
body's Coming To See Me 
Tonight, set to songs, 
duets, and vocal ensem- 
bles by Stephen Foster; A 
Spell, comedy (and more) 
to a sometimes literally 
Shakespearean group of 
John Wilson songs; and 
Brahms’s first set of Love 


Morris's solo Ten Sugges- 
tions embodies in his 


Bagatelles by Alexander 
da Dowdell’s nimble fin- 


gers). As with Balanchine, 
you could go to a Mark 


| Morris program just to hear the music. 


The closest thing we have in this coun- 
try to a real team of lieder artists is proba- 
bly Joan Morris and William Bolcom. (I'd 
love to hear what Morris can do with a lied 
or chanson alongside her matchless Amer- 
ican theater songs.) Shirai and Hdll offer 
the same kind of teamwork in an even 
more rarefied genre. They complete each 


| other, read each other’s thoughts. One in- 
| delible moment came in the heartstopping 
| postlude to the last song in Schumann's 
| Frauenliebe und -leben (“A Woman's 


Love/A Woman's Life”). Shirai stood star- 
ing off into the music, her memory of the 
opening music of the cycle, when she was 
still the young girl who had just fallen in 
love with the man whom she married and 
had a child with, and who had just died. 
HG6ll played this with supreme delicacy, an 
echo that refused to die yet soon must. In 
her silence, Shirai seemed to be living 
through everything else in the cycle she 
had been singing about. (A burst of 


| thoughtless applause just before the last 


two bars shattered the mood of held- 
breath intimacy.) 
I had some reservations about this cycle. 


| Holl’s non-stop plunge into the stabbing 
| first chord of the final song left no space 


for any transition from the joy of child- 


| birth to the devastation of a sudden death. 


Surely even in Adalbert von Chamisso’s 


| saccharine poems the husband doesn’t 


drop dead the instant his child is born. A 
novel approach that worked better was the 
way Shirai takes the feelings in these songs 
seriously without resorting to an overt, 
acted-out progression from naive young 
woman to mature, ecstatic, then suffering 
adult (a young person’s emotions are as 
real and serious as an adult’s), though the 
cycle can also work the other way. 

Shirai and Hdll opened courageously 
with Schumann's late cycle of poems by 
Mary Stuart as she faces death. With a re- 
gal, declamatory melancholy, at times push- 
ing the borders of propriety, they caught 
the passionate dignity of Schumann's aus- 
tere recitatives — more shapely and rich- 
textured than mere recitative. In Mary’s 


outburst to Elizabeth, Shirai made you feel 
she was speaking to someone she’d known 
all her life, someone she feared and hated 
yet for whom she still had a remnant of un- 
wanted admiration.

The songs weave jazz-pop fusion, uptempo Latin, R&B, 
and a healthy dose of ’70s funk with a New York-style ir- | 
reverence that celebrates diversity while refusing to be pi- 
geonholed. The 10-piece outfit explores the tension be- 
tween different neighborhoods through an interlacing of | 
musical textures, traveling from the South Bronx on a | 
sticky summer day to uptown Manhattan at the stroke of | 
midnight, with subway stops along the way. 
Whether they are baritone-soloing (“Jay Wrestles the | 
Bariconstrictor,” parts I and II), pushing electric jazz a la 
Herbie Hancock’s Head Hunters (“Sneaky” and “Every- | 
body”) or laying down the love vibes (“Loisaida”), these | 
musically diverse players merge their sounds into an in- | 
fectious groove that’s often confusing but never boring.

Everything But the Girl’s 


clarion call comes back 


by Michael Freedberg 


racey’s voice? She just 

opened her mouth and that’s 

what came out. As a teenag- 

er, she wanted to be Patti 

Smith. But tonally she knew 
that her voice was not appropriate for funk 
stuff. So she’s always been a fan of the di- 
reet, flat delivery.” 

So'says Ben Watt, one half of Everything 
But.the Girl, about a dominant female 
voice in*teday’s pop music, Tracey Thorn. 
The voice that makes the duo’s new CD, 
Walking Wounded (Atlantic), walk is exact- 
ly what he says it is. Straight ahead, diction 


| unaffected, rhythmically disengaged — a 
| voice ostensibly in repose and not in need 
| of the trickery, fuss, and hurry that props 
| up so many rock-band mouths. Watt ac- 


cepts the Tracey Thorn difference. “We've 
always been a non-rock band.” 
Which is true. Back before 1994's Am- 


plified Heart and its hot single “Missing” 


| remade Everything But the Girl's career, 
| the duo recorded jazzy ballads, stand-still 
| show tunes, and neo-trad uptempo num- 






bers — songs defiantly out of place in a 
guitar-driven radio culture. The group 
found a lasting audience, in England at 
least, among a well-dressed crowd lack- 
ing money but not a taste for supper-club 
songs with a rhythmically dandified dig- 
nity. “Tracey's always liked Dusty 
Springfield records,” says Watt. “The 
kind of restrictions she knows her voice 
has. She works within a quite limited set 
of parameters.” 

But either dandified ballads didn’t do 
justice to Thorn’s limited parameters or 
else the audience forsook them, for when 
Amplified Heart first appeared the duo 
were all but played out. Then “Missing” 
happened. “It’s been like a little time 
bomb,” says Watt. “It’s reactivated a lot of 
people who'd stopped listening to us. As 
well as bringing us a whole new audience. 
Maybe it tapped a kind of latent appeal 
we've had to lapsed fans.” 

But why? “Missing” was house music 
— not exactly the genre best qualified to 
win someone a huge pop hit. The version 
that hit was a remix, by Todd Terry, a 
New York-based club D] and remix wiz- 
ard who, like Everything But the Girl, had 
suffered from audience tune-out. 

“We were doing several different remix- 
es of the song with different DJs. It was 
Rich Cristina at Atlantic who suggested 
Todd,” says Watt. “At first | thought his 
mix was too conservative, but there was a 
plain rawness to the music, a direct appeal 
but nothing too extreme.” 


Actually, the rawness in Terry's version 
of “Missing” was twofold: the melodic 
rumble of his beat cutting against the 
grain of Thorn’s restrained horniness. 
The steadiness of Terry’s tempo seemed 
to rush Thorn’s voice — listless in the 
original, full-CD version — upward, to- 
ward soprano, a dramatic if subtle distor- 
tion that recalled the same melodic effect 
in David Morales’s remix of U2’s 
“Lemon.” Perhaps the nearness to 
“Lemon” explains how the “Missing” 
remix conquered radio and clubland 
both, a rare event. 

No surprise that house style underpins 
all of Walking Wounded. From “Before 
Today” and “Single” to “The Heart Re- 
mains a Child” and “Big Deal,” its songs 
move darkly, deeply, through an emo- 
tional world of searching and regret. Ter- 
ry, too, returns with a remix of “Wrong,” 
the CD’s steadiest song, and this remix 
has moved directly into the radio spot 
“Missing” had occupied, partly because 
despite the success of “Missing,” no out- 
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fit (and no other remixer) has come up 
with anything else like it — no tightly | 
constrained rhythm song of shame and 
loss in the presence of passion. The CD 
also indulges the love Watt and Thorn 
have for urban folk (the Suzanne 
Vega-—ish “Mirrorball”) and their appreci- 
ation, as London natives, for the Pet 


Shop Boys’ big-city identity juggling | 


(“Flipside”). 

But most of all, Walking Wounded re- 
flects what happened to Watt personally. 
In 1993 he became ill with Churg-Strauss 
Disease, “which has had only 30 or 40 
cases reported. I now live with an illness 
which took a big chunk out of me. I al- 
most died. I still can’t digest properly. | 
was 170 pounds, now I’m 126. A skinny 
guy. It really did affect the music in a big 
way. It made me capitalize on the discon- 
tent with the music I'd done. Now was the 
time to reinvent the band, strip away all 
the production values of the 80s, go back 
to the core sound of our band, adopt the 
sound of club culture. All this propelled us | 
with a new energy.” 

To some, Thorn’s repetitious apologet- 
ics in “Wrong” revisit the sound of Sade 
turning her back, being sultry. Watt both 
rejects and adopts the comparison. “Sade 
hasn't moved with the times. She has her 
niche. In fact, we predate Sade.” 

They've survived her too. QO |

FAITH (Mutiny). The lonely planet 
boy from Queens has been dead 
for five years now, and to mark 
rock and roll's most inevitable OD, 
Mutiny Records has released this 
live-in-Japan disc. It's no visceral 
snapshot of an era like some of 
Thunders's Heartbreakers live 
recordings, but Japan in 1988 
wasn't exactly Max's Kansas City 
in 1979, either. 

Although it's nice to have a 
refresher course in downtown dis- 
sipation, the renderings of such 
classics as “Too Much Junkie 
Business," “Chinese Rocks,” and 
“Born To Lose” are just too muddy 
and steeped in weariness to go 
anyplace new. Yet Thunders's 
burning ingenuousness occasion- 
ally bleeds through the zonked-out 
haze. “! Can Tell,” for instance, 
lands in a choice guitar groove 
and stays put. His mythical pathos 
dyes some of Faith an impossible 
shade of blue. His take on “Play 
with Fire" is enough to make you 
want to bawl. And “Joey, Joey,” 
even though it doesn't compare to 
the lucid version on Hurt Me (New 
Rose), is affecting in its own nar- 
cotized way. 

Faith has the distinct whiff of 
odds-and-sods foraging, but that's 
fair enough. Thunders deserves 
renewed attention every so often 
Not because there's any romance 
in suicide by instaliment, but 
because there is romance in sim- 
plicity and an open heart.

“When You Touch Me"), who never 
managed a hit except among a 
cult following, but all the better.

(Columbia). Sometimes in all the 
hype about image, D Generation's 
music gets forgotten. It's a potent 
hybrid of driving rock and roll pep- 
pered with '70s power pop that 
goes well beyond their leather and 
hairspray. After a crash-and-burn 
beginning (they split with EMI after 
one album), these guys are ready 
to ram three chords and an atti- 
tude down your throat again. 

Although often classified in the 
punk-revival genre, D Generation 
occasionally sound like an early 
Guns N’ Roses.

ately, even the best memoirs and 
4 journals by people with AIDS 

seem to have a certain stately pre- 
dictability. Our protagonist is in his 20s, 
30s, or 40s, midway through a life with 
more than its fair share of glamour. Then 
AIDS comes to him, a curse which — 
paradoxically — represents the beginning 
of beautification. Sarcomas decorate his 
limbs like purple stigmata. He reflects on 
his deeds, undertakes acts of charity, tries 
to purify his blood. As he prepares for the 
death that he knows is coming, the nimbus 
of virtue slowly widens, filling the space 
left by his shrinking limbs. The long dra- 
ma of his transformation has the steady, 
inexorable pace of a Cardinal’s procession. 

The talented artist Keith Haring — best 
known, perhaps, for his drawings of dogs 
and radiant babies —-‘died of AIDS in 
1990. His journals, though, are not the 
kind of AIDS memoir we’ve come to ex- 
pect. They are more incomplete — more 
imperfect — and truer than that: they are 
the record of a whole life, not just an 
apotheosis of courage. Early entries show 
the artist as a young Deadhead from Kutz- 
town, Pennsylvania, as an apprentice bo- 
hemian in New York’s underground art 
scene (“TAPE UP XEROXES,” he writes. 
“WALK HOME DRUNK”). He studies 
semiotics at the School of Visual Arts and 
hangs out in Times Square with his fellow 
graffiti artist Kenny Scharf. He struggles 
with the complexity of art theory in order 
to get to the picture he wants: an image as 
simple as an Egyptian hieroglyph. 

In 1980, he begins to draw on the blank 
advertising panels that line the tiled walls 
of the New York subway stations. His 
dashed-off cartoons of babies and running 
men make him an almost instant art-world 
sensation. For long periods — most of the 
time between 1981 and 1985 — the jour- 
nals go almost blank. The effect is that of 
a long hush, the oceanic murmur of a dis- 
connected line. When Haring speaks 
again, he is a new man, with a fainter, 
more impersonal voice. He is someone 
with a plane to catch. Someone with com- 
missions from Italy and world-famous col- 
laborators and, perhaps, more money than

he quite knows what to do with. 

Haring hated businessmen. “The whole 
concept of business is evil,” he scribbled 
in his notebook, jetting home from Diis- 
seldorf in 1987. But he undertook com- 
missions for BBD&O and Swatch, even 
Lucky Strike cigarettes, And — as an 
artist of the *80s — he be- 
came something ‘of a capi- 
talist himself. Late entries 
find him fretting about 
troubles with the Tokyo 
branch of his small string 
of Pop Shops. He broods 
over his own market value, 
over fears that speculative 
collectors will “dump” his 
works on the volatile art 
market. “I find it kind of 
absurd that I am so aware 
of these things now,” he 
writes, disarmingly naive. 
To the cynical, his radiant 
babies had already begun to 
look less like subversive 
icons than like the ubiqui- 
tous logo of Keith Haring, 
Inc. 

To become rich in the 
’80s was to breathe in a 
new kind of air, as sharply 
euphoric as a hit of amyl 
nitrate. Haring’s neighbor- 
hood was the world, a 
place in which New York 
and Tokyo seemed con- 
tiguous, and a trip on the 
Concorde was as common- 
place as a cab ride. When 
in Europe, Haring stayed in 
the Ritz in Paris, or inside a 
huge dragon sculpture de- 
signed by the sculptress 
Niki de St. Phalle. He was 
often too busy to record his 
doings, except in telegraph- 
ic lists, which read as if 
Bret Easton Ellis were at- 
tempting haiku. “Maitre d’ 
turns me away (no coat),” 
he writes. “Run into Sandra 
Bernhard in lobby. Lunch 
— meeting Airship project 
— great!” 

To find out how un- 
spoiled Haring still was, by 
the standards of that decade 
of surfeit, it’s necessary to 
page through the diaries of 
his sometime mentor, Andy 
Warhol. Haring, in the

rubbing elbows with Truman and Liz and 
Bianca to pay much attention to art. Unlike 
Haring, though, he does tell us what le tout 
Tribeca was up to. Here (if you believe 
Warhol) are a few of the details of Har- 
ing’s life that Haring found too banal to 
mention: going to Jerry Hall’s birthday 
dinner at Mr. Chow’s, be- 
coming fast buddies with 
John Lennon’s son Sean, 
listening to a sleep-over 
guest called Madonna hav- 
ing wild sex on his couch. 
And there’s something 
else that Haring leaves out: 
AIDS itself. As early as 
1987, he suspects that he 
may be harboring the virus. 
But he confesses his fears 
only occasionally; in be- 
tween, there’s tense silence. 
A cough throws him into a 
panic. He dashes in for a 
blood test before going to 
Europe. There is no account 
of the first lesion, the first 
bout of pneumonia, the 
struggles with doctors and 
insurers. In fact, Haring 
never even reveals when he 
first found out that he was 
finally, fatally, positive. 
Until quite late in the 
book, the self-portrait looks 
a lot like one of Haring’s 
own running men: a strong- 
ly outlined figure with a 
blank interior. But when 
Haring finally succumbs to 
illness, he seems — at least 
in the pages of this diary 
to flush with a strange new 
life. More than a little con- 
cerned with the verdict of 
posterity, he compels him- 
self to jot down the details 
of his working days and his 
still-hectic nights (“Dress in 
tuxedo (turquoise) . . . and 
taxi to palace with Julia and 
Debra”). “I’m a little tired 
of working,” he remarks in 
1987, after an orgy of 
drawing, “but somehow 
when I force myself I get 
interesting results.” In the 
last pages of this diary, he 
seems to be forcing himself

A perfect host? 


How Atlanta’s PR machine 
engineered the Olympic spirit

IMAGINEERING ATLANTA: THE 
POLITICS OF PLACE AND THE CITY

he American public first en- 
countered the Olympic spirit 
through the TV commercials 
of the games’ corporate 
sponsors. One of the most 
effective ads simply names the cities and 
years of previous Olympiads — Rome,

1960; Tokyo, 1964; Mexico City, 1968 — 
and instead of ending with Atlanta, 1996, 
substitutes the product image and logo of 
Coca-Cola. This substitution reminds us 
of Coke’s corporate home in Atlanta, and 
of its political and economic support for 
the city’s Olympic bid. It also reminds us 
that while Atlanta may not be a world-class 
city, Coca-Cola is a world-class product 
willing, like a tough older brother, to stand 
up for its city. The commercial manages to 
advertise Olympiad, city, and sponsor all 
at once, and so contributes to the impres- 
sion of happy synergies with which these 
particular games have been associated 
from the start. 

Charles Rutheiser’s Imagineering At- 





lanta tells the story of the city’s Olympic 
bid and its preparations to host the games, 
and focuses on the economic and political 
history behind these events. The book 
challenges the barrage of “imagineering” 
— the countless merchandising cam- 
paigns, sound bites, and advertisements 
that Atlanta’s civic publicity machine has 
produced over the last few years. Promot- 
ers would have us believe that Atlanta’s 
various groups are characterized by a spir- 
it of cooperation and consensus, in con- 
trast to groups in other cities, with their 
competing and often irreconcilable inter- 
ests — civic and corporate, public and pri- 
vate, suburban and urban, and, most im- 
portant, in this case, black and white. 
Imagineering Atlanta shatters the PR im- 
age, revealing instead an environment 
marked by long-term conflict, and one in 
which corporate, white, and suburban in- 
terests regularly win the day. Atlanta may 
present the games as the ultimate manifes- 
tation of its cohesiveness and energy, but 
for Rutheiser such imagineering is only. the 
latest development in the politics of urban 
fragmentation: if anything, the discord in 
Atlanta is more pronounced than in other 
cities. The lessons Atlanta offers, Rutheiser 
suggests, are not about overcoming con- 
flict, but about the pathologies of contem-

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porary American urbanism. /magineering 
Atlanta is at its best when describing how 
the city’s antagonisms are simultaneously 
exacerbated and concealed by its frantic 
efforts to prepare, physically and spiritual - 
ly, for the 1996 Olympics. 

The first half the book is devoted to 
chronicling the social and economic his- 
tories of Atlanta’s neighborhoods, and 
here, facing the tremendous disadvan- 
tage of a general readership unfamiliar 
with the city, Rutheiser falters a bit. 
Imagineering Atlanta is edited by urban 
theorist and historian Mike Davis, and 
owes an obvious debt to City of Quartz, 
Davis’s highly regarded 1990 book on 
the historical development of Los Ange- 
les. But Los Angeles, unlike Atlanta, has 
become a fundamental part of the Amer- 
ican psyche, thanks to its presence in 
countless books, songs, television shows, 
and movies. Rutheiser, discussing im- 
ages of Atlanta in American popular cul- 
ture, starts with Gone with the Wind and 
must then resort to Sharkey’s Machine, 
the 1981 Burt Reynolds vehicle. And 
while Atlanta may market its products to 
the rest of the country through compa- 
nies such as Coca-Cola, CNN, UPS, 
Delta Airlines, and Home Depot, these 
are all curiously placeless institutions. 
Rutheiser’s detailed histories of neigh- 
borhoods like Buckhead and Mechan- 
icsville are thoughtful and presumably 
insightful, but a reader unfamiliar with 
Atlanta may have difficulty staying inter- 
ested in the minutiae of its precint-by- 
precinct development. 

Imagineering Atlanta provides more in- 
teresting insights in its second half, as the 
“golden opportunity” of the Olympic 
games is dropped into the mix of political, 
social, and economic forces described in 
the first, and we witness the workings of a 
black urban political machine, white subur- 
ban corporate interests, neighborhood ac- 
tivists, downtown real-estate developers, 
and many other players who immediately 
begin struggling for pieces of the pie. Old 
rivalries are intensified; old alliances are 
strained and broken. The harmonious im- 
age that certain factions present to the 
world hides a dog-eat-dog urban politics 
made worse, not better, by the 1996 
Olympics. Readers who grew up in the 
South may recognize the scenario of an ex- 
tended and quarrelsome Southern family 
preparing for important visitors: the fa- 
mous hospitality is, after all, the result of 
the anxiety and hard work expended by the 
most powerful member of the family to 
keep everyone in line, smiling and polite. 


A surfer rides the waves off 
Santa Cruz to greater truths

CAUGHT INSIDE: A SURFER’S YEAR 
ON THE CALIFORNIA COAST, by

aniel Duane has done a 

brave thing. Amid the 

lineup of dark, purga- 

tive literary memoirs 

currently weighing 
down bookstore shelves is his personal 
tale not about addiction, mental illness, 
or having a bad dad, but about a blissful 
and instructive year spent surfing on the 
California coast. Unlike its tell-all coun- 
terparts, which might resonate with an 
author’s fellow sufferers but feel like 
hard duty to readers who don’t share the 
pain, Duane’s Caught Inside has a 
broader, happier appeal. 

Armed with his uncle’s ancient, 
cracked wet suit and with seemingly 
boundless energy, Duane, at 27, left a 
waning romance, a retail job, and a 
group of “painfully successful” friends in 
his hometown of Berkeley for Santa 
Cruz. A part-time teaching position at 
the university gave him time to explore 
the local scene and to see in his “last few 
free years,” as he writes, “if the life by

the water I’d always dreamed of was ac- 
tually possible.” He spent the better part 
of his year at the Point, a site with 
mediocre waves but also a lagoon, a 
rocky promontory, a submerged reef, 
and a small creek that together formed 
“an exact microcosm of the whole north- 
ern Californian coast.” There he set out 
to separate the facts of surfing life from 
the folklore. 

He dove headlong into the project, 
and his smart, funny, eclectic impres- 
sions come to us in lucid, lyrical prose. 
By no means a pro surfer when he ar- 
rives, Duane nonetheless deftly conveys 
the brute excitement of the sport, ad- 
mitting how, on an early run, he is 
“double-flipped and body-slammed 
onto the sand bottom” before coming 
up “coughing, but thrilled” and then 
begins to feel in his bones what he al- 
ready knows from physics class: that 
waves are “bundles of energy expressed 
as curves.” 

With his native eye for local types, he 
carefully catalogues the characters he 
meets at the Point. There are the requi- 
site heavy-lidded boys who wear their 
sweatshirt hoods pulled low for an odd, 
newfangled druidic look; there is the 
particularly pugnacious pre-adolescent 
who cannot resist reminding Duane, 
time and again, that he is and always will 
be a “kook,” an outsider. Luckily for 
Duane, there are also two quietly bril-

But the struggles 
outlined in Imagi- 
neering Atlanta are in 





the smallest of gains to minorities, 
marginal neighborhoods, and long-term 
urban policy. The unity of purpose that we 
have heard so much about this summer is 
revealed time and again as the existing 
power structure having its way, and more 
often breaking down old race and class 
coalitions than building them up. By the 
end of the book, Coca-Cola’s commercial 
has come to seem positively sinister. 

The new “Centennial Park” in central 
Atlanta is the most visible built symbol 
of the games, and the most oft-cited ex- 
ample of their legacy to the city. 
Rutheiser finds this open public space 
“neither open nor all that public”: in the 
course of its development the park was 
parceled out to corporate sponsors, in- 
cluding AT&T, NBC, and Swatch, for 
the construction of high-tech showcase 
pavilions that would admit only those 
spectator-consumers who met purposely 
vague unspecified “conditions of admis- 
sion.” The pavilions (and many other 
Olympic structures) are temporary — 
some observers have taken to calling the 
Atlanta Olympics “the disposable 
games” — and the park’s future, after 
the games are over, is uncertain. In 
Rutheiser’s view, it will serve elitist in- 
terests. The underlying rationale for 
Centennial Park and for most of the 
Olympic construction, he argues, is to 
“remove” undesirable populations such 
as the homeless and low-income renters, 


some ways 
promising (as well as 
in all ways more interesting) than the 
city’s corporate PR version of the story. 
Rutheiser’s single-minded campaign 
against the imagineers ignores the com- 
plexity of the situation, and its more en- 


couraging aspects. What, after all, did he | 


expect? Would coalitions of low-income 
neighborhood groups have planned and 
executed the 100th Olympic games? 
Would corporate interests have been con- 
tent to fork over sponsorship money and 
let enlightened planners build the infras- 
tructure? Would liberal and conservative 
(and black and white) politicians have po- 
litely agreed on how Atlanta would repre- 
sent itself to the world? Rutheiser himself 
prefers the relative chaos of the planning 
of the Atlanta Olympics to what took 
place in Barcelona and Seoul, where con- 
struction was carried out by autocratic 
state bodies and entire low-income neigh- 
borhoods were destroyed, or in one case 
hidden behind a ‘high concrete wall. At- 
lanta appears to be at least a somewhat 
healthy city, in that even if the rich get 
richer, the poor and disenfranchised can 
make themselves heard, make some 
trouble, ‘and get a piece of the parking 
revenues. As for the hypocrisy of At- 
lanta’s official “image,” isn’t pie-in-the- 
sky image-building an old and revered 
urban function?

A TALE OF TWO UTOPIAS: THE PO- 
LITICAL JOURNEY OF THE GENER- 
ATION OF 1968, by Paul Berman. 
W.W. Norton, 351 pages, $24. 


he year 1968 was like a drug 
released at selected locations 
around the world. One toke, 
and you were sure that 
Prague, Paris, Mexico City, 
Vietnam, and hundreds of American cam- 


| puses were united in unbreakable solidari- 
| ty; that your movement’s enemies, General 


Westmoreland or General de Gaulle, Pre- 
mier Brezhnev or President Johnson, dif- 


| fered in name but not in essence; and that 
| you belonged to a generation slated to de- 
| liver something new on earth. 


Paul Berman captures the mood, and 
sometimes even the smell, superbly: 


And when the bizarre rhetorics came 
blaring outward from the loudspeakers 
at d public rally, and the posters of 
Mao and Che and other heroes and 
champions covered the university walls, 
and the red-blue-and-gold banners of 
the South Vietnamese National Libera- 
tion Front and the black-and-red flags 
of Barcelona syndicalism snapped 
briskly in the tear-gassy breeze — at 
those utopian moments the here-and- 
now of modern times was gone, and the 
excitement was almost unbearable. 


A Tale of Two Utopias is, among other 
things, a jaunty capsule history of the rise 
and fall of the New Left in the United 
States, from the Port Huron Statement, 
charter document of the Students for a 
Democratic Society — “longer than the 
Communist Manifesto, and not as good. 
But . . . cited and revered and even read, 
sometimes” — to the identity politics of 
the Stonewall riot, when gay men faced 
the NYPD’s formidable Tactical Patrol 
Force with little more than a chant. But 
what a chant: 


We are the Stonewall girls 
We wear our hair in curls 
We wear our underwear 
We show our pubic hair. . . 
We wear our dungarees 
Above our nelly knees! 


Berman looks at the Prague Spring and

the Parisian general strike of 1968 in al- 
most as much detail, since one of his goals 
is to show that beneath the appearance of 
unity there were, in fact, contending and 
sometimes contradictory 1968s. Peel away 
the anti-everything sentiment of charits like, 
“It is forbidden to forbid,” and you find 
both an anti-capitalist 1968 (the Black Pan- 
thers and the Weathermen in the United 
States, the “Maos” in France) and the anti- 
Communist 1968 that ultimately swept Va- 
clav Havel and friends into power. 

Other 1968s emerge as well. Berman de- 
scribes the effort to “raise insubordination 
into a culture” as a revolution in middle- 
class mores. He notes an “uprising in the 
zone of the spirit” that stretched all the way 
from the Haight Ashbury to the Catholic 
Church, where it took the form of liberation 
theology. But the real question for him — 
the abiding perplex of 1968, and the ani- 
mating principle of this book — has to do 
with whether history suffers from an incur- 
able bipolar disorder. Are all highs followed 
inevitably by lows, as the peace movement 
was followed by the Baader-Meinhof Gang; 
as the fall of Communism was followed by 
ethnic cleansing? Or is there a forward 
thrust, a punctuated logic to history driven, 
in part, by years like 1968? Is progress, as

the 20th century draws to a close, a danger- 
ously outdated notion or one whose time 
has come round again? 

To answer that question, Berman places 
us in France among post-’68 Maoists, led by 
the brilliant and persuasive André Glucks- 
mann, whose leaflets Jean-Paul Sartre hands 
out in the street. It seems as though nothing 
can deter the French far left from a cam- 
paign of bombings and kidnappings when, 
in 1972, abetted by the German Red Army 
faction, the PLO massacres Israeli athletes 
at Munich’s Olympic Games. The French 
Maoists, disproportionately Jewish, often the 
children of Resistance fighters and concen- 
tration-camp victims, halt in their tracks. In- 
stead of leading the charge into terrorism, 
Glucksmann writes The Master Thinkers, 
indicting the very idea of historical progress, 
revolutionary or otherwise, as little more 
than a front for barbarism. The French left’s 
repudiation of terrorism has profound con- 
sequences, as Berman sees it: “in regard to 
Communism’s ultimate worldwide collapse, 
Paris in the’mid 1970s was the first to fall. 
The Berlin Wall came later.” 

In the last section of A Tale of Two 
Utopias, Berman draws a contrast between 
Glucksmann and Francis Fukuyama, whose 
1992 book The End of History and the Last 
Man argues that progress, however tenu- 
ous, is the rule; that liberal democratic val- 
ues are taking hold globally; and that a 
calamity commensurate with this advance is 
by no means guaranteed. It is in judging 
between those views — Fukuyama’s belief 
that history is progressive, and Glucks- 
mann’s belief that the very notion of 
progress makes for disaster — that some- 
thing falters in Berman’s style. The jaunty 
tone that has served him well wears thin. 
When Berman declares that since “I am a 
critic and not a philosopher, I see no reason 
not to say that both messages seem true

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enough,” it is hard not to feel he is being 
disingenuous. Since when can’t critics be 
philosophical (Walter Benjamin)? Or criti- 
cism mask philosophy (Arthur Danto)? 
And if the contrasting views are simultane- 
ously “true enough,” it might do to spend 
time describing how that might be. 

Apart from that fudging at the eleventh 
hour, A Tale of Two Utopias is an engag- 
ing book, as comfortable with narrative as 
with ideas, a book for those who remem- 
ber “the tear-gassy breeze,” and those who 
want more insight into why 1968 is still a 
year that won’t go away. QO

Q: You were in key places during the 
history you describe, first as a Columbia 
student during the 1968 rebellion, and then 
in Prague during the Velvet Revolution. 

A: Which | was reporting on for the Village 
Voice. 

Q: You ask if progress occurs in history. 
If the answer is not affirmative, that would 
seem to undercut the possibility of there 
being a left. 

A: | wouldn't go that far. We live in an 
ocean of injustice, and it’s good for the soul 
to be aware of that and make the world 
aware. Whether or not it makes sense to 
speak about historical progress, that is an 
adequate reason to maintain left-wing ideas. 

Q: You point out that 1968 led not to the 
overthrow of capitalism, as New Leftists 
expected, but to the fall of Communism. 

A: Conservatives and right-wingers 
generally cannot see it, but 1968 was a 
crucial moment in the overthrow of Com- 
munism. For a long while the idea persist- 
ed that you could be a libertarian and at 
the same time support Communist revolu- 
tion, but eventually the absurdity of linking 
the anti-bureaucratic, libertarian ideal of 
1968 to Communism became apparent. 
The movement for freedom moved ahead 
on its own. That's really the meaning of 
the career of someone like Vaclav Havel. 

Q: Nineteen sixty-eight and 1848 are your 
touchstones, but you also talk about “in- 
ternational revolutions from earlier times.” 

A: In particular, 1776. Seventeen seven- 
ty-six is an odd example of a worldwide 
revolution because it took time, but by 1811 
republican revolutions in some form had 
broken out in North America, South Ameri- 
ca, and huge areas of Europe. 

There’s something mysterious about 
years like that. You can come up with all the 
reasons in the world — I’ve come up with my 
share of them — for a 1968 and why it oc- 
curred all over the world. But after you've 
heaped up all your reasons and you look at 
your little heap, you still finally can’t explain 
the event. There’s something strange about 
it, and we finally can't make sense of it. 

Q: And something equally peculiar about 
the consequences. We didn't get utopia; we 
got Ronald Reagan. 

A: That ought not to have happened. 
But it did happen, and it happened, in part, 
because of a lot of idiocies and lunacies 
on the left. There’s no point in pretending 
otherwise.

ichard Katrovas was a Ful- 
bright Fellow in Prague 
during the Velvet Revolu- 
tion of 1989, on hand to 
witness part of the chain 
reaction still exploding across Europe. The

has transformed the region “in almost 
every sense.” Young American in- 
vestors and expatriates have estab- 
lished a more or less permanent pres- 
ence there, but the number of dissat- 
isfied twentysomethings sometimes makes 
the city seem less like the Paris of the "90s 
than like a Central European Austin. 
Certainly, Prague in these short stories 
hardly seems the capital of a post-Stalinist 
utopia. The nearby carnage im the Balkans 
and the resurgent persecution of Gypsies 
provide a-chilling undercurrent. And in 
“Their Wicked Fathers,” we see a new gen- 
eration coming to terms with the “shattered 
intimacies and petty betrayals” that charac- 
terized daily life under the old regime. The 
best of the stories nevertheless convey a rad- 
ical vitality, a sense of hope most Americans 
cannot share, even in an election year. In the 
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“prolonged and furious blossoming of the 
Prague Spring,” Katrovas finds evidence 
that the American dream is alive and well in 
Central Europe. 

The inhabitants of Katrovas’s Prague tend 
to be youngish academics or professionals, 
Czech or American, with philosophical incli- 
nations. Language, which unites and iso- 
lates, serves as the book’s central metaphor. 
An American woman delights in the sounds 
of Slavic vowels “that really do make talking 
sound like singing,” yet cannot communi- 
cate with her Czech grandmother. 
Pavel Palek, a lover of rap, attempts 
to translate such lyrics as “I be jam- 
min’, homeboy, and my girl be slam- 
min’, every Friday night our hips be 
rammin’.” But the hip-hop idiom 
eludes him; the best he can do is 
“I'm having a great time, neighbor, because 
every Friday night my frisky lover and | 
knock our torsos together.” 

As masterfully as Katrovas handles lin- 
guistic themes, he can’t resist the urge to in- 
troduce elaborate theories about culture and 
identity, regardless of whether they serve any 
narrative function. All too often this means 
contrived situations and spoon-fed general- 
izations, a tendency painfully evident in 
“Why We Hate the Germans.” The story 
grapples awkwardly with broad questions of 
blame and retribution; speaking to Michael, 
her colleague and would-be lover, Alena 
asks, “Why does America ignore its collec- 
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tive sins and call that ignorance renewal?” | 
The topic turns from genocide to sex, yet 
the rhetoric remains labored. (“Physical inti- 
macy without absolute honesty will no| 
longer be possible for me.”) 

The best pieces are those colored by a dose | 
of absurdism. Prague, after all, is Kafka’s | 
hometown, and there’s a Kafkaesque quality | 
to stories like-“The Troll.” Ned, a doltish Ma- | 
rine embassy guard, has a late-night clash | 
with a drunken, tuxedo-clad midget whose | 
day job is providing Czech voice-overs for | 
Hollywood war flicks. It’s hard to say which | 
of the two presents the more grotesque car- 
icature of American militarism. 

A different strain of absurdism runs 
through “I Love Your Country!”, an epistle | 
written by a self-proclaimed “serious artist” 
from Chula Vista, California. His corre- 
spondent is none other than Czech presi- 
dent Vaclav Havel, the Zappa-loving Zapata 
of the Velvet Revolution. The letter becomes 
a_ hilarious rant, and the neuroses of the 
vacuous Californian make him the book’s 
most rounded character. Concluding his 
screed, he informs the once-jailed dissident, 
“In America you can write anything you 
want and nobody cares.” 

Things are not quite as bad as that. In 
this flawed but fascinating group of sketch- 
es, Katrovas has found an original milieu 
for his fiction. It’s just a pity he did not 
care enough to develop his plots as thor- 
oughly as his observations. a)

hether you are a writer

| of the short form. Never dry or self-con- 
| scious, Wachtel’s fiction balances his ex- 
| perimental bent with an offbeat sense of 
| humor and a craftsman’s concision. 
Because We Are Here is divided into 
| four sections. Two longer stories qualify 
as novellas. The first of these, “The 
| Joke,” begins with a short retelling of a 
| kid’s joke. A woman whose car breaks 
| down in the countryside must spend the 
| night in the house of two farmers, and, 
| since there's only one bed, the three 
| share it. She makes love to both men and 
| insists they wear condoms. She tells 
| them that that way, she won't get preg- 
| nant. The next day, after her car is fixed 
| and she takes off, the farmers ask each 
other Whether they would mind if she 
| were to have one of their babies. They 
| decide they wouldn't mind, that in fact 
| they like the idea, so they at last take off 
their condoms. 

The rest of novella transforms this fifth-

n 1994, Candace Bushnell started 
writing a new column for the New 
York Observer, a weekly broadsheet 
defined less by its subject matter 
than by its target audience. The 
| Observer has always aimed to be a must- 
| read for the influential class, from the Up- 
| per East Side of Manhattan to Lily Pond 
| Lane in East Hampton — or, failing that, 
| for those seeking entry to its world. Bush- 
| nell’s dispatches concern.a subject she 
| must have known would arouse that audi- 
| ence’s interest: their sex lives. 

| And now comes Sex and the City, a col- 
| lection of those columns, and along with it 
| the question: why should anyone else want 
to read to read this stuff? The answer is 
that, unlike other sex columnists (Anka, et 
al.), Bushnell is attempting something 
| more challenging than graphic boudoir 
blow-by-blows. Her columns read like 
short stories, filled with characters as vivid 
as those in The Bonfire of the Vanities, and 
each one is a window on a rarefied world 
of privilege and power. Most of the plots 
unfold not in the city’s most tastefully dec- 
orated bedrooms, but in restaurants, on the 
| phone, in trendy nightclubs, or poolside in 
the Hamptons. Everyone from Lou Reed to 
Louis Auchincloss has tried to find a way 
to capture the essence of New York, and 
| Bushnell has found hers. In her own ir- 
| refutable words: “Everyone, it seems, likes

not only portrayed his class, he sometimes | 
betrayed it. Bushnell, on a smaller scale, 
does the same thing. You might end up feel- 
ing that the people she writes about are just 
as horrible as you had assumed, but perhaps 
not for the same reasons you'd thought. 
That said, | ought to add that Bushnell’s 
Observer column has plenty of detractors, 
several of whom have personally lectured 
me on why they dismiss it as fluff and titil- 
lation. Others have slagged the Sex and the 
City television deal, and have quite willing- 
ly spread third-hand gossip about what a 
nasty person Bushnell is, or how her mate- | 
rial is made up, or that the: reason her | 
columns read so well is that her editors | 
rewrite them. Well, | admit that Candace 
Bushnell is no Louis Auchincloss and cer- | 
tainly no Armistead Maupin (with whom 
the book jacket absurdly compares her). 
But dipping into Sex and the City is like 
calling up a friend who went the party you 
didn’t get invited to and hearing all the 
things that make. you wish you had been 
invited — and all the things that make you 
glad you weren't. In other words, Candace 
Bushnell tells a good story, and sometimes 
that’s enough. QO |

ON WITH THE STORY, by John Barth. 
Little, Brown, 257 pages, $23.95. 

John Barth’s latest has been hailed as “a 
brilliant departure,” and readers familiar 
with his relentlessly jokey prose will note 
the pun: these 12 interwoven stories are 
linked by the conversations of a married 
couple taking leave of the world. This “ter- 
minally playful” husband and wife spend 


| their final days and nights at a tropical “last 


| resort,” 


make love, eat with gusto, and el- 


| liptically tell and listen to, respectively, what 
| seem to be fictionalized tales of their pasts. 























It becomes clear (in a postmodern sort of 
way) that when the stories stop, so must 
their lives: one is fatally ill, and both seem 
to intend suicide. They have come to the is- 
land to die, yet the pleasures they derive 


| from their surroundings, from each other’s 


still-tempting bodies, and, most powerfully, 
from the diversions of language, urge them 


| to postpone their ending. 


Could this be yet another Barthian re- 
siesta of The Thousand and One — 
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On the levels of device and style, if you’ve 
read one Barth — say, the inventive 
Chimera, The Last Voyage of Somebody the 
Sailor, or Once Upon a Time — On with the 
Story will wash you up on familiar shores. 
Here again are his signature “nested” plot 
lines, narration that slides from first to third 
person, and the gamut of slippery authorial 
games which have come to define pomo 
style. Barth’s dazzling tricks rarely allow the 
reader engagement beyond the chummy 
comfort of getting the joke, a failure particu- 
larly keen in this serious-minded collection. 
Nor is Barth’s language a departure: his 
favorite “S” words are here in abundance: 
sex, sailing, stars, and, of course, 
Scheherazade. Some less-tired ones turn 
up: Swift-Tuttle (the comet visible in 
1994, which won’t be seen again until 
2126), Schiller, and Schrédinger (who 
developed an equation for wave function). 
Sadly, Barth’s over-your-head astronomy 
and arcane formulas do not illuminate be- 
yond the truisms he finds in them. In case 
you hadn’t guessed, Swift-Tuttle sight- 
ings, like love, are rare and fleeting; 
Schrédinger’s equation leads Barth’s cou- 
pe to conclude that, yes, we are both

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Barth’s protagonist was shipwrecked so | 
many times that his immortality became 
a joke. Here each episode contains an | 
authentic threat of extinction, and this 
poignancy renders Barth’s super-ludic | 
style more palatable. Every invisible life- 
form investigated, each theory ex- 
pounded could be the last and becomes 
newly precious. The unnamed narrator 
bemoans mankind’s lack of “mortal 
time enough to kiss Earth’s fruit’s hello 
before we’re kissing them goodbye.” 
When the story cycle finally runs its 
course, one feels relief from Barth’s 
concatenating prose style. Yet the vivid 
images of his lost world linger.

SLOWNESS, by Milan Kundera. 
Translated from the French by Lin- 
da Asher. HarperCollins, 156 
pages, $21. 

Some writers tell the same story 
in novel after novel. Milan Kundera 
does something different: he offers 
several different stories in each of his 
novels, but he tells those stories sever- 
al times, in different ways, from dif- 
ferent perspectives. That fragmenta- 
tion is not, ultimately, representative 
of postmodern anomie and chaos: all 
of Kundera’s novels, including Slow- 
ness, the first he has written in 
French, reveal themselves to be tightly 
unified, woven around a sustaining 
image or conceit. In Slowness that 
conceit is, as the narrator says, “the 
secret bond between slowness and 
memory, between speed and forgetting.” 

In his latest, lightest novel, Kundera re- 
turns to his old themes: history and memory, 
desire and delusion, storytelling and imagi- 
nation. A man named Milan travels with his 
wife from Paris to a countryside chateau that

has been converted into a modern hotel, 
where they seek a night’s respite from the 
city. The man recounts the narrative of an 
18th-century French novel, Point de lende- 
main (“No Tomorrow”), which is set in the 
same chateau and tells of an amorous en- 
counter between the sophisticated Madame 
de T. and a nameless young chevalier; and 
the man also relates the frenetic coupling at 
the chateau several years earlier of Vincent, 
an intellectual flunky, and Julie, a skittish 
secretary, at a conference of not-so-promi- 
nent European entomologists. Kundera plays 
with the possibilities of those narratives, 
moving deftly across centuries to create a 
richly colored philosophical tapestry. 

But Slowness isn’t just an intellectually 
provocative meditation; it’s also a very 
funny book. There are metaphysical spec- 
ulations on the significance of the anus, a 
tale of unrequited love for Henry 
Kissinger, a poolside scene involving a 
failed attempt at lovemaking and a head- 
standing entomologist, and a talking penis 
sardonically considering its place in the 
world. Most of Kundera’s observations hit 
the mark, but a few seem facile and a bit 
too familiar. The characters are vividly 
drawn, though their confluence — their 
dislocated meeting at the novel’s end — 
feels less epiphanous than forced. But as 
Véra, the narrator’s wife, tells him, this 
entertainment is “A Big Piece of Nonsense 
for Your Own Pleasure.” And if Slowness 
has a moral, it’s certainly that we should 
begrudge no one his pleasure.

The childish tension between a desire for 
the strange and annoyance at its strangeness 
pervades the 13 stories in The Bride Wore Red, 
Robbie Clipper Sethi’s ostensible study of the 
cross-cultural friction raised by marriages be- 
tween Indian men and white American wom- 
en. The author speaks from experience: the 
dust-jacket bio is careful to note that her hus- 
band is a Punjabi Sikh, and the accompanying 
photograph shows her off in a sari. But if one 
interprets her heroines’ escapades as even re- 
motely autobiographical, her take on that 
experience has been frightfully self-centered. 
“You've always thought yourself exotic, the 
one who didn’t belong,” Sally proudly notes 
in the title story, immediately betraying the 
self-satisfaction and arrogance that come to 
define the relationship of white to brown 
throughout the book. Sethi’s free-spirited, 
gutsy, sensitive Americans all present them- 
selves as attractively nonconformist; her In- 
dians offer a hidebound mass against which 
they can prove their tolerance. 

Indeed, at times it feels as if Sethi’s Indi- 
ans exist only to stifle and confound her 
Americans. The numbers in their extended 
families prevent solitude, the aging parents 
who come to live with their sons curb the 


wives’ freedom, the incomprehensibility of 


their language fosters paranoia. Except in 
the rare story not centered around an Amer- 
ican character, the smothering presence of a 
clan of “foreigners” arrives as an almost en- 
tirely unwelcome condition of marriage — a 
part of the bargain that doesn’t jibe with 
Sethi’s idealized image of cross-cultural 
union. “There was something dark about 
him,” one woman thinks of her love interest, 
“and it wasn’t just his color.” But, as anoth- 
er brattily reflects, when her in-laws inter- 
rupt her while she paints at a Delhi window 
one morning, the hordes of relatives simply 
won't allow her to sample that mysterious- 
ness. Their outdated clothing and pungent 
foods are simply not the strangenesses she 
and her compatriots were looking for The 
reader will be forgiven for not feeling much 
sympathy.

THE SPORTSWRITER, by Richard

“None of our lives is really ordinary,” 


says Frank Bascombe, the enigmatic pro- 
tagonist of both Richard Ford’s recent 
Pulitzer Prize-winning Independence Day 
and his 1986 novel The Sportswriter, which 
has just been republished by Knopf in a 
handsome hardcover edition. The 
Sportswriter, like its sequel, is a lyrical, 
melancholy portrait of one weekend in what 
Frank calls “the normal applauseless life of 
us all.” While nothing of special conse- 
quence transpires in the novel — Frank 
travels with his girlfriend to Detroit to inter- 
view an aging football player, visits with his 
ex-wife, moons around his house, and,
